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Ahead: A Busy Fall Agenda 


The scenery of Parliament Hill has changed considerably 
over the course of the summer, with the frantic coming 
and going of legislators and Hill staff making way for long, 
snaking lines of tourists discovering the architectural, 
historical and cultural gem that is Canada’s legislature. 
From the magnificent Chambers of the Senate and House 
of Commons, through the hallways with portraits of kings 
and queens and generations of parliamentarians, to the 
East Block offices of John A. Macdonald and Georges- 
Etienne Cartier, it is hard to imagine that business, almost 
as usual, continues in the Senate despite the prevailing 
holiday mood. 


While many Senators have taken the opportunity to go 
back to their home regions, they are also commuting 
back and forth to Ottawa for committee meetings, caucus 
gatherings and preparations for what is expected to be a 
busy fall agenda. The Defence and Security Committee, 
as well as the Social Affairs, Science and Technology 
Committee, have held hearings over the summer and the 
Agriculture and Forestry Committee went on a fact-finding 
mission to Washington. 


Fall 2001 will see Senators continue to study bills that are 
at different stages in the legislative review process, some 
of which have garnered public attention over the last few 
months, including those on issues as diverse as clean 
drinking water (S-18); whistleblowers (S-6); personal 
watercraft (S-26); parliamentary poet laureate (S-10); and 
the designation of two new national days celebrating 

Sir John A. Macdonald and Sir Wilfrid Laurier (S-14). 
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Taking Care of Senate Business 


Highlights of the First Session, 37" Parliament, 
January 29 — June 18, 2001 


The Senate carries out its responsabilities as the 
chamber of “sober second thought’ by devoting many 
hours to considering bills and investigating pressing 
issues in committee. The portion of the current 
parliamentary session that adjourned in June was no 
exception to this rule : 16 Senate committees and three 
joint committees worked on a wide range of topics. The 
full scope of their work can be seen from the following 
data: 


- 228 Senate committee meetings were held; 

368.5 hours were spent in committees; 

- 637 witnesses appeared before Senate committees and 
- 86 reports were tabled or presented by committees. 


When Parliament resumes sitting, the Senate’s calendar 
should be even more busy, since two new 

committees have been struck. One will look into defence 
and security and the other into human rights. 


We encourage you to read the pages that follow for details 
on the above highlights and to take a sneak preview of 
what awaits Senators.

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Legislative Agenda, 2001 


The first six months of the year were busy from the 
perspective of legislative review and passage. Royal 
Assent, the stage at which bills become laws, was given 
to 27 bills. 


Of the bills that were introduced in the Senate, three were 
private bills, 17 were public and another nine were 
government bills. A total of 20 bills, all of them tabled by 
the government, were received from the House of 
Commons and are at various stages of study in the 
Senate. 


Legislative proposals, i.e., bills, submitted to Parliament 
for its consideration and approval come in different forms: 


- Two types of public bills: those related to matters of 
public policy that are introduced in either the Senate 
by the Leader of the Government or by a Minister in the 
House of Commons. Those introduced by the govern- 
ment are called “government bills” and those introduced 
by Senators or Members of the House of Commons are 
called “Private Senator Public Bills” and “Commons 
Private Member's Bills”. 


- Bills that confer special powers or rights on a particular 
person or body of persons, founded on a petition to 
Parliament, and introduced by Senators, i.e., “private 
bills”. 


While bills may be initiated in either the Senate or the 
House of Commons, most public bills are introduced in 
the House of Commons and most private bills in the 
Senate. Under the Constitution, “money bills” that involve 
the expenditure of public funds or the imposition of taxes, 
must originate in the House of Commons. 


Following is a list of bills and their stage of consideration 
in the Senate at the end of the last sitting. Senators will 
resume their study of these bills in September. 


Senate Private Members Public and Private Bills 


S-6, An Act to assist in the prevention of wrongdoing in 
the Public Service by establishing a framework for 
education on ethical practices in the workplace, for 
dealing with allegations of wrongdoing and for protecting 
whistleblowers (Senator Noél Kinsella) Reported from the 
Standing Committee on National Finance with five 
amendments. 


S-7, An Act to amend the Broadcasting Act (Senator 
Sheila Finestone) Received Third Reading in the Senate. 
This enactment amends the Broadcasting Act in order to 
enable the Canadian Radio-television and Telecommunica- 
tions Commission to make regulations establishing 
criteria for the awarding of costs, and to give the 
Commission the power to award and tax costs between 
the parties that appear before it. Costs are the allowed 
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expenses that a party incurs in 
respect of a proceeding.The taxation 
of costs means the review of the 
costs by an officer of the Commis- 
sion with a view to determining that 
they are authorized and reasonable. 


S-8, An Act to maintain the 
principles relating to the role of the 
Senate as established by the 
Constitution of Canada (Senator 
Serge Joyal, P.C.) Referred to the 
Standing Committee on Privileges, 
Standing Rules and Orders in May. 


S-9, An Act to remove certain doubts 
regarding the meaning of marriage 
(Senator Anne Cools) Debate on 
Second Reading commenced in 
April. This enactment amends the 
Marriage (Prohibited Degrees) Act in 
order to remove any doubts and 
uncertainties respecting the meaning 
of the term “marriage”. It also 
amends the /nterpretation Act in 
consequence. 


S-10, An Act to amend the 
Parliament of Canada Act 
(Parliamentary Poet Laureate) 
(Senator Jerahmiel Grafstein) 
Reported from Committee in the 
House of Commons with one 
amendment. This enactment creates 
the position of Parliamentary Poet 
Laureate. 


S-12, An Act to amend the Statistics 
Act and the National Archives of 
Canada Act (census records) 
(Senator Lorna Milne) Debate on 
Second Reading commenced in 
February. This enactment expressly 
authorizes the transfer of all census 
records from Statistics Canada to the 
National Archives of Canada for 
permanent safekeeping. It gives 
access to the records to 
genealogists and other researchers 
92 years after the census, subject to 
a privacy right it creates that allows 
individuals to object to the disclosure 
of personal information in the census 
records. 


S-13, An Act respecting the declara- 
tion of royal assent by the Governor 
General in the Queen’s name to bills 
passed by the Houses of Parliament. 
(Senator John Lynch-Staunton) 


Referred to the Standing Committee 
on Privileges, Standing Rules and 
Orders in May. This enactment 
provides an alternative procedure for 
royal assent to a bill. 


S-14, An Act respecting Sir John A. 
Macdonald Day and Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier Day (Senator John Lynch- 
Staunton) Started Second Reading in 
the House of Commons. This enact- 
ment designates January 11 “Sir 
John A. Macdonald Day” and Novem- 
ber 20 “Sir Wilfrid Laurier Day”. 


S-18, An Act to amend the Food and 
Drugs Act (clean drinking water) 
(Senator Jerahmiel Grafstein) 
Referred to the Standing Committee 
on Energy, the Environment and 
Natural Resources in April. This 
enactment amends the Food and 
Drugs Act to include water in a 
community water system as a food 
subject to federal regulation and 
approval, excluding systems that 
serve fewer than 25 persons or that 
operate less than 30 days a year.The 
Act is amended to include any place 
where water destined to be drinking 
water is accumulated or collected, or 
where any activity takes place that 
assists in the accumulation or 
collection of water, if the water will 
ultimately be distributed for human 
consumption. 


S-19, An Act to amend the Canada 
Transportation Act (Senator Michael 
Kirby) Referred to the Transportation 
and Communications Committee in 
May. This enactment amends the 
Canada Transportation Actto require 
the Minister of Transport to make 
regulations that would force domestic 
and foreign air carriers to file reports 
with the Minister on matters affecting 
the public interest. It also allows 
these reports to be disclosed and 
made available to the public without 
first obtaining the consent of the air 
carrier that provided the information 
to the Minister. 


S-20, An Act to provide for increased 
transparency and objectivity in the 
selection of suitable individuals to be 
named to certain high public 
positions (Senator Terry Stratton) 
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At Second Reading in the Senate. 
This enactment provides for in- 
creased transparency and objectivity 
in the selection of suitable individuals 
to be named to high public positions 
in Canada. It establishes a commit- 
tee of the Queen’s Privy Council for 
Canada to develop public criteria and 
procedures, provides a process to 
identify and assess candidates and 
provides for parliamentary review of 
appointments. 


S-21, An Act to guarantee the human 
right to privacy (Senator Sheila 
Finestone, P.C.) Referred to the 
Standing Committee on Social 
Affairs, Science and Technology in 
April. This enactment guarantees the 
right of the individual to privacy in 
Canada. It defines “infringement” and 
provides a test for justifiable infringe- 
ment; entitles individuals to claim 
and enforce their right to privacy, and 
to refuse to unjustifiably infringe the 
privacy rights of others; and prohibits 
unjustifiably infringing the right to 
privacy of another individual. 


S-22, An Act to provide for the 
recognition of the Canadien Horse as 
the national horse of Canada 
(Senator Lowell Murray, P.C.) 
Referred to the Standing Committee 
on Agriculture and Forestry in June. 
This enactment declares the breed of 
horse known as the Canadien Horse 
to be the national horse of Canada. 


S-26, An Act concerning personal 
watercraft in navigable waters 
(Senator Mira Spivak) Referred to the 
Standing Committee on Transport 
and Communications in June. This 
enactment requires the Minister of 
Fisheries and Oceans to make 
regulations forbidding or restricting 
the use of personal watercraft, based 
on a resolution of a local authority. 


S-29, An Act to amend the 
Broadcasting Act (review of 
decisions) (Senator Jean-Robert 
Gauthier) Had First Reading in the 
Senate in June. This enactment 
amends the Broadcasting Act to 
expand the powers of internal review 
of the Canadian Radio-television and 
Telecommunications Commission for 
the purposes of this Act and for the 


sake of consistency with the 7ele- 
communications Act. 


S-30, An Act to amend the Canada 
Corporations Act (corporations sole) 
(Senator Norman Atkins) Had First 
Reading in the Senate in June. The 
purpose of this enactment is to 
enable office holders to incorporate 
as non-profit corporations sole under 
the Canada Corporations Act, and to 
govern corporations so incorporated. 


Senate Government Bills 


S-23, An Act to amend the Customs 
Act and to make related 
amendments to other Acts. (Leader 
of the Government in the Senate) 
Adopted by the Senate and had First 
Reading in the House of Commons. 
This enactment amends the Cus- 
toms Act to modernize the customs 
administration by providing for the 
expedited movement of persons and 
goods into Canada; providing for 
streamlined clearance procedures for 
low risk passengers by pre-arrival 
risk assessment of passenger 
information; providing for new require- 
ments in respect of the provision of 
information obtained under that Act; 
providing for monetary penalties in 
respect of designated contraventions; 
extending the time for requesting 
reviews and appeals beyond current 
time limits; harmonizing provisions 
for the collection of amounts owing 
under that Act with those of the 
Income Tax Act and the Excise Tax 
Act, making technical and house- 
keeping amendments; and making 
related amendments to other Acts. 


House of Commons Government 
Bills 


C-7, An Act in respect of criminal 
justice for young persons and to 
amend and repeal other Acts 

(The Minister of Justice) 

At Second Reading in the Senate. 
This enactment repeals and replaces 
the Young Offenders Act and 
provides principles, procedures and 
protections for the prosecution of 
young persons under criminal and 
other federal laws. 


C-14, An Act respecting shipping 
and navigation and to amend the 
Shipping Conferences Exemption 
Act, 1987 and other Acts (The 
Minister of Transport) Referred to the 
Senate Committee on Transport and 
Communications in May. This 
enactment overhauls and replaces 
the Canada Shipping Act, other than 
the portions that concern liability, 
with modernized legislation that will 
promote the safety and economic 
performance of the commercial 
marine industry as well as ensure 
the safety of those who use pleasure 
craft. 


Two New Senate 
Committees 


In May, the Senate established two 
new committees that will study the 
domestic and international implica- 
tions of, respectively, defence and 
security issues and human rights. 


The Standing Committee on Defence 
and Security’s Order of Reference is 
to conduct an introductory survey of 
the major security and defence 
issues facing Canada, with a view to 
preparing a detailed work plan for 
comprehensive studies. This is the 
first permanent Senate committee to 
deal with these subject matters. 


The Committee is chaired by 
Senator Colin Kenny, with J. Michael 
Forrestall as Deputy Chair. Members 
include Senators Norman Atkins, 
Tommy Banks (replacing Elizabeth 
Hubley), Jane Cordy, Michael 
Meighen, Lucie Pépin, Peter Stollery 
(replacing William Rompkey), John 
(Jack) Wiebe and, ex officio, 
Senators Sharon Carstairs and 
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John Lynch-Staunton. The 
Committee has established a 
subcommittee on Veterans Affairs, 
with Senators Meighen as Chair, 
Wiebe as Deputy Chair and Atkins, 
Pépin and Kenny as members. 


The Senate Committee on Human 
Rights was established by the 
Senate on March 15, 2001. It is 
authorized to examine issues relating 
to human rights and review the 
machinery of government dealing with 
Canada’s international and national 
human rights obligations. 


Senator Raynell Andreychuk chairs 
the Committee and Senator Sheila 
Finestone is Deputy Chair. Its 
members are Senators 

Gérald-A. Beaudoin, Marisa Ferretti 
Barth, Noél A. Kinsella, Donald H. 
Oliver, Vivienne Poy, Charlie Watt, 
The Very Rev. Lois Wilson, and, 

ex officio, Senators Sharon Carstairs 
and John Lynch-Staunton. 


Committee Activities: 
Looking Ahead 


It was Muriel McQueen Fergusson of 
New Brunswick, the first woman 
Speaker of the Senate (1972-1974), 
who called committees “the heart 
and soul of the Senate”. Her observa- 
tion has been echoed by many who 
have appeared before committees in 
order to share their expertise and 
opinions on the social, economic or 
political impacts of proposed legisla- 
tion. 


In fact, ina 1999 submission to the 
British Royal Commission on Reform 
of the House of Lords, the demo- 
cratic advocacy group Charter 88 
noted that “A possible [alternate] 
model is the Canadian Senate which 
has investigated major issues such 
as poverty, science policy, foreign 
relations and the efficiency of 
government departments. Evidence 
shows that... valuable reports [are] 
produced which have led to changes 
in legislation or Government policy...” 


Those committee reports can indeed have significant 
impact on the daily lives of Canadians. Several, the 

results of comprehensive research and information 
gathered from committee witnesses throughout Canada, 
are expected to be tabled in the coming months. The work 
done by the committees in anticipation of future reports 
include: 


Aboriginal Peoples: The Committee will report on 
opportunities to expand economic development, including 
tourism and employment, associated with national parks 
in Northern Canada, within the parameters of existing 
comprehensive land claim and associated agreements 
with Aboriginal Peoples and in accordance with the 
principles of the National Parks Act. 


In March 2001, the Committee was empowered to 
examine Aboriginal Economic Development in relation to 
Northern National Parks, a resumption of a study begun in 
the second session of the 36" Parliament. As was the 
case in the last session, the study was referred to a 
subcommittee. While the subcommittee travelled, the 
Committee studied Bill S-24, the Kanesatake Interim 
Land Base Governance Act. Among the witnesses were 
Robert D. Nault, Minister of Indian Affairs and Northern 
Development; James Gabriel, Chief of the Mohawks of 
Kanesetake; and Yvon Patry, Mayor of the Municipality of 
Oka. The Bill was reported to the Senate in May without 
amendment. 


Agriculture and Forestry: The Committee is expected to 
report next summer on international trade in agricultural 
and agri-food products; short- and long-term measures for 
the health of the agricultural and the agri-food industry in 
all regions of Canada; and the present and future state of 
forestry. 


The Committee examined the impact of international 
policies during a fact-finding mission to Washington, 
July 30 to August 2. Led by Senator Len Gustafson, Chair 
of the Committee, and Deputy Chair John (Jack) Wiebe, 
Senators met with members of the US House of 
Representative’s Agriculture Committee, the Senate 
Committee on Agriculture, Nutrition and Forestry; the 
chair of the International Trade Commission; the 
Under-secretary for Farm and Agricultural Services of the 
US Department of Agriculture and the American Farm 
Bureau Federation. 


The Committee began its review of the domestic agricul- 
tural and agri-food industry by calling as witnesses Lyle 
Vanclief, Minister of Agriculture and Agri-Food; Ralph 
Goodale, Minister of Natural Resources; and 
representatives of the Canadian Federation of Agriculture, 
the Canadian Wheat Board and the Farm Credit Corpora- 
tion. 


It then began an examination of farm communities and the 
use of farm land in Canada. Senators met with Andrew 
Mitchell, Secretary of State for Rural Development and 
various rural municipal groups. They also examined plans 
for farm land conservation with Ducks Unlimited Canada 
and the Agricultural Producers Association of 
Saskatchewan. As well, the Committee examined Bill 
C-25, An Act to amend the Farm Credit Corporation Act 
and to make consequential amendments to other Acts 
and reported it without amendments in June. 


Banking, Trade and Commerce: During the first six 
months of 2001, the Committee examined seven bills: 
S-11, An Act to amend the Canada Business Corpora- 
tions Act and the Canada Cooperatives Act and to amend 
other Acts in consequence; S-16, An Act to amend the 
Proceeds of Crime (Money Laundering) Act; S-17, An Act 
to amend the Patent Act, C-8, An Act to establish the 
Financial Consumer Agency of Canada and to amend 
certain Acts in relation to financial institutions; C-13, An 
Act to amend the Excise Tax Act, C-22, An Act to amend 
the Income Tax Act, the Income Tax Application Rules, 
certain Acts related to the Income Tax Act, the Canada 
Pension Plan, the Customs Act, the Excise Tax Act, the 
Modernization of Benefits and Obligations Act and 
another Act related to the Excise Tax Act and 

C-26, An Act to amend the Customs Act, the Customs 
Tariff, the Excise Act, the Excise Tax Act and the Income 
Tax Act in respect of tobacco. 


The Committee held 20 meetings and heard from 99 
witnesses, including David Dodge, Governor of the Bank of 
Canada, who spoke on the state of the domestic and 
international financial system. 


Defence and Security. This new committee was struck by 
the Senate in the spring to conduct an introductory survey 
of the major security and defence issues facing Canada, 
with a view to preparing a detailed work plan, to be made 
public in spring 2002.

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Appearing before the committee’s first hearing on July 18 
were senior officials from the Department of National 
Defence (DND) as well as representatives of the Defence, 
Maritime, Land and Air Staffs of the Canadian Forces. 
Briefings covered defence policy, current capabilities and 
future challenges facing the Canadian Forces. The 
following day, the Committee met with representatives of 
the Solicitor General, Royal Canadian Mounted Police and 
the newly-created Office of Critical Infrastructure 
Protection and Emergence Preparedness in DND, who 
spoke on security issues and the role of various federal 
departments and agencies in this area. 


Energy, Environment and Natural Resources: The 
Committee will examine such issues related to energy, 
the environment and natural resources, including the 
continuation and completion of the study on Nuclear 
Reactor Safety. 


The Committee has completed the study of three bills: 
S-15, An Act to enable and assist the Canadian tobacco 
industry in attaining its objective of preventing the use of 
tobacco by young persons in Canada reported without 
amendments; C-3, An Act to amend the Eldorado Nuclear 
Limited Reorganization and Divestiture Act and the 
Petro-Canada Public Participation Act reported without 
amendments and C-4, An Act to establish a foundation to 
fund sustainable development reported without 
amendments but with observations. The Committee held 
public hearings on Bill S-15 and its Special Study on 
Energy Issues in Vancouver, Edmonton, Calgary, Toronto 
and Montreal. 


Foreign Affairs: The Committee is undertaking a long-term 
study on political, social, economic and security 
developments in Russia and Ukraine. Hearings on the 
issue have been underway since May 2000; witnesses 
have included academics from universities across 
Canada, business people and senior government officials. 
The Committee has met, or plans to meet, with officials 
from the Departments of Foreign Affairs and International 
Trade, National Defence, Natural Resources and Agricul- 
ture, as well as officials from CIDA, the RCMP, and the 
Export Development Corporation. Committee members 
expect to travel to Russia in the fall. 


Human Rights: The Committee will table a special study 
of issues related to human rights, including the machinery 
of government dealing with Canada’s international and 
domestic human rights obligations, in the fall. 


Special Committee on Illegal Drugs: The Committee on 
Illegal Drugs started public hearings in April on the social, 
medical, legal and international implications of cannabis. 
Their work will culminate in a report in August 2002. 


The first phase of the study is a rigorous examination of 
the scientific evidence of, among others, renowned 
cannabis experts and interested associations. Notable 
among these before the recess were representatives from 
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the Canadian Police Association; academics, including 
Peter Cohen of the University of Amsterdam in the 
Netherlands; Alain Labrousse, representing 
L’Observatoire francais des drogues et des toxicomanies, 
the French government agency responsible for illegal 
drugs; and Harold Kalant, Professor Emeritus in 
Pharmacology, University of Toronto. The Committee will 
continue its hearings in the fall, starting with public 
hearings in early September in Toronto and Vancouver. 


National Finance: Two reports will be tabled by the end of 
the year, one on the role of government in the financing of 
deferred maintenance costs in Canada’s post-secondary 
activities. The other will review the effectiveness of, and 
possible improvements to, the present equalization policy 
in ensuring that provincial governments have sufficient 
revenues to provide reasonably comparable levels of public 
service at reasonably comparable levels of taxation. 


Transport and Communications: The Committee is 
authorized to hear the Minister of Transport on busing 
regulations. 


It has completed the study of three bills: S-5, An Act to 
amend the Blue Water Bridge Authority Act reported 
without amendments; S-3, An Act to amend the Motor 
Vehicle Transport Act, 1987 and to make consequential 
amendments to other Acts reported with three 
amendments and observations; and S-7, An Act to amend 
the Broadcasting Act reported without amendments. On 
June 6, the committee was briefed on busing regulations 
by Minister of Transport David Collenette. As a result, a 
special study on this issue may begin in fall 2001. Two 
other Bills have been referred to the Committee but have 
not received hearing: S-19, An Act to amend the Canada 
Transportation Act and S-26, An Act concerning personal 
watercraft in navigable waters. 


Privileges, Standing Rules and Orders: This Committee’s 
mandate is to (1) propose amendments to the rules for 
consideration by the Senate; (2) upon reference from the 
Senate, examine and, if required, report on any question 
of privilege; and (3) consider the orders and customs of 
the Senate and privileges of Parliament. 


Among the issues discussed by the Committee during 
this session were restructuring Senate Committees; 
recognizing third parties in the Senate; establishing a 
Senate committee on Official Languages; Bill S-8 (An Act 
to maintain the principles relating to the role of the Senate 
as established by the Constitution of Canada, tabled by 
Senator Joyal); Bill S-13 (An Act respecting the declara- 
tion of royal assent by the Governor General in the 
Queen’s name to bills passed by the Houses of Parlia- 
ment, proposed by Senator Lynch-Staunton); government 
responses to Senate Committee reports; name changes 
to certain committees; and the review of the Senate rules. 
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Social Affairs, Science and Technology. The Committee 
held in camera meetings on August 14 and 15 as part of 
its work on a major study on the state of the health care 
system in Canada; the first volume of five anticipated 
reports on the issue was tabled in March 2001. The report 
covers the history of the federal government’s role in the 
Canadian health care system, examined the rationale 
behind the enactment of the Canada Health Act, the 
evolution of federal funding for health care, and analysed 
the myths and realities surrounding the health care 
system. Among the expert witnesses were former federal 
Ministers of Health Marc Lalonde and Monique Bégin. 
The Committee recently completed its hearings on Phase 
Two and Three of its study; issues addressed included 
pressures on the current health care system and lessons 
learned in other health care jurisdictions. The latter 
hearings were conducted through a series of 
videoconferences with experts from the Netherlands, 
Sweden, Germany, Britain, Australia and the US.

Government-proposed legislation which may be reviewed 
in the fall by Senate committees: 


- Bill C-7, An Act in respect of criminal justice for young 
persons and to amend and repeal other Acts will be 
examined by Legal and Constitutional Affairs; 


- Bill C-11, An Act respecting immigration to Canada and 
the granting of refugee protection to persons who are 
displaced, persecuted or in danger will be subject to 
review by Social Affairs; and 


- Bill C-24, An Act to amend the Criminal Code 
(organized crime and law enforcement) and to make 
consequential amendments to other Acts will be studied 
by Legal and Constitutional Affairs. 


Royal Assent 


At Royal Assent, the three elements of Parliament 
assemble to take part in the ancient tradition, rich in 
symbolism, by which a bill becomes law. A representative 
of the Sovereign, sometimes the Governor General, but 
more often a judge of the Supreme Court of Canada acting 
as a deputy of the Governor General, enters the Senate 
chamber and takes a seat on the dais. The senators are 
in their seats. The Usher of the Black Rod calls members 
of the House of Commons to the Senate. 


Led by their Speaker, the members of the House of 
Commons gather at the rear of the Senate chamber. The 
parliamentarians of both houses, by their presence, give 
witness to the fact that Canadians request of the Sover- 
eign that the bill be made a law and consent to being 
governed by it. The title of the bill is read aloud, the 
representative of the Sovereign nods to signify assent, and 
the bill becomes law. 


A bill that becomes law may come into force on the day of 
Royal Assent or on some later day provided for in the bill. 
The bill is sent to Government House for signature at a 
later date. The signed original is finally placed in the 
archives of the Clerk of the Senate who is also the Clerk 
of the Parliaments. 


So far this First Session of the 37" Parliament, the 
Honourable lan Binnie, Puisne Judge of the Supreme 
Court of Canada, presided over ceremonies of Royal 
Assent on March 30 (two bills) and May 10 (four bills). 
The third ceremony (for 21 bills) was held on June 14, with 
Her Excellency the Governor General, Adrienne Clarkson, 
presiding. 


The 27 bills that have been enacted to date encompass a 
wide range of subjects, administrative, judicial and 
financial. Following is a list of those bills that have now 
been incorporated into Canadian law: 


Senate Government Bills, all of which are introduced by 
the Leader of the Government in the Senate 


S-2, An Act respecting marine liability, and to validate 
certain by-laws and regulations 

Royal Assent: May 10, 2001. 

The Bill consolidates existing marine liability regimes 
(Fatal Accidents; Limitation of Liability for Maritime 
Claims; Liability for Carriage of Goods by Water; Liability 
and Compensation for Pollution Damage) into a single 
piece of legislation that also include new regimes con- 
cerning shipowners’ liability to passengers and apportion- 
ment of liability applicable to torts governed by Canadian 
maritime law. In addition, the bill retroactively validates 
certain by-laws made under the Canada Ports Corporation 
Act and certain regulations made under the Pilotage Act. 
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S-3, An Act to amend the Motor 
Vehicle Transport Act, 1987 and to 
make consequential amendments to 
other Acts 

Royal Assent: June 14, 2001. 

This enactment modernizes and 
streamlines the regulation of 
extra-provincial motor carrier (truck 
and bus) undertakings in Canada, 
building on the reforms introduced in 
the Motor Vehicle Transport Act, 
1987. The objective is a consistent 
national regime for motor carriers 
focused on carrier safety regulation. 


S-4, A First Act to harmonize federal 
law with the civil law of the Province 
of Quebec and to amend certain Acts 
in order to ensure that each language 
version takes into account the 
common law and the civil law 

Royal Assent: May 10, 2001. 

This enactment repeals the 
pre-Confederation provisions of the 
1866 Civil Code of Lower Canada that 
fall within federal jurisdiction and 
replaces certain provisions with 
appropriate provisions on marriage 
applicable only in the Province of 
Quebec. 


S-5, An Act to amend the Blue Water 
Bridge Authority Act 

Royal Assent: May 10, 2001. 

This enactment simplifies the provi- 
sions of the Blue Water Bridge 
Authority Act respecting the 
borrowing powers of the Blue Water 
Bridge Authority and places a mon- 
etary limit on them. Borrowing 
transactions will require the approval 
of the Ministers of Transport and 
Finance. 


S-11, An Act to amend the Canada 
Business Corporations Act and the 
Canada Cooperatives Act and to 
amend other Acts in consequence 
Royal Assent: June 14, 2001. 

The enactment amends the provisions 
concerning liability of directors. It 
allows for a defence based on due 
diligence and amends the 
indemnification provisions allowing for 
the advancement of defence costs, 
and allowing indemnification in 
relation to investigations. It also 
implements a new regime regarding 
the apportionment of damage awards 
applicable to persons involved in the 
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preparation of financial information 
required under the Act or the 
regulations, including directors and 
officers. 


S-16, An Act to amend the Proceeds 
of Crime (Money Laundering) Act 
Royal Assent: June 14, 2001. 

The Act establishes the Financial 
Transactions and Reports Analysis 
Centre of Canada (the Centre). The 
Centre, a government agency, will 
require financial industry participants 
to collect certain transaction data 
and remit that data to the Centre 
which will analyze it for evidence of 
money laundering. If the Centre finds 
evidence of such an offence, it may 
then disclose certain “designated” 
information to national, foreign or 
international law enforcement 
agencies. 


S-17, An Act to amend the Patent 
Act 

Royal Assent: June 14, 2001. 

The Bill amends the Patent Act to 
implement two recent decisions of 
the World Trade Organization (WTO), 
one relating to the term of patents 
filed before October 1, 1989, and the 
other to the “stockpiling” provision 
under the Patent Act. 


S-24, An Act to implement an 
agreement between the Mohawks of 
Kanesatake and Her Majesty in right 
of Canada respecting governance of 
certain lands by the Mohawks of 
Kanesatake and to amend an Act in 
consequence 

Royal Assent: June 14, 2001. 

The bill is intended to ratify the 
Agreement with Respect to 
Kanesatake Governance ofthe 
Interim Land Base between the 
federal government and the Mohawks 
of Kanesatake that was concluded 
on June 21, 2000, and signed on 
December 21, 2000. 


Private Senator Bills that have 
received Royal Assent 


S-25, An Act to amend the Act of 
incorporation of the Conference of 
Mennonites in Canada (Senator 
Richard Kroft) 

Royal Assent: June 14, 2001. 
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This enactment amends the original 
Act of incorporation of the Conference 
of Mennonites in Canada by changing 
the name of the Corporation to the 
“Mennonite Church Canada”; revising 
its objects and powers in order to 
reflect more accurately the nature and 
scope of the Corporation’s present 
activities; making other changes to 
the Act of incorporation in order to 
adapt the Act to modern conditions 
and circumstances; and making 
technical and incidental anendments 
to the Act. 


S-27, An Act to authorize The 
Imperial Life Assurance Company of 
Canada to apply to be continued as a 
company under the laws of the 
Province of Quebec (Senator Serge 
Joyal, P.C.) 

Royal Assent: June 14, 2001. 

This enactment authorizes the 
Imperial Life Assurance Company, 
which was incorporated under the 
federal Insurance Companies Act, to 
apply to be continued as a 
corporation under the laws of the 
Province of Quebec. Upon 
continuation under those laws, it 
ceases to be governed by the /nsur- 
ance Companies Act. 


S-28, An Act to authorize Certas 
Direct Insurance Company to apply to 
be continued as a company under the 
laws of the Province of Quebec 
(Senator Serge Joyal, P.C.) 

Royal Assent: June 14, 2001. 

This enactment authorizes the Certas 
Direct Insurance Company, which 
was incorporated under the federal 
Insurance Companies Act, to apply to 
be continued as a corporation under 
the laws of the Province of Quebec. 
Upon continuation under those laws, 
it ceases to be governed by the 
Insurance Companies Act. 


Commons Government Bills that have 
received Royal Assent 


C-2, An Act to amend the 
Employment Insurance Act and the 
Employment Insurance (Fishing) 
Regulations (The Minister of Human 
Resources Development) 

Royal Assent: May 10, 2001. 


This enactment extends the period 
for the application of a provision of 
the Employment Insurance Act 
changes the method of calculating 
the maximum yearly insurable 
earnings; exempts persons who 
receive certain special benefits from 
being considered as new entrants or 
re-entrants to the labour force; 
removes the reduction of the rate of 
weekly benefits; gives the Governor 
in Council the power to set, for the 
years 2002 and 2003, the premium 
rate applicable to insurable earnings; 
and reduces the number of cases in 
which benefits have to be repaid and 
amends the Employment Insurance 
(Fishing) Regulations. 


C-3, An Act to amend the Eldorado 
Nuclear Limited Reorganization and 
Divestiture Act and the Petro-Canada 
Public Participation Act (The Minister 
of Natural Resources) 

Royal Assent: June 14, 2001. 

The Act relates to the mandatory 
provisions in the articles of Cameco 
Corporation (formerly Eldorado 
Nuclear Limited) and Petro-Canada. 
The enactment provides that the 
articles of Cameco Corporation will 
have to contain a 15 per cent 
individual non-resident share owner- 
ship limit for voting shares as well as 
a cap on aggregate non-resident 
share ownership voting rights of 25 
per cent. 


C-4, An Act to establish a foundation 
to fund sustainable development 
technology (The Minister of Natural 
Resources) 

Royal Assent: June 14, 2001. 

This enactment establishes the 
Canada Foundation for Sustainable 
Development Technology, which will 
fund projects to develop and 
demonstrate new sustainable 
development technologies, including 
those related to climate change and 
air quality. 


C-8, An Act to establish the Finan- 
cial Consumer Agency of Canada 
and to amend certain Acts in relation 
to financial institutions (The Minister 
of Finance) 

Royal Assent: June 14, 2001. 


This enactment establishes the 
Financial Consumer Agency of 
Canada, which will be responsible for 
the administration of the 

consumer provisions governing 
federal financial institutions. It also 
amends a number of Acts governing 
financial institutions and amends 
legislation related to the regulation of 
financial institutions. 


C-9, An Act to amend the Canada 
Elections Act and the Electoral 
Boundaries Readjustment Act 

(The Leader of the Government in the 
House of Commons) 

Royal Assent: June 14, 2001. 

This enactment amends the Canada 
Elections Act with respect to the 
information included on ballots. It 
also clarifies and harmonizes certain 
provisions of that Act and makes a 
related amendment to the Electoral 
Boundaries Readjustment Act. 


C-12, An Act to amend the Judges 
Act and to amend another Act in 
consequence (The Minister of 
Justice) 

Royal Assent: June 14, 2001. 

This enactment implements the 
federal government’s response to the 
report of the 1999 Judicial Compen- 
sation and Benefits Commission. It 
amends the Judges Act to increase 
judicial salaries and allowances, 
improve the current judicial annuities 
scheme and put into place a sepa- 
rate life insurance plan for 
federally-appointed judges. It also 
makes other consequential amend- 
ments to the Judges Act and the 
Supplementary Retirement Benefits 
Act. 


C-13, An Act to amend the Excise 
Tax Act (The Minister of Finance) 
Royal Assent: June 14, 2001. 

This enactment implements 
measures relating to the Goods and 
Services Tax and Harmonized Sales 
Tax (GST/HST), including sales tax 
initiatives proposed in the 

February 2000 Budget. These 
measures are aimed principally at 
improving the operation and fairness 
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of the GST/HST in the affected areas 
and ensuring that the legislation 
accords with the policy intent. 


C-17, An Act to amend the Budget 
Implementation Act, 1997 and the 
Financial Administration Act (The 
Minister of Finance) 

Royal Assent: June 14, 2001. 

The amendments to the Budget 
Implementation Act, 1997, 
implement certain government 
commitments regarding the Canada 
Foundation as announced in the 
Economic Statement and Budget 
Update of October 18, 2000. Funding 
for the Foundation will include 
operation and maintenance costs of 
research infrastructure, as well as 
the purchasing of access to world- 
leading research facilities located 
outside Canada and to major 
international collaborative research 
projects. 


C-18, An Act to amend the 
Federal-Provincial Fiscal 
Arrangements Act (The Minister of 
Finance) 

Royal Assent: June 14, 2001. 

This enactment removes, for the 
fiscal year beginning on April 1, 1999, 
the ceiling that would otherwise apply 
to equalization payments. 


C-20, An Act for granting to Her 
Majesty certain sums of money for 
the public service of Canada for the 
financial year ending March 31, 2001. 
Royal Assent: March 30, 2001. 


C-21, An Act for granting to Her 
Majesty certain sums of money for 
the public service of Canada for the 
financial year ending March 31, 2002. 
Royal Assent: March 30, 2001. 


C-22, An Act to amend the Income 
Tax Act, the Income Tax Application 
Rules, certain Acts related to the 
Income Tax Act, the Canada Pension 
Plan, the Customs Act, the Excise 
Tax Act, the Modernization of 
Benefits and Obligations Act and 
another Act related to the Excise Tax 
Act (The Minister of Finance). 

Royal Assent: June 14, 2001. 


These amendments implement 
income tax measures announced in 
the February 2000 budget and the 
October 2000 Economic Statement 
and Budget Update, as well as a 
variety of amendments to the Income 
Tax Act and related statutes most of 
which were originally included in 

Bill C-43 (first reading in 

September 2000) or otherwise 
previously announced. 


C-25, An Act to amend the Farm 
Credit Corporation Act and to make 
consequential amendments to other 
Acts (The Minister of Agriculture and 
Agri-Food) 

Royal Assent: June 14, 2001. 

Bill C-25 proposes to further broaden 
the Corporation’s mandate by 
allowing it not merely to improve and 
increase the range of products and 
services it already offers to primary 
producers but also to offer financial 
services and advice to downstream 
and upstream farming businesses, 
whether or not they are owned by 
farmers. 


C-26, An Act to amend the Customs 
Act, the Customs Tariff, the Excise 
Act, the Excise Tax Act and the 
Income Tax Act in respect of 
tobacco (The Minister of Finance) 
Royal Assent: June 14, 2001. 

This Act implements tobacco tax 
measures announced by the Minister 
of Finance on April 5, 2001, as part of 
the government's initiative to reduce 
tobacco consumption in Canada, 
especially among youth. It also 
implements a measure proposed in 
Budget 2000 reducing the exemption 
threshold under the tax on exports of 
tobacco products before 

April 6, 2001. 


C-28, An Act to amend the 
Parliament of Canada Act, the 
Members of Parliament Retiring 
Allowances Act and the Salaries Act 
(The Minister of State and Leader of 
the Government in the House of 
Commons) 

Royal Assent: June 14, 2001. The 
enactment increases the salaries of 
members of the Senate and the 


House of Commons; reduces the 
accrual and contribution rates in the 
Members of Parliament Retiring 
Allowances Act, establishes a 
disability allowance for members over 
65; and makes consequential 
adjustments to the Members of 
Parliament Retiring Allowances Act. 


C-29, An Act for granting to Her 
Majesty certain sums of money for 
the public service of Canada for the 
financial year ending March 31, 2002. 
Royal Assent: June 14, 2001. 


Other Activities 


Tribute to Nelson Mandela 


On June 14, 2001, Senator Anne C. 
Cools moved the following motion: 
“That this House, recognizing the 
great moral leadership provided by 
Nelson Mandela to South Africa and 
to all humanity, agree that he be 
declared an honorary citizen of 
Canada.” The motion received 
unanimous consent and was passed 
in the presence of His Excellency 
André Jaquet, South Africa’s High 
Commissioner to Canada. 


Joint House-Senate Parliamentary 
Human Rights Group (PHRG) 


During the last sitting, more than 40 
Senators and Members of the House 
of Commons, many of whom have a 
long-standing expertise and interest 
in the issue, came together to form 
the PHRG. Co-chaired by The Very 
Reverend Senator Lois Wilson and 
Member of Parliament Irwin Cotler, 
the executive includes vice chairs 
Senator Raynell Andreychuk and Bill 
Blaikie, MP; treasurer Raymonde 
Falco, MP, and secretary, Senator 
Noël Kinsella. 


The PHRG’s mission statement is, in 
part, to monitor and promote the 
domestic implementation of interna- 
tional human rights treaties which 
Canada has signed and to improve 
the co-ordination of federal and 
provincial strategies to implement 
those treaties. As well, it provides a 
forum for parliamentarians and 
representatives of civil society to 
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provide input to reports presented by 
Canada to UN treaty bodies and to 
assess recommendations made by 
Canada to human rights bodies and 
vice versa. 


Over the course of winter and spring 
2001, the PHRG held a series of 
lunch-time lectures on various 
aspects of human rights. Topics 
included “Refugee Rights in Limbo 
and Canada’s International 
Obligations”; “The Domestic 
Implementation of International 
Human Rights Law: Canadian 
Confusion” ; and “A Canadian NGO 
Perspective on the UN Human Rights 
Commission.”

The Senate Welcomes the Nunavut

On April 1, 1999, Nunavut, formerly 
the eastern region of the Northwest 
Territories, was officially named 
Canada’s third territory. The Territory 
covers nearly two million square km 
— about one-fifth of Canada’s land 
mass. The Territory’s 26 
communities bring together a 
population of 28 000, 85 per cent of 
whom are Inuit.

Internet experiment 


While the public has been able to tune into internet audio 
coverage of the committees since last April, the only 
opportunity to view proceedings has been via live or taped 
coverage on the Cable Public Affairs Channel (CPAC). A 
pilot project using the new technologies may change all of 
that. On June 11, the Senate Special Committee on Illegal 
Drugs was available live on the internet, making it one of 
the first Canadian parliamentary committees to receive 
such coverage. The Senate’s Information Management 
team is now looking into ways to expand band-width 
capacity so as to provide more extensive, consistent 
access to internet viewers. Stay tuned... on the net! 


Canada’s Senate is composed of 105 members, including 
the Speaker. With the retirement of three Senators over 
the summer, and the death of another, the Senate 
currently has 12 vacancies: one each in Newfoundland/ 
Labrador, Saskatchewan, Ontario, PEI and Manitoba; two 
vacancies in Quebec and Nova Scotia and three in New 
Brunswick. 


As of August 27, 2001, the party standings in the Red 
Chamber are as follow: Liberals, 57; Progressive 
Conservative, 30; Independent, 5; Canadian Alliance, 1. 


Of the 93 Senators currently sitting, six self-identify their 


origin as Inuit, North American Indian or Metis; 33 are 
women.

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Senate Business Highlights 


It goes without saying that the tragic events in the United 
States on September 11 had a considerable impact on the 
agenda in the latter part of this session. For those of us 
involved in the legislative process, the subject matter of 
two bills in particular, C-11 and C-36, took on considerable 
urgency. 


C-11, An Act respecting immigration to Canada and the 
granting of refugee protection to persons who are dis- 
placed, persecuted or in danger, was already on the order 
paper when the fall sitting began. C-36, An Act to amend 
the Criminal Code, the Official Secrets Act, the Canada 
Evidence Act, the Proceeds of Crime (Money Laundering) 
Act and other Acts, and to enact measures respecting the 
registration of charities, in order to combat terrorism, was 
designed to address concerns arising from the post- 
September 11 world. Both are among the 18 bills that 
received Royal Assent over the fall. 


Meeting rooms on Parliament Hill as well as in several 
venues throughout the country were kept busy with the 
nation’s business. This is amply demonstrated by statis- 
tics on work accomplished in committees this year alone: 


Number of meetings held: 499 
Number of hours spent in committee: 982.6 
Number of hours spent on fact-finding missions: 171.5 
Number of witnesses who appeared: 1,681 
Number of reports produced: 140 
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Based on these figures, the volume of work in 2001-2002 
is expected to far surpass the previous five-year average. 
We project that this fiscal year, committees will have: 


- held 39 per cent more meetings; 

- produced 26 per cent more reports; 

- spent 49 per cent more hours in session; and 
- heard 53 per cent more witnesses. 


So, what lies ahead? When the Senate reconvenes on 
February 5, 2002, Senators will return to the study of 
some 29 Senate and House of Commons bills that have 
already been presented. As well, of course, will be new 
government, public and private bills introduced in the 
Senate and any legislation from the House of Commons 
that is sent to the Senate for review and approval. 


The Senate thanks you for your continuing interest in the 
work of this institution and our legislators over this past 
year. All good wishes for a happy, healthy and prosperous 
2002! 


Senator's Forum 


Senator Lorna Milne 


The Senate must debate every 
piece of legislation introduced in 
Parliament, and pass each bill 
with precisely the same wording 
as did the House of Commons, 
before any new law can receive 
Royal Assent. Few people realise 
that individual Senators have a 
major role in this process. 


When a bill is introduced in the House of Commons it is 
moved, spoken to and steered through all legislative 
procedures by a Minister of the Crown. In the Senate 
each bill is sponsored and steered through exactly the 
same steps by an ordinary back-bench Senator. Some- 
times this leads to extraordinary opportunities to influence 
major legislation. 


Several years ago, | was delegated the task of sponsoring 
anew Controlled Drugs and Substances Act through the 
Senate. During committee hearings on the subject, we 
heard testimony urging us to allow industrial, non-narcotic 
hemp to be grown as a legal crop in Canada. | was able to 
persuade the committee, the Department and the Minister 
of Health, to add an amendment that legalised hemp 
farming in Canada for the first time since it was outlawed 
in 1939. 


Another way a Senator can influence legislation is through 
a Senate Public Bill. Recently, Senator Jerry Grafstein’s 
bill establishing the position of Canadian Poet Laureate, 
was passed into law. In the last Parliament, Senator 
Donald Oliver introduced a bill to increase the penalties for 
criminal stalking. It died on the Order Paper, but many of 
its provisions have been included in the omnibus bill, 
C-15A, that is before the Senate now. | am presently 
working on a bill that would allow timely access to the 
historical Canadian census results. 


There are many different ways in which a single Senator 
can contribute to Canada’s governance and future. | take 
a great deal of satisfaction in our individual contributions 
as well as in our vital collective legislative role. 


Legislative Agenda, 2001 


The Senate’s first activity after resuming the First Session 
of the 37" Parliament on September 18, 2001, was to pay 
tribute to those whose lives were lost in the terrorist 
attacks in the United States the preceding week. 


The Leader of the Government, Senator Sharon Carstairs, 
seconded by the Leader of the Opposition, Senator 
John Lynch-Staunton, presented the following motion: 


That the Senate express its sorrow and horror at the 
senseless and vicious attack on the United States of 
America on September 11, 2001; 


That it express its heartfelt condolences to the families of 
the victims and to the American people; and 


That it reaffirm its commitment to the humane values of 
free and democratic society and its determination to bring 
to justice the perpetrators of this attack on these values 
and to defend civilization from any future terrorist attacks. 


Senators adopted the motion and observed a minute of 
silence. 


This event marked the beginning of what was a very 
intense session, marked by much debate and much 
legislative business. Many high-profile pieces of legislation 
were dealt with over the fall; in addition to those bills that 
received Royal Assent, which are listed in the following 
pages of The Senate Report, bills from both the Senate 
and the House of Commons continued their progress 
through the legislative process, as outlined below.

Motions adopted 


On November 20, the Senate 
adopted an amendment to the 
Constitution of Canada substituting 
the name of the province of New- 
foundland to “Newfoundland and 
Labrador’. The Governor General 
signed a proclamation to that effect 
on December 6 at a ceremony in 
Rideau Hall. 


Senator Vivienne Poy introduced a 
motion to recognize May as Asian 
Heritage Month, “given the important 
contributions of Asian Canadians to 
the settlement, growth and develop- 
ment of Canada, the diversity of the 
Asian community, and its present 
significance to this country.” It was 
unanimously adopted by the Senate 
on December 6. 


On December 17, Senator Rose- 
Marie Losier-Cool, welcomed the 
adoption of her proposal to recom- 
mend that the Government of Canada 
recognize the date of August 15 as 
the Féte nationale des Acadiens et 
Acadiennes. Referring to her motion, 
the Senator said, “ | am very proud of 
the Acadian people and of its numer- 
ous accomplishments as well as our 
contribution to the social, economic, 
and cultural fabric of Canadian 
society.” 
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Committee Activities 


The Fall session of Parliament has 
been particularly active for Senate 
committees, not only in terms of 
volume of work, but also in terms of 
impact. As can be appreciated, the 
tragic events in the United States on 
September 11 had a significant effect 
on the consideration of legislation 
this fall and, consequently, on 
committee activity. 


In addition to an already heavy 
agenda, the Senate was called upon 
to review Bill C-36, An Act to amend 
the Criminal Code, the Official 
Secrets Act, the Canada Evidence 
Act, the Proceeds of Crime (Money 
Laundering) Act and other Acts, and 
to enact measures respecting the 
registration of charities in order to 
combat terrorism, tabled in the 
Senate on November 1, 2001. 


The Bill was considered sufficiently 
important that the Senate estab- 
lished the 
Special 
Committee to 
examine 

Bill C-36, with 
Senator Joyce 
Fairbairn 
serving as 
chair and 
Senator James 
F. Kelleher, 
P.C., as deputy chair. The Special 
Committee was assigned to pre- 
study the bill, referred to as the anti- 
terrorism legislation, in advance of its 
passage in the House of Commons 
to the Senate. Its mandate was to 
concentrate on the protection of 
human rights and civil liberties in the 
application of the Act. The Commit- 
tee heard from some 40 witnesses 
and made 22 recommendations in its 
pre-study report. 


Anumber of the proposals advanced 
by the Senate were reflected in 
amendments made in the House of 
Commons. The Special Committee 
then held further hearings after C-36 
received second reading in the 
Senate. It reported the Bill on 
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“The federal government 
should listen to a special 
Senate committee and 


include a sunset clause 
in its anti-terrorism bill.” 
Calgary Herald, November 8, 2001 


December 10 without amendment, 
but with both majority and minority 
observations. Many commentators 
have referred to the key role of the 
Senate in ensuring comprehensive 
examination of, and changes to, 
many of the more controversial 
elements of the legislation. 


Highlights of other committee work 
that took place between September 
and December include the following: 


Aboriginal Peoples tabled its report, 
Northern Parks: A New Way, on 
opportunities to expand economic 
development and tourism and 
employment associated with northern 
national parks. The Committee also 
began a comprehensive examination 
of issues affecting urban Aboriginal 
youth: access, provision and delivery 
of services; policy and jurisdictional 
issues; employment and education; 
access to economic opportunities; 
and youth participation and empower- 
ment. 


Agriculture and 
Forestry met with the 
Prairie Farm Rehabili- 
tation Administration 
and the Rural Secre- 
tariat to examine 
programs to assist 
farmers and their 
communities, with 
Statistics Canada on 
changing trends in rural Canada, and 
with farm and rural groups about 
saving the rural way of life. The 
Committee was briefed by the 
Ministers of Agriculture and for 
International Trade on agricultural 
products negotiations at the World 
Trade Organization. 


The Committee’s December report, 
Looking South: U.S. Agriculture and 
Agri-Food Policy in the New Century, 
presented nine recommendations on 
topics such as multi-functionality, 
environmental easements and 
agricultural trade issues. 


The Committee also heard on issues 
such as the risks associated with 
genetic modification, transgenic and 
RDNA technology for genetically- 
modified wheat. As well, it studied 


and reported on Bill S-22, An Act to 
provide for the recognition ofthe 
Canadien Horse as the national horse 
of Canada. 


Banking Trade and Commerce 
continued its examination into the state 
of the domestic and international 
financial system. David Dodge, Gover- 
nor of the Bank of Canada, was 

invited to speak to the Committee for 
the second time this year, and he 
focused on monetary policy, the effect 
of the terrorist acts in the United States 
and their worldwide fallout. In his 
November 9 appearance, Mr. Dodge 
said, with respect to the Canadian 
economy, that while it is in a “shallow 
recession”, a gradual rebound should 
occur “sooner rather than later’. 


The terrorist attacks of September 11 
created a new sense of urgency 
regarding Canada-United States border 
issues and the Committee intends to 
study these issues. 


It also continued to study financing the 
growth of small and medium busi- 
nesses in Canada, with special 
emphasis on labour-sponsored funds. 
The Banking Committee examined and 
reported to the Senate Bill S-31, An 
Act to implement agreements, conven- 
tions and protocols concluded between 
Canada and Slovenia, Ecuador, 
Venezuela, Peru, Senegal, the Czech 
Republic, the Slovak Republic and 
Germany for the avoidance of double 
taxation and the prevention of fiscal 
evasion with respect to taxes on 
income and Bill C-31, An Act to amend 
the Export Development Act and to 
make consequential amendments to 
other Acts. 


Energy, Environment and Natural 
Resources held hearings on Bill S-18, 
a private member's bill initiated by 
Senator Jerahmiel Grafstein, which 
proposed to change the definition of 
“food” under the Food and Drugs Act to 
include drinking water. It continued its 
investigation of nuclear reactor safety; 
the final report is underway. 


The Committee also continued its 
study of regional energy issues with 
public hearings in Halifax and 


St.John’s, which are experiencing 
a growing offshore oil and gas 
industry. 


Fisheries finished its study on 
freshwater and northern fisheries 
after a working group of the 
Committee traveled to Nunanvut 
and the Northwest Territories. It 
has started a new study on 
fisheries habitat. Witnesses have 
appeared before the Committee, 
both in person and by video 
conference from centers including 
Burlington, Winnipeg and Calgary. 
They included officials from the 
Department of Fisheries and 
Oceans Canada, the Lake 
Winnipeg Research Consortium, 
the Nayumivik Landholding 
Corporation, and the Makivik 
Corporation. 


Foreign Affairs examined emerg- 
ing social, political, economic and 
security developments in Russia 
and Ukraine as well as Canada’s 
relations with those countries. This 
included an informal meeting with 
the Russian First Deputy Prime 
Minister in Ottawa in November. A 
draft interim report was completed 
in December and a fact-finding 
mission to Russia and Ukraine is 
expected in spring 2002. 


Legislation reviewed by the 
Committee included Bill C-32, An 
Act implementing the Free Trade 
Agreement between the Govern- 
ment of Canada and the Govern- 
ment of the Republic of Costa 
Rica. It also studied Bill C-6, An 
Act amending the International 
Boundary Waters Treaty Act, 
which imposes a prohibition on the 
bulk removal of boundary waters 
out of their water basins andis a 
key element of the government’s 
strategy of long-term security for 
Canada’s freshwater resources. 


Human Rights conducted an 
introductory examination of issues 
relating to human rights, including 
the machinery of government 
dealing with Canada’s international 
and national human rights obliga- 
tions. 
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More than 25 expert witnesses 
appeared before the Committee. Its 
report was released on December 13, 
and includes eight recommendations 
for immediate action on domestic and 
international human rights obligations 
on the part of the government and the 
Canadian Human Rights Commis- 
sion. As well, the Committee pro- 
posed a further eight issues for long- 
term study. 


Special Committee on Illegal Drugs 
continues the information phase of its 
study into Canada’s policies relating 
to cannabis. A wide variety of wit- 
nesses appeared before the Commit- 
tee over the fall, ranging from aca- 
demics and researchers from domes- 
tic and international universities and 
institutes who provided varied per- 
spectives on illegal drug use, to law 
enforcement agents on the front lines 
and to organizations that provide 
marijuana to the terminally-ill and 
drug user networks. 


The Committee heard extensive 
testimony on legislation dealing with 
illegal drugs in other western democ- 
racies, including the United States, 
France, Switzerland and the Nether- 
lands. Among the more prominent 
witnesses were the Governor of New 
Mexico, Gary Johnson, a strong 
advocate for cannabis decriminaliza- 
tion, and Nicole Maestracci, Presi- 
dent of the French Interministerial 
Mission for the Fight against Drugs 
and Drug Addiction. 


The Special Committee travelled to 
Toronto and Vancouver in November 
for public hearings and fact-finding 
activities. In Toronto, Committee 
members rode along with police 
officers during their shift and visited 
the new drug court. In Vancouver, 
Senators visited a “compassion club” 
and walked through the city’s 
troubled east side. 


Legal and Constitutional Affairs 
presented three major reports in 
October and November. Proposals for 
a Miscellaneous Statute Law Amena- 
ment Act, 2001 contains 115 indi- 
vidual clauses affecting over 40 Acts. 


The Committee objected to seven, 
which were withdrawn, while another 
four were withdrawn at the request of 
initiating depart- 
ments.

Code (organized crime and law 
enforcement) and to make conse- 
quential amendments to other Acts. 
Among the witnesses heard by 

the Committee were two prominent 
journalists, Michel Auger and Antonio 
Nicaso, both of whom have survived 
attacks by organized crime. The Bill 
was adopted without amendment but 
with observations that led to amend- 
ments at second reading stage in the 
Senate. 


National Finance held hearings on 
the role of the government in the 
financing of deferred maintenance 
costs in Canada’s post-secondary 
institutions. The urgency of the 
matter was highlighted by the 
Canadian Association of University 
Business Officers, which has 
estimated that $3.6 billion is required 
by Canada’s universities to eliminate 
deferred maintenance costs. The 
Committee reported on the issue at 
the end of October and outlined 
seven options for action. 


The Committee also undertook a 
special study on the effectiveness of, 
and possible improvements to, the 
present equalization policy. Several 
provincial governments responded to 
the Committee’s invitation to appear, 
sending representatives who included 
the Premier of Newfoundland and 
Labrador, the Ministers of Finance 
from New Brunswick, Nova Scotia 


and the operational 
readiness of the Cana- 
dian Forces. The Committee con- 
ducted a fact-finding visit to military 
bases in Esquimalt and Winnipeg, as 
well as to border facilities in Montreal 
and Vancouver. 


Official Languages, a Joint Commit- 
tee, met with Stéphane Dion, the 
Minister of Intergovernmental Affairs, 
and Dr. Dyane Adam, the Commis- 
sioner of Official Languages, on her 
annual report to Parliament. 


The Committee continued its hear- 
ings on the bilingual services offered 
by Air Canada. After a number of 
unsuccessful attempts to have 
Robert Milton, President of Air 
Canada, appear before the Commit- 
tee, Mr. Milton was summoned as a 
witness in December. His appear- 
ance was followed by that of David 
Collenette, the Minister of Transport, 
and Lucienne Robillard, President of 
Treasury Board, both of 
whom have responsibili- 
ties to ensure that Air 
Canada complies with 

its obligations under the 
Official Languages Act. 
The Committee will 
present a report on Air 
Canada when Parliament 
resumes in the new year.

tions for a new code of conduct for 
indicted Senators and modifications 
to the Senate attendance policy, on 
December 5. The report was ap- 
proved by the Senate, without 
amendment. 


As well, the Committee continued its 
study of Bill S-34, An Act respecting 
royal assent to bills passed by the 
Houses of Parliament, known as the 
Royal Assent Act. The bill propose 
that Royal Assent be given by written 
declaration and that the traditional 
Royal Assent ceremony take place 
at least once in each calendar year. 


Scrutiny of Regulations, a Joint 
Committee of the Senate and the 
House of Commons, has a mandate 
to review most government regula- 
tions — which normally add up to 
several hundred each year. In certain 
cases, it can recommend that the 
House of Commons order the 
government to disallow a particular 
regulation; this occurred on Decem- 
ber 6 when it recommended the 
disallowance of subsection 15(5) of 
the Northwest Territories Reindeer 
Regulations. The Committee also 
reported concerns about the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police (RCMP) 
Regulations, which includes provi- 
sions imposing limits on the political 
activities that may be engaged in by 
members of the RCMP. 


Social Affairs, Science and 
Technology tabled Issues and 
Options, Volume Four of its series of 
reports on the state of Canada’s

health care system in September. 
The report outlines options on 
pressing health care issues such as 
financing and human resources. 


In October and November, the 
Committee held hearings in 10 cities 
across Canada to receive public input 
for Volume Five 
which will be 
released in 
early 2002. The 
fall hearings 
drew over 200 
witnesses in 
three weeks. 


The Committee 
also examined 
Bill C-11, The 
Immigration and 
Refugee 
Protection Act. 
After receiving 
evidence from some 70 witnesses, 
the Bill was passed without amend- 
ment, but with extensive observations 
on the lack of resources for immigra- 
tion and refugee programs, the 
backlog of refugee claims, the Bill’s 
broad regulation-making power, the 
definition of terrorism and the appeal 
process. 


As well, the Committee heard 
witnesses on Bill S-12, An Act to 
amend the Statistics Act and the 
National Archives of Canada Act 
(census records) and on the subject 
matter of Bill S-21, An Act to guaran- 
tee the human right to privacy. 


Transport and Communications 
reviewed and passed a major update 
of the Canada Shipping Act and the 
Shipping Conferences Exemption 
Act. The Carriage By Air Act, 
initiated in the Senate, will allow for 
the implementation of the Montreal 
Convention governing liability in 
international air travel. A significant 
change in safety regulation and 
compliance was adopted with the 
Transportation Appeal Tribunal of 
Canada Act. 


Air travel-related issues were made 
more complex by the events of 
September, and the Committee 


“The 12-member Senate 
committee has delivered 
another impressive tome. It 
shreds more illusions and,

addressed them with amendments to 
the Air Canada Public Participation 
Act which will allow for greater 
investment in the company. As well, 
amendments to the Aeronautics Act 
will permit the transmission of 
passenger manifest information. 


The Committee 
also initiated a 
special study 
to address the 
decline in use 
of inter-city 
buses. 


Veterans 
Affairs (a 
subcommittee 
of National 
Security and 
Defence) 
Started its 
study on 
services to veterans by meeting with 
the major veterans’ organizations to 
hear their views on their most 
pressing needs, including health care 
for World War Two veterans and the 
special needs of younger veterans, 
particularly peacekeepers who have 
returned from overseas missions and 
are suffering from post-traumatic 
stress syndrome. 


The Committee of the Whole met on 
October 30 to review the procurement 
process for Maritime helicopters and 
to hear testimony from officials of the 
Department of National Defence and 
Public Works and Government 
Services Canada who are involved in 
the purchase. 


Looking Ahead 


In 2002, Senators will return to their 
duties in one of the 25 Senate 
Committees and subcommittees, 
several of which are expected to 
issue findings. Of particular interest, 
undoubtedly, will be the report on one 
of the more complex and controver- 
sial public policy issues facing 
Canadians: the state of the nation’s 
health care system. 


Senate Report 


Last September, the Social Affairs, 
Science and Technology Committee 
presented options for reform of the 
federal role in health care, based on 
the first three phases of its study. 
During the fall, the Committee 
undertook extensive public hearings 
to review responses to the proposed 
framework of principles and objec- 
tives, the respective strengths and 
weaknesses of the options proposed 
by the Committee, other suggestions 
warranting consideration; and the 
preferred option(s). The final report 
will summarize key findings from the 
public hearings and describe the 
Committee’s preferred option(s) and 
recommendations. 


Some of the other committees 
expected to report include: 


- Energy, Environment and Natural 
Resources, on its investigation of 
nuclear reactor safety, focussing on 
the international aspects of the 
issue; 


- Joint Committee on Official 
Languages, on the bilingual services 
offered by Air Canada; and the 


- Special Senate Committee on 
Illegal Drugs, which is reviewing the 
government's current policies and 
international obligations, as well as 
strategies adopted by other coun- 
tries, is expected to present its 
report on cannabis. 


We will continue to update you on 
the progress of these reports, as well 
as other committee and Chamber 
activity, in future Senate reports. 


Royal Assent 


Royal Assent is the final stage of an 
Act of Parliament; it is the formal 
process by which a bill becomes law 
and is given by, or on behalf of, the 
Sovereign after a bill has been finally 
agreed to by both the Senate and the 
House of Commons. 


According to Beauchesne’s Rules 
and Forms of the House of Com- 
mons of Canada, “When bills, either 
public or private, have been finally 


agreed to by both the Senate and the 
House of Commons, they await only 
the Royal Assent to be declared to 
Parliament to give them the comple- 
ment and perfection of law.” 


Since the Senate resumed sitting in 
early fall, 17 bills have received Royal 
Assent. Below is an annotated list. 


Government Bills introduced in the 
Senate 


S-23, An Act to amend the Customs 
Act and to make related amend- 
ments to other Acts. 

Royal Assent: October 25. 

This bill amends and modernizes the 
Customs Act. Among other mea- 
sures, the bill provides for the 
expedited movement of persons and 
goods into Canada; streamlines 
clearance procedures for low risk 
passengers by pre-arrival assess- 
ment of passenger information, and 
provides for monetary penalties for 
contraventions. 


S-31, An Act to implement agree- 
ments, conventions and protocols 
concluded between Canada and 
Slovenia, Ecuador, Venezuela, Peru, 
Senegal, the Czech Republic, the 
Slovak Republic and Germany for 
the avoidance of double taxation and 
the prevention of fiscal evasion with 
respect to taxes on income. 

Royal Assent: December 18. 

This enactment implements income 
tax treaties, conventions, agree- 
ments or protocols that have been 
concluded with Slovenia, Ecuador, 
Venezuela, Peru, Senegal, the 
Czech Republic, the Slovak Republic 
and Germany. Income tax treaties 
have two main objectives: the 
avoidance of double taxation and the 
prevention of fiscal evasion. Since the 
income tax treaties contain taxation 
rules that are different from the 
provisions of the Income Tax Act, 
they become effective only after an 
Act giving them precedence over 
domestic legislations is passed by 
Parliament. 


S-33, An Act to amend the Carriage 
by Air Act. 

Royal Assent: December 18. 

The proposed amendments to the 
Carriage by Air Act, contained in Bill 
S-33, will enable Canada to ratify and 
adopt as law the Montreal Convention 
when it comes into international force 
and effect. Canada signed the 
Convention on 25 September 

2001. The Montreal Convention 
updates and modernizes the rules of 
the 1929 Warsaw Convention, which 
is a global regime of limited liability 
for international air 

transportation. The Montreal 
Convention’s two significant changes 
are the introduction of an unlimited 
liability regime; and the ability for 
most passengers to choose their 
own local system of law when 
making claims. 


Senate Public Bills 


S-10, An Act to amend the Parlia- 
ment of Canada Act (Parliamentary 
Poet Laureate) (Sen. Grafstein). 
Royal Assent: December 18. 

This enactment creates the position 
of Parliamentary Poet Laureate, to be 
selected from a list of three names 
submitted in confidence by a com- 
mittee chaired by the Parliamentary 
Librarian and also composed of the 
National Librarian, the National 
Archivist of Canada, the Commis- 
sioner of Official Languages for 
Canada, and the Chair of the Canada 
Council. The Parliamentary Poet 
Laureate is expected to: write poetry, 
especially for use in Parliament on 
occasions of state; sponsor poetry 
readings; advise the Parliamentary 
Librarian regarding the collection of 
the Library and acquisitions to enrich 
its cultural holdings; and perform 
other related duties as requested by 
a Speaker or the Parliamentary 
Librarian. 


Senate Report 


Government Bills introduced in the 
House of Commons 


C-6, An Act to amend the Interna- 
tional Boundary Waters Treaty Act. 
Royal Assent: December 18. 

The bill provides for a clearer Act and 
more effective implementation of the 
1909 Treaty relating to Boundary 
Waters and Questions arising along 
the Boundary between Canada and 
the United States (commonly referred 
to as the Boundary Waters Treaty). It 
will prohibit the bulk removal of 
boundary waters from the water 
basins in which they are located; 
require persons to obtain licences 
from the Minister of Foreign Affairs for 
water-related projects in boundary or 
transboundary waters that would 
affect the natural level or flow of 
waters on the United States side of 
the border; and provide clear sanc- 
tions and penalties for violation. The 
prohibition on boundary water 
removals would apply principally to 
the Great Lakes but would also affect 
other boundary waters, such as part 
of the St. Lawrence River, the St. 
Croix and Upper St. John Rivers, and 
the Lake of the Woods. 


C-11, An Act respecting immigration 
to Canada and the granting of 
refugee protection to persons who 
are displaced, persecuted or in 
danger. 

Royal Assent: November 1, 2001. 
This enactment includes measures 
which: institute a more efficient 
refugee determination process 
through greater use of single member 
panels and tightened ineligibility 
criteria for serious criminals, security 
threats and repeat claimants who 
seek access to the refugee protec- 
tion process of the Immigration and 
Refugee Board; provide inadmissibil- 
ity provisions for criminals, persons 
who constitute security threats, 
violators of human rights and persons 
who should not be allowed into 
Canada because of fraud, misrepre- 
sentation, financial reasons or health 
concerns; impose penalties for 
human smuggling and trafficking with 
a maximum penalty of life in prison 
and an immigration appeal system 


that enhances integrity and effective- 
ness while maintaining fairness and 
legal safeguards. 


C-14, An Act respecting shipping and 
navigation and to amend the Ship- 
ping Conferences Exemption Act, 
1987 and other Acts. 

Royal Assent: November 1, 2001. 
This Bill reorganizes, updates and 
greatly streamlines the remaining 
provisions of the Canada Shipping 
Act. It covers a wide range of marine 
topics, including safety issues (ship 
operations and equipment, crew 
certification, conditions of work, 
navigation, accident investigation, 
salvage and wreck); the environment 
(pollution prevention and response) 
and the protection and preservation of 
wrecks of heritage value. 


C-24, An Act to amend the Criminal 
Code (organized crime and law 
enforcement) and to make conse- 
quential amendments to other Acts. 
Royal Assent: December 18. 

The enactment amends the Criminal 
Code by: 

(a) providing additional protection to 
members of the Senate and the 
House of Commons and persons who 
play a role in the administration of 
criminal justice from certain acts of 
intimidation directed against them or 
their families; 

(b) providing law enforcement officers 
and other persons acting at their 
direction with circumscribed protec- 
tion from criminal liability for certain 
otherwise illegal acts committed in 
the course of an investigation or 
enforcement of an Act of Parliament; 
(c) extending the application of its 
proceeds of crime provisions to 
indictable offences under the Criminal 
Code and other 
Acts of Parlia- 
ment, witha 
few exceptions; 
(a) extending 
the application 
of its provisions 
relating to 
offence-related 
property to 
indictable 
offences under 
the Criminal 
Code;

(e) providing for the management, by 
judicial order, of proceeds of crime 
and offence-related property, whether 
seized or restrained; and 


(f) providing broader measures for 
investigation and prosecution in 
connection with organized crime by 
expanding the concepts of criminal 
organization and criminal organization 
offence and by creating three new 
offences relating to participation in the 
activities - legal and illegal - of 
criminal organizations, and to the 
actions of their leaders. 

The enactment also amends the 
Mutual Legal Assistance in Criminal 
Matters Act to allow the enforcement 
in Canada of search warrants, re- 
straint orders and orders of forfeiture 
from foreign jurisdictions. 


C-31, An Act to amend the Export 
Development Act and to make 
consequential amendments to other 
Acts. 

Royal Assent: December 18. 
Provisions in this enactment include 
changing the name of the Corporation 
to Export Development Canada and 
making consequential amendments to 
other Acts and to regulations; en- 
abling the Board to delegate its 
powers and duties to committees that 
it may establish, other than the 
executive committee; and requiring 
the Corporation, before entering into a 
transaction that is related to a project, 
to determine, in accordance with a 
directive established by the Board, 
whether the project is likely to have 
adverse environmental effects and, if 
such is the case, whether the Corpo- 
ration is justified in entering into the 
transaction. 


Senate Report 


C-32, An Act to implement the Free 
Trade Agreement between the 
Government of Canada and the 
Government of the Republic of Costa 
Rica. 

Royal Assent: December 18. 

This enactment implements the Free 
Trade Agreement between Canada 
and Costa Rica (the Agreement), 
signed by the Minister for 
International Trade at Ottawa on 
April 23, 2001. 


C-34, An Act to establish the 
Transportation Appeal Tribunal of 
Canada and to make consequential 
amendments to other Acts. 

Royal Assent: December 18. 

This enactment establishes the 
Transportation Appeal Tribunal of 
Canada, which replaces the Civil 
Aviation Tribunal established under 
Part IV of the Aeronautics Act, and 
extends the new Tribunal’s jurisdic- 
tion to the marine and railway 
sectors. Among other measures, the 
Act provides for the appointment of 
members to the Tribunal, and sets 
out the general powers and authori- 
ties of the Tribunal to conduct its 
affairs. 


The enactment also amends the 
Aeronautics Act, the Canada Ship- 
ping Act, the Canada Transportation 
Act, the Marine Transportation 
Security Act and the Railway Safety 
Act to establish the jurisdiction and 
decision-making authorities of the 
Tribunal under those Acts. 


C-36, An Act to amend the Criminal 
Code, the Official Secrets Act, the 
Canada Evidence Act, the Proceeds 
of Crime (Money Laundering) Act and 
other Acts, and to enact measures 
respecting the 
registration of chari- 
ties, in order to 
combat terrorism. 
Royal Assent: 
December 18. 
Amendments in this 
enactment affect 
several Canadian 
laws. A brief overview 
of these changes 

| follows:

The Criminal Codeamendments, 
among other measures, will create 
offences related to terrorism, includ- 
ing the financing of terrorism and the 
participation, facilitation and carrying 
out of terrorist activities, and to 
provide a means by which property 
belonging to terrorist groups, or 
property linked to terrorist activities, 
can be seized, restrained and 
forfeited. 


The Official Secrets Act becomes 
the Security of Information Act and 
creates new offences to counter 
intelligence-gathering activities by 
foreign powers and terrorist groups, 
as well as other offences, including 
the unauthorized communication of 
special operational information. 


Changes to the Canada Evidence 

Act impose obligations on parties to 
notify the Attorney General of Canada 
if they anticipate the disclosure of 
sensitive information or information 
the disclosure of which could be 
injurious to international relations or 
national defence or security, and give 
the Attorney General the powers to 
assume Carriage of a prosecution 
and to prohibit the disclosure of 
information in connection with a 
proceeding for the purpose of protect- 
ing international relations or national 
defence or security. 


Amendments to the Proceeds of 
Crime (Money Laundering) Act, which 
becomes the Proceeds of Crime 
(Money Laundering) and Terrorist 
Financing Act, will assist law 
enforcement and investigative 
agencies in the detection and 
deterrence of the financing of terrorist 
activities, facilitate the investigation 
and prosecution of terrorist activity 
financing offences, and improve 
Canada’s ability to cooperate 
internationally in the fight against 
terrorism. 


Amendments to the National De- 
fence Act clarify the powers of the 
Communications Security Establish- 
ment to combat terrorism. Another 
part of the legislation enacts 


the Charities Registration (Security 
Information) Act, and amends the 
Income Tax Act, in order to prevent 
those who support terrorist or related 
activities from enjoying the tax 
privileges granted to registered 
charities. 


C-38, An Act to amend the Air 
Canada Public Participation Act. 
Royal Assent: December 18. 

This enactment amends the Air 
Canada Public Participation Act to 
remove the individual shareholder 
ownership limit on the holding of 
voting shares of Air Canada by any 
one person or group of persons 
acting in concert. 


C-40, An Act to correct certain 
anomalies, inconsistencies and 
errors and to deal with other matters 
of anon-controversial and uncompli- 
cated nature in the Statutes of 
Canada and to repeal certain provi- 
sions that have expired, lapsed or 
otherwise ceased to have effect. 
Royal Assent: December 18. 

The Act allows for minor amend- 
ments of a non-controversial nature 
to be made to a number of federal 
statutes without having to wait for 
particular statutes to be opened up 
for amendments of a more substan- 
tial nature. Anyone may suggest 
amendments for possible inclusion in 
a set of proposals, but most of the 
current proposals have come from 
government departments or agen- 
cies. 


The Legislation Section of the 
Department of Justice is responsible 
for receiving and reviewing proposals. 
The following criteria are applied to 
determine whether a suggested 
amendment may be included in the 
Proposals tabled in Parliament. The 
suggested amendment must not: (a) 
be controversial; (b) involve the 
spending of public funds; (c) prejudi- 
cially affect the rights of persons; or 
(d) create a new offence or subject a 
new class of persons to an existing 
offence. 


Senate Report 


C-44, An Act to amend the Aeronau- 
tics Act. 

Royal Assent: December 18. 

The amendments allow for an 
operator of an aircraft departing from 
Canada, or of a Canadian aircraft 
departing from any place outside 
Canada, to provide to a competent 
authority in a foreign state any 
information that is in its control 
relating to persons on board or 
expected to be on board the aircraft 
and that is required by the laws of 
the foreign state. No information that 
is provided to a competent authority 
in a foreign state may be collected 
from that foreign state by a govern- 
ment institution unless it is collected 
for the purpose of protecting national 
security or public safety or for the 
purpose of defence, and any such 
information collected by the govern- 
ment institution may be used or 
disclosed by it only for one or more 
of those purposes. The amendment 
also authorizes the Governor in 
Council to make regulations for 
carrying out the purposes of this 
section, including regulations (a) 
respecting the type or classes of 
information that may be provided; or 
(b) specifying the foreign states to 
which information may be provided. 


C-45, An Act for granting Her Majesty 
certain sums of money for the public 
service of Canada for the financial 
year ending March 31, 2002. 

Royal Assent: December 18. 


C-46, An Act to amend the Criminal 
Code (alcohol ignition interlock 
device programs). 

Royal Assent: December 18. 

This enactment amends the Criminal 
Code to allow the court to authorize 
repeat offenders subject to driving 
prohibition orders to drive, if they 
register in a provincial alcohol ignition 
interlock device program. It also 
provides that no authorization has 
effect until a minimum period of 
prohibition has been completed for a 
first, second or subsequent offence. 


Inter-Parliamentary 
Activities 


31° Meeting of the Canada-France 
Inter-Parliamentary Association 


Between September 3-10, French 
and Canadian parliamentarians held 
meetings in Toronto and Moncton on 
a range of bilateral issues, including 
food safety, conflict prevention and 
the United Nations, and retirement 
and pension systems. 


The Canadian delegation was led by 
Senator Lise Bacon, and included 
Senators Gérald Beaudoin, Rose- 
Marie Losier-Cool and Yves Morin, as 
well as Members of the House of 
Commons Madeleine Dalphond- 
Guiral, Dominic LeBlanc, Serge 
Marcil and Gérard Binet. The French 
delegation was composed of seven 
Senators and Members of the 
National Assembly. The parliamentar- 
ians, who also visited Prince Edward 
Island and Nova Scotia, met with 
representatives of the Acadian 
community in each of the provinces. 


Commonwealth Parliamentary 
Association (CPA) Conference 


Senators Raynell Andreychuk and

Its purpose is to advance the devel- 
opment of democratic institutions 
and to promote greater knowledge of, 
and co-operation among, member 
countries. 


106" International Parliamentary 
Union (IPU) Conference 


The most recent IPU Conference 
took place in Ouagadougou, Burkina 
Faso, September 6-15. It was 
attended by Senators Sheila 
Finestone and Nick Taylor, along with 
Members of the House of Commons, 
Jean Augustine, Ovid Jackson, 

Keith Martin, Jean-Yves Roy and 
Paddy Torsney. The meeting’s 
agenda touched upon, among other 
issues, the protection of children, the 
impact of HIV/AIDS and other 
pandemics, the situation in the 
Occupied Territories and the 
September 11 terrorist attacks on the 
United States.

Senate Report 


The recent terrorist attacks on the 
United States gave the Session both 
an added sense of urgency and very 
high profile. Prime Minister Jean 
Chrétien, NATO Secretary General 
Lord Robertson and the Speaker of 
the U.S. House of Representatives, 
Dennis Hastert, addressed the final 
Plenary Session, where delegates 
expressed support for the United 
States and adopted a strong Declara- 
tion on The Fight Against Terrorism. 


Over 400 parliamentarians from 
NATO and partner countries spent 
four days in Ottawa working through 
the Assembly’s five standing commit- 
tees — Defence and Security; 
Political; Science and Technology; 
Civil Dimension of Security; and 
Economics and Security. 


The Science and Technology com- 
mittee, chaired by Senator Pierre 
Claude Nolin, visited the Dorval plant 
of Bombardier Aerospace during the 
Assembly. Committee members also 
heard from former Senator William 
Kelly, who chaired the Special 
Senate Committee on Security and 
Intelligence in 1998, who spoke on 
security and terrorism. 


The Senate Speaker in China 


Senate Speaker Dan Hays led a 
delegation of four parliamentarians to 
Beijing, October 13-18, at the 
invitation of Li Peng, Chairman of the 
National People’s Congress. Accom- 
panying him were Senator Elizabeth 
Hubley and Members of Parliament 
Rick Casson, Antoine Dubé and Beth 
Phinney. 


While in China, the delegation met 
with a number of Chinese officials 
and the Chinese and Canadian 
business communities. Among other 
subjects, the parliamentarians 
discussed environmental, human 
rights, economic and trade issues, 
as well as legislative exchanges. 


The Speaker noted that “Although 


China is still grappling with serious 
problems, it has made considerable

Canadian-American Clerks

Senator 


The unveiling of a bust of the late 
Honourable James Gladstone, the 
first Aboriginal appointed to the 
Senate, took place on October 25. 
Among the assembled guests at the 
ceremony were several descendants 
of Senator Gladstone, including his 
eldest son, Fred. 
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A member of the Blood Tribe of the 
Blackfoot Nation, Mr. Gladstone was 
appointed to the Senate by Prime 
Minister John Diefenbaker in 1958, a 
full two years before Aboriginals in 
Canada were given the right to vote. 
He sat as an Independent Conserva- 
tive from Alberta (Lethbridge) until 
1971. 


“James Gladstone broke new ground, 
pushed back the boundaries of 
convention and helped ensure that 
native issues were placed on our 
nation’s agenda and that they remain 
there as a priority,” said Senator Dan 
Hays (Alberta), Speaker of the 
Senate. “The scope and success of 
his career testify to his determina- 
tion, diligence and vision.”

Senate Business Highlights 


The work of the first session of the 37" Parliament 
continues at the Senate. 


The many activities that have been undertaken include the 
presentation of important committee reports — the 
culmination of months of hearings, review and analysis 
into a range of public policy issues. 


Since January, the Standing Senate Committee on Social 
Affairs, Science and Technology has presented three 
volumes of its interim reports on the federal government's 
role in the health of Canadians. The reports were, 
respectively, Current Trends and Future Challenges and 
Health Care Systems in Other Countries. On April 18, the 
Committee presented Principles and Recommendations 
for Reform — Part I, which outlines 20 fundamental 
principles for reforming the national health care system. 
The Committee Chair is Senator Michael ay Deputy- 
Chair is Marjory LeBreton. 


The Standing Senate Committee on Fisheries has 
presented its report, Selected Themes on Canada’s 
Freshwater and Northern Fisheries. The Committee Chair 
is Senator Gerald J. Comeau; Joan Cook is Deputy-Chair. 
The study is intended to provide a better understanding of 
the fisheries in the North and to demonstrate its 
significance to household economies — and to help 
promote sustainable development. 
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Senate Speaker Dan Hays, accompanied by the new

The Standing Senate Committee on National Security and 
Defence issued Canadian Security and Military 
Preparedness, which covers, among other subjects, 
military funding and staffing issues and national security 
lapses at domestics airports, maritime ports and border 
crossings.

J. Michael Forrestall, presided over hearings in which 202 
witnesses provided over 175 hours of testimony in Canada 
and the United States.

Since being appointed to the Senate in 
1995, | have been privileged to serve on 
more than seven committees. | have 
never ceased to be in awe at the 
complexity of issues that come before 
them, and | often marvel at the knowledge and intellect 
brought to committee hearings by witnesses. Their input 
underscores one of the principal purposes behind the 
Upper Chamber. In a word, it is relevancy. 


Witnesses - ordinary Canadians and experts alike - can 
bring forth their views and concerns, and directly impact 
upon the legislative and investigative processes of our 
parliamentary system.

As the former chair of a committee that studied 
communications and telecommunications industries, | am 
acutely aware of the power of the Internet and the 
influence of a highly competitive mass media on public 
opinion. All of this puts a tremendous burden on Members 
of the House of Commons to produce quick solutions to 
complicated situations. 


In a time of rapid global change, the Senate’s 
parliamentary function is needed as much today than ever 
before. 
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Legislative Agenda 


Some 20 Senate public bills are currently in various 
stages of examination in the Senate; two of these were 
added to the legislative agenda this year: 


Senator Vivienne Poy introduced Bill S-39, An Act to 
amend the National Anthem Act to include all Canadians. 
The enactment substitutes the words “of us” for the words 
“thy sons” in the English version of the national anthem. 
Readers are no doubt aware that this proposal has 
garnered considerable public and media interest since it 
was announced. 


Senator Nicholas W. Taylor introduced Bill S-42, An Act 
to amend the Canada Post Corporation Act (householder 
mailings). This bill amends the Canada Post Corporation 
Act to authorize Senators to transmit, postage-free, up to 
four mailings of printed matter in any calendar year to a 
limited number of addressees residing in the province or 
territory represented by the Senator. At present, only 
Members of the House of Commons are authorized to 
send such mailings. 


Since the beginning of the year, the government has 
introduced two bills in the Senate: 


S-40, An Act to amend the Payment Clearing and 
Settlement Act, seeks to protect the netting agreements 
of a securities and derivatives clearing house and to such 
a clearing house to realize the collateral of a member in 
the event of the bankruptcy or insolvency. 


S-41, An Act to re-enact legislative instruments enacted 
in only one official language, addresses certain legislative 
instruments that were originally enacted in only one 
official language so as to resolve any uncertainty with 
respect to their legal validity. Legislative instruments that 
were enacted in one official language but published in both 
official languages are automatically and retroactively re- 
enacted in both languages. The enactment also confers 
regulation-making powers on the Governor in Council to 
retroactively re-enact, in both official languages, legislative 
instruments that were enacted in one official language and 
published in that language only or not published at all.

Committee Activities 


The Standing Committee on 
National Security and Defence 
was “on the road”, visiting defence 
and port facilities in Halifax and 
Gagetown. 


In hearings held in Ottawa, officials 
from several government departments 
and agencies, including Foreign 
Affairs and International Trade, 
Canada Customs and Revenue, 


Transport Canada, Citizenship and 
Immigration, Solicitor General, the 
RCMP and National Defence, 
appeared before the Committee. 


Committee members travelled to 
Washington, DC, February 4-7, to 
speak to US Congressional and 
Administration officials, as well as to 
meet with representatives from think- 
tanks such as the Brookings 
Institution and the Carnegie 
Foundation. Among the witnesses 
were the Senators’ US counterparts 
from the Senate and House Select 
Committees on Intelligence; the 
Senate and House Armed Services, 
and the Senate Judiciary Committee. 
Agenda items included bilateral 
military and security issues, 
homeland security co-operation and 
US-Canada defence arrangements.

March 2002.The Report contains 19 
recommendations on funding and 
staffing related to Canada’s defence 
and deterrence capacity against 
military and terrorist threats. The 
recommendations also identify and 
address national security lapses that 
have occurred at national airports, 
maritime ports and border crossings. 
They include the following: 


Defence 


1. The Committee recommends that 
to sustain the level of tasking 
required of them over the last eight 
years, the Canadian Forces need at 
least 75,000 trained effective 
personnel. 


2. The Committee accordingly 
recommends an immediate increase 
to the Department of National 
Defence baseline budget of $4 billion.

The Committee therefore 
recommends future annual budget 
increases, which are realistic, 
purpose-driven and adjusted for 
inflation.

4. The Committee believes that 
Defence Policy should flow from 
Foreign Policy and that a Foreign 
Policy review should precede a 
Defence review. 


National Security 


5. The Committee recommends a 
full review of the fencing and entry/ 
exit security systems currently in 
place at Canada’s significant ports to 
determine their adequacy. This review 
should also consider the introduction 
of national standards for port security 
systems. 


6. The Committee recommends the 
introduction of a compulsory 
background screening system at 
significant ports to identify from 
among those employees or 
candidates for employment, those 
persons who are identified by the 
Canadian Security Intelligence 
Service as posing a security risk. 


7. The Committee recommends that 
in Canada’s ports the Customs and 


Revenue Agency: 


a. conduct sensitivity analysis to 


determine what 
level of 
examination of 
containers will 
provide effective 
security; and 


b. receive the 
funding necessary 
to equip significant 
ports and major 
border crossings 
with X-ray 
machines and 
other appropriate 
technology to 
inspect high risk 
containers. 


The work of other Committees is 
summarized below. 


Aboriginal Peoples continues its 
work on an urban Aboriginal youth 
study and has heard from several 
government witnesses. In continuing 
efforts to develop an “Action Plan for 
Change,” the Committee will begin 
hearing from Aboriginal groups, 
including youth. 


The Committee is expected to report 
its findings this summer. In addition 
to the special study, the Committee 
reported Bill C-37, Claim Settlements 
(Alberta and Saskatchewan) 
Implementation Act, without 
amendment. 


Agriculture and Forestry undertook 
a fact-finding mission to New 
Brunswick, Prince Edward Island and 
Nova Scotia in February. Over 30 
witnesses representing provincial and 
municipal governments, industry 
associations, processors, marketers 
and other non-governmental 
organizations, appeared before the 
Committee, as did operators of large 
and small dairy, potato, vegetable 
and organic farms. 
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Issues covered during the hearings 
included the state of agriculture in 
the Maritimes; obstacles to the 
expansion of the industry; 
stakeholder reaction to the national 
action plan to make Canada the 
world leader in food safety, innovation 
and environmental protection, agreed 
to by federal, provincial and territorial 
Ministers of Agriculture; the impact of 
the 2001 drought in the region; the 
international trade of agricultural 
products; and agricultural research. 


The Committee concluded that 
Canada needs a comprehensive, 
flexible, national strategy to support 
and protect farmers and will examine 
what policies, laws and regulations 
need amendment or creation in order 
to realize such a strategy. 


Banking, Trade and Commerce 
finished its study into Canada-United 
States border issues. During 
hearings, the Committee heard from 
representatives of the Air Transport 
Association of Canada, the Canadian 
Manufacturers and Exporters, 
Canadian Trucking Alliance, the 
Canadian Vehicle Manufacturers’ 
Association, the Conference Board of 
Canada, the Customs Excise Union, 
the Privy Council Office and the 
Railways Association of Canada. The 
report of the Committee is expected 
later this spring. 


The Banking Committee also 
examined and reported to the Senate 
Bill C-41, An Act to amend the 
Canadian Commercial Corporation 
Act. It is also holding hearings on 

Bill C-23, An Act to amend the 
Competition Act and the Competition 
Tribunal Acct. 


As part of its study into the state of 
the domestic and international 
financial system, the Committee 
heard from David Dodge, Governor of 
the Bank of Canada. 


Energy, the Environment and 
Natural Resources reported on 

Bill C-39, An Act to replace the 
Yukon Act in order to modernize it 
and to implement certain provisions 
ofthe Yukon Northern Affairs 
Program Devolution Transfer 
Agreement, and to repeal and make 
amendments to other Act. The 
Committee held hearings on the Bill 
and passed it without amendment. 


The Committee is continuing its 
examination of Bill C-33, An Act 
respecting the water resources of 


Nunavut and the Nunavut Surface 
Rights Tribunal and to make 
consequential amendments to other 
Acts. The Premier of Nunavut, Paul 
Okalik, is among the witnesses who 
have appeared before the 
Committee.The Energy Committee 
has begun its hearings on Bill C-10, 
An Act respecting the national 
marine conservation areas of 
Canada. 


From February 24-March 1, Senators 
undertook a fact-finding mission to 
Sacramento and San Francisco. 
There they met with State legislators 
and representatives of utilities and 
environmental organizations on 
energy-related issues such as

renewable energy, deregulation of 
electricity markets and supply and 
demand. 


Fisheries submitted its report, 
Selected Themes On Canada’s 
Freshwater and Northern Fisheries, in 
February. The study began in May 
2000 and continued through both the 
36" and 37" Parliaments. With two 
million lakes and rivers covering 
almost eight per cent of land mass, 
Canada has the world’s largest 
freshwater system. As well, 60 per 
cent of Canada’s freshwater flows 
north toward the 
Arctic, which 
accounts for 
about two-thirds 
of the country’s 
maritime 
coastline. Due to 
the region’s 
expanse and 

| diversity in terms 
of climatic 

À conditions, fish 
species, fish 
habitat, fishing 
activity, and 
because of the 
many government 
jurisdictions 
involved, the 
Committee limited the scope of its 
report to Lake Winnipeg, Nunavut, 
the Northwest Territories, and 
Nunavik (northern Quebec). 


A major recommendation of the 
report was increased funding for 
multi-year fish stock and marine 
mammal assessments and related 
research capabilities in support of co- 
management in the North. The 
Committee also recommended that 
the work undertaken by the 
Freshwater Institute in support of 
sustainable development be 
expanded in the Lake Winnipeg 
watershed and in the North. 
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Human Rights’ report identified a 
number of areas of concern with 
respect to Canada’s human rights 
system, included a number of 
immediate recommendations, and 
also noted several issues for future 
study. 


The Committee is following up on 
these findings with a study of 
Canada’s adherence to international 
human rights instruments. This will 
include an examination of the 
processes whereby Canada enters 
into such agreements, as well as 
implementation and reporting 
procedures. This study will include 
an examination of the status of 
Canada’s adherence to various 
human rights treaties and an 
investigation of the possibility of 
Canada adhering to the American 
Convention on Human Rights. In 
addition, the Committee will study 
parliamentary and public involvement 
in human rights agreements. 


The Committee held a day of 
hearings to celebrate the twentieth 
anniversary of the Canadian Charter 
of Rights and Freedoms on April 15. 


The Special Committee on Illegal 
Drugs continues its study into 
Canada’s policies relating to 
cannabis. The Committee heard 
extensive testimony on experiences 
with alternative drug policies in 
Switzerland. National organizations 
and experts on international law will 
round out the Special Committee’s 
information gathering phase. 


The Special Committee is currently 
planning the second phase of its 
study, i.e., consulting with Canadians 
on the information it has received and 
some of the policy implications that 
might be considered in light of this 
information. A detailed discussion 
paper is expected to be distributed in 
advance of these hearings, which will 
take place in all regions of Canada. 


Legal and Constitutional Affairs 
has begun its study of Bill S-32, An 
Act to amend the Official Languages 
Act (fostering of English and 
French), proposed by Senator Jean- 
Robert Gauthier. The Commissioner 
of Official Languages has appeared 
before the Committee, which 
continues to hear witnesses on this 
Bill. 


The Committee presented its report 
on Bill C-15A, An Act to amend the 
Criminal Code and to amend other 
Acts in February. Witnesses who 
appeared before the Committee 
made a number of recommendations, 
including: adding offences and other 
measures that provide additional 
protection to children from sexual 
exploitation, including exploitation 
involving use of the Internet; codifying 
and clarifying the review process for 
applications to the Minister of Justice 
with respect to allegations of 
miscarriage of justice; and reforming 
and modernizing criminal procedure. 


In response, the Committee reported 
Bill C-15A with amendments on the 
protection of internet providers and 
the defense of artistic merit or the 
educational, scientific or medical 
purpose of written material that is 
alleged to constitute child 
pornography. 


After holding hearings in fall 2001, 
the Standing Senate Committee on 
National Finance released its report 
on the effectiveness of, and possible 
improvements to, Canada’s 
equalization policy. The report, 
issued on March 21, strongly favours 
the concept of equalization but urges 
changes to certain elements that it 
believes are inconsistent with the 
intent of equalization. 


Among the two major changes 
recommended in the report are the 
removal of the ceiling on equalization 
payments to the provinces and 


restoration of the 10-province 
standard in determining provincial 
entitlements under the equalization 
program. 


In early March, the Committee held 
two meetings to examine the 
Supplementary Estimates (B) for the 
fiscal year 2001-2002 and the Main 
Estimates for the fiscal year 2002- 
2003. On both occasions, officials 
from the Treasury Board Secretariat 
appeared to answer questions on the 
Estimates. 


Official Languages completed its 
hearings on the services offered in 
both official languages by Air Canada 
in the fall and has presented its final 
report, Air Canada: Good intentions 
are not enough. The Report reflected 
the witnesses’ testimony that Air 
Canada is not meeting its obligations 
under the Official Languages Act. The 
Committee made 16 
recommendations, addressed to both 
Air Canada and the federal 
government, on how Air Canada can 
better fulfill its bilingual service 
obligations. 


Rules, Procedures and the Rights 
of Parliament presented its Ninth 
report, an updated version of the 
Rules of the Senate, on February 20. 
The Tenth Report, on Bill S-34, An 
Act respecting royal assent to bills 
passed by the Houses of Parliament, 
known as the Royal Assent Act, was 
tabled on March 5. Bill S-34 provides 
the government with the alternative of 
a written declaration of Royal Assent. 
The written declaration provision 
provides a simpler, more expeditious 
and more practical alternative to 
Royal Assent in the Senate 
Chamber. Bills that receive Royal 
Assent by written declaration will be 
signed by the Governor General or 
her deputy. The legislation will be 
deemed effective after both Speakers 
have informed their respective 
Houses that Royal Assent has been 
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given. Under the new procedure 
proposed by the Committee, the 
customary Royal Assent, where all 
three elements of Parliament -— the 
Commons, the Senate, and the 
Governor General or her 
representative — attend, will take 
place in the Senate Chamber at least 
twice a year. The Committee made 
several amendments to the Bill and 
also provided observations. 


On March 6, the Senate adopted the 
Committee’s report on Bill S-34, 

An Act respecting royal assent to 
bills passed by the Houses of 
Parliament. 


The Committee is continuing its 
study on the Restructuring of Senate 
Committees and will report this 
spring. The Committee will also 
examine Bill S-8, An Act to maintain 
the principles relating to the role of 
the Senate as established by the 
Constitution of Canada, sponsored 
by Senator Serge Joyal, P.C.; 
assessing the time allocated to 
tributes in the Senate Chamber; and 
examining errors in the Official 
Parchments of Parliament. As well, 
the Committee, under the leadership 
of the Speaker of the Senate, 
Senator Dan Hays, will consider 
revisions to the Rules of the Senate. 


Social Affairs, Science and 
Technology is continuing its study 
on the state of Canada’s health care 
system. In January 2002, the 
Committee released Volumes Two 
and Three of its study. Volume Two 
examines existing and foreseeable 
pressures for change within the 
health care system, including an 
aging population; higher drug 
expenditures; technological advances 
in health care; disease trends; the 
health status of Aboriginals; human 
resources; health research and 
information; home care; and rural 
health. Volume Three reviews health 
care systems in other countries, 


namely Australia, Germany, the 
Netherlands, Sweden, the United 
Kingdom and the United States. The 
fifth volume contains several 
recommendations, including the 
following: 


Financing and assessing health care 
technology: That the federal 
government initiate a long-term 
program to assist provinces and 
territories in financing both the 
acquisition and ongoing operation of 
health care technology. Such a 
program should incorporate clear 
accountability mechanisms on the 
part of the provinces and territories 
on their use of these targeted federal 
funds.Deploying a national health 
infostructure: That, once the three- 
to five-year period is over, the federal 
government provide additional 
financial support to Canada Infoway 
Inc. so that Infoway develop, in 
collaboration with the provinces and 
territories, a national system of 
electronic health records. 


Nurturing excellence in Canadian 
health research: That the federal 
government set, on a regular basis, 
national goals and priorities for health 
research in collaboration with all 
stakeholders. 


Planning for human resources in 
health care: That the federal 
government work with provincial 
governments to ensure that all 
medical schools and schools of 
nursing receive the funding 
increments required to permit 
necessary enrolment expansion... 


The Social Affairs Committee also 
examined Bill C-11, The Immigration 
and Refugee Protection Act. After 
receiving evidence from some 70 
witnesses, the Committee passed 
the Bill without amendment, but 
attached to its report an extensive 
series of observations outlining 
concerns such as the lack of 


resources to effectively implement 
Canada’s immigration and refugee 
programs; the backlog of refugee 
claims; the Bill’s broad regulation- 
making power; the definition of 
terrorism; and the appeal process. 


The Committee dealt with two Private 
Members’ Bills: Bill S-12, An Act to 
amend the Statistics Act and the 
National Archives of Canada Act 
(census records), sponsored by 
Senator Lorna Milne, and the subject 
matter of Bill S-21, An Act to 
guarantee the human right to privacy, 
sponsored by (now-retired) Senator 
Sheila Finestone. 


The Transport and 
Communications Committee has 
begun a special study on inter-city 
buses. Hearings were held in 
February in Ottawa, Montreal and 
Halifax. The Committee travelled by 
scheduled service bus to Montreal in 
order to see first-hand the type of 
service provided by bus carriers. 
Further public hearings are 
scheduled for early spring in 
Vancouver, Calgary and Toronto. 


Veterans Affairs (a subcommittee of 
National Security and Defence) met 
with officials from Veterans Affairs 
Canada in Charlottetown on March 7 
to discuss the department’s work 
and the changing demands for its 
assistance. Issues covered by the 
Committee included pensions; 
appeal processes; post-traumatic 
stress syndrome; health care; and 
the home care program for veterans 
and their spouses. 


Royal Assent 


The fact that four Royal Assent 
ceremonies have taken place since 
the Senate reconvened after the New 
Year is a reflection of the myriad of 
legislation that has been considered 
by both Houses. 
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Twelve bills, two of which are Senate 
public bills, have received Royal 
Assent since February alone. Below 
are details of bills that are now 
incorporated in the Statutes of 
Canada. 


Senate Public Bills 


S-14, An Act respecting 

Sir John A. Macdonald Day and Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier Day (Sir John A. 
Macdonald Day and the Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier Day Act). The bill was 
introduced by Senator John 
Lynch-Staunton, Leader of the 
Opposition inthe Senate, in February 
2001. The Act commemorates the 
former Prime Ministers’ respective 
birthdays, i.e., January 11, as 

“Sir John A. Macdonald Day” and 
November 20, as “Sir Wilfrid Laurier 


Day”. 


S-22, An Act to provide for the 
recognition ofthe Canadien Horse as 
the national horse of Canada, 
introduced by Senator Lowell Murray 
in March 2001. This enactment 
declares the breed of horse known as 
the Canadien Horse to be the 
national horse of Canada. 


Government Bills introduced in the 
House of Commons 


Bill C-7, An Act in respect of criminal 
justice for young persons and to 
amend and repeal other Acts (known 
as the Youth Criminal Justice Act). 
The bill was initially introduced by the 
Minister of Justice in the House of 
Commons in early 2001. On 
December 18, 2001, the Senate 
passed the bill with an amendment 
on the provision of alternatives to 
jailing aboriginal youth. Members of 
the House of Commons adopted the 
amendment 145 to 61. 


C-30, An Act to establish a body that 
provides administrative services to 
the Federal Court of Appeal, the 
Federal Court, the Court Martial 
Appeal Court and the Tax Court of 
Canada, to amend the Federal Court 
Act, the Tax Court of Canada Act 
and the Judges Act, and to make 
related and consequential 
amendments to other Acts 

The Bill, introduced by the Minister of 
Justice in September 2001, has three 
main objectives: to establish a 
single administrative structure for the 
Federal Court, the Court Martial 
Appeal Court and the Tax Court to be 
called the “Courts Administration 
Service”; to amend the Federal Court 
Act to create a separate Federal 
Court of Appeal; and to change the 
status of the Tax Court of Canada to 
that of a superior court. 


C-33: An Act respecting the water 
resources of Nunavut and the 
Nunavut Surface Rights Tribunal and 
to make consequential amendments 
to other Acts. This enactment was 
introduced by the Minister of Indian 
Affairs and Northern Development in 
September 2001. It implements 
obligations under the Agreement 
between the Inuit of the Nunavut 
Settlement Area and Her Majesty the 
Queen in right of Canada. The 
Agreement came into effect on 

July 9, 1993 by virtue of the Nunavut 
Land Claims Agreement Act. 


C-35: An Act to amend the Foreign 
Missions and International 
Organizations Act, introduced 
October 1, 2001, by the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs. This enactment 
modernizes the privileges and 
immunities regime of the Act. Among 
other objectives, it will allow Canada 
to comply with its existing 
commitments under international 
treaties and to respond to recent 
developments in international law. 
The enactment further provides that 
the Royal Canadian Mounted Police 


has the primary responsibility to 
ensure the security for the proper 
functioning of intergovernmental 
conferences. This clearer statutory 
authority supports security measures 
taken by Canadian police in fulfilling 
Canada’s obligations to protect 
persons who have privileges and 
immunities under the Act. 


C-37, An Act to facilitate the 
implementation of those provisions of 
first nations’ claim settlements in the 
Provinces of Alberta and 
Saskatchewan that relate to the 
creation of reserves or the addition of 
land to existing reserves, and to 
make related amendments to the 
Manitoba Claim Settlements 
Implementation Act and the 
Saskatchewan Treaty Land 
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Royal Assent Ceremony inside the Senate Chamber, March 2002 


Entitlement Act (Claim Settlements 
(Alberta and Saskatchewan) 
Implementation Act) 

Introduced in the House of Commons 
in October 2001 by the Minister of 
Indian Affairs and Northern 
Development, the bill will facilitate 
implementing land claim settlements 
— primarily those resolving treaty land 
entitlement and specific claims — that 
entail expansion of the 
reserve land base of 
concerned First Nation 
communities in 
Alberta and 
Saskatchewan.

enactment 
modernizes the 
previous Yukon Act by reflecting 
responsible government in Yukon, 
renaming a number of public 
institutions to reflect current practice, 
and to provide the Legislature of 
Yukon with new powers over public 
real property and waters. As well, the 
bill provides new powers as part of 
the implementation of a number of 
provisions of the Yukon Northern 
Affairs Program Devolution Transfer 


Agreement, which provides for the 
transfer of the administration and 
control of most public real property 
and water rights in Yukon to the 
Commissioner. 


C-41, An Act to amend the Canadian 
Commercial Corporation Act, was 
introduced by the Minister for 
International Trade in 

November 2001. The Canadian 
Commercial Corporation (CCC) is an 
export sales agency, wholly-owned 
by the Government of Canada, which 
assists Canadian exporters to win 
international sales, on improved 
terms, in government and private- 
sector markets. The amendments 
affect the structure of the CCC 
Board; create a new position of 
“Chairperson”; authorize the Minister 
of Finance to loan the Corporation up 
to an aggregate outstanding amount 
of $10 million without prior 
authorization of the Governor in 
Council; and permit the Corporation 
to charge an amount that it considers 
appropriate for providing its services. 


C-49, An Act to implement certain 
provisions of the budget tabled in 
Parliament on December 10, 2001 
(Budget Implementation Act, 2001) 
Introduced by the Minister of Finance 
in February 2002, the bill includes six 
parts: 


1. The establishment of the mandate 
of the Canadian Air Transport 
Security Authority Act, including the 
effective and efficient screening of 
persons who access aircraft or 
restricted areas through screening 
points. 


2. Implementation of the Air 
Travellers Security Charge Act, 
payable by purchasers of air travel 
and collected by registered air 
carriers or their agents at the time of 
sale. 


3. Amendments to the Employment 
Insurance Act and the Employment 
Insurance (Fishing) Regulations that, 
among other provisions, extend the 
benefit period and the entitlement to 
special benefits for maternity 
claimants who, without the 
amendment, could not receive all of 
their special benefits. 


4. Implementation of several Income 
Tax Act measures announced in the 
Budget of December 10, 2001, 
including provisions that: allow 
individuals to claim a deduction to off- 
set the inclusion in income of tuition 
assistance for adult basic education 
received under certain government 
programs; make entitlements to the 
goods and services tax credit more 
responsive to changes in family 
circumstances; and provide for tax- 
deferred inter-generational transfers 
of commercial woodlot operations 
that are farming businesses. 


5. Enactment of the Canada Fund 
for Africa Act, which establishes a 
program to provide contributions for 
economic and social development in 
Africa. 


6. Enactment of the Canada 
Strategic Infrastructure Fund Act, 
which provides contributions for the 
carrying out of large-scale strategic 
infrastructure projects. 


C-51, An Act for granting to Her 
Majesty certain sums of money for 
the public service of Canada for the 
financial year ending March 31, 2002 
(Appropriation Act No. 4, 2001-2002) 


C-52, An Act for granting to Her 
Majesty certain sums of money for 
the public service of Canada for the 
financial year ending March 31, 2003 
(Appropriation Act No. 1, 2002-2003) 
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Inter-Parliamentary 
Activities 


16 Annual Speakers and Presiding 
Officers Conference 


January 7-10, Speakers Dan Hays of 
the Senate and Peter Milliken of the 
House of Commons and their 
respective Clerks participated in the 
Annual Speakers and Presiding 
Officers Conference in Kasane, 
Botswana. Representatives from 36 
Commonwealth countries and five 
observer regions gathered to review 
issues including the use of 
information technology for 
parliamentary information-sharing; 
the relationship between parliaments 
and the judiciary; and the 
responsibilities and roles of 
parliaments in raising the political 
awareness of youth. 


Canada-Europe Parliamentary 
Association (CEPA) 


Senator John Lynch-Staunton and 
MPs Bill Graham and 

Francine Lalonde, attended meetings 
of the Political Affairs Committee of 
the Parliamentary Assembly of the 
Council of Europe in Mexico City and 
Oaxaca, January 9-12. Delegates 
examined reports on the Chechen 
conflict, Yugoslavia’s request for 
Council membership, terrorism and 
parliamentary oversight of 
international institutions. 


Senator Lorna Milne and MPs 

Lorne Nystrom and Gérard Binet led 
a parliamentary delegation to 
meetings of the Committee on 
Economic Affairs and Development of 
the Parliamentary Assembly of the 
Council of Europe in London, 
January 17-18. Among topics 
discussed at meetings at the Bank of 
England and the European Bank for 
Reconstruction and Development 
(EBRD) were the EBRD’s 


contribution to economic 
development in Central and Eastern 
Europe. 


Senator Milne and Mr. Binet then 
travelled to Strasbourg where they 
joined Senator Jean-Claude Rivest 
and MPs Aileen Carroll and 

Michel Guimond on Canada’s 
observer delegation to the First Part 
of the 2002 Session of the 
Parliamentary Assembly of the 
Council of Europe. The agenda 
included a report on the recent 
elections in Kosovo; the campaign 
against trafficking in women; Bosnia 
and Herzogovina’s application for 
membership to the Council of 
Europe; the role of the World Trade 
Organization in the world economy; 
and an urgent debate on terrorism. 
Members were addressed by, among 
others, Israeli Foreign Minister 
Shimon Peres and the Minister of 
Local Government of the Palestinian 
Authority, Saeb Erekat, on the 
situation in the Middle-East. 


February 25-26, the CEPA hosted a 
joint seminar with members of the 
Social, Health and Family Affairs 
Committee of the Parliamentary 
Assembly of the Council of Europe. 
Some 15 European parliamentarians 
participated in workshops on social 
policies for children and seniors. The 
keynote address on children was 
delivered by Senator 

Landon Pearson; Senator Lorna 
Milne co-chaired the session on 
seniors; and former Senator Sheila 
Finestone presented a keynote 
address. A European session on 
health care issues included Senator 
Marjory LeBreton and other members 
of the Senate Standing Committee on 
Social Affairs, Science and 
Technology. 


On February 27, the CEPA held its 
Annual General Meeting. Senator 
Lorna Milne was elected Vice- 


President and Senators 

Terry Stratton and Consiglio Di Nino 
became members of the Executive 
Committee. 


Inter-Parliamentary Union (IPU) 


On January 20 and 21, 2002, Senator 
Sheila Finestone, then-President of 
the Canadian Group of the Inter- 
Parliamentary Union, accompanied 
by Senator Joan Fraser, attended a 
meeting of the IPU Executive 
Committee in Geneva. The Senators 
then attended a meeting in Oslo, 
Norway, of the Steering Committee of 
the Twelve Plus Group, a geo-political 
group within the IPU that includes 
members of European countries, 
Canada, Australia and New Zealand. 
The main topics discussed were IPU 
reform, relations between the IPU 
and the United Nations, and the 
membership of Saudi Arabia’s 
Consultative Council (Shura) in the 
Union. This was Ms. Finestone’s last 
international mission in her capacity 
as Senator. 


The 107" IPU Conference took place 
in Marrakech, Morocco, 

March 17-24. Attending were 
Senator Joan Fraser; Senator Donald 
Oliver, First Vice President of the 
Canadian Group and Member of the 
Union Council; and Senator Marcel 
Prud’homme in his capacity as 
advisor, along with six MPs, including 
Paddy Torsney, President of the 
Canadian Group. The topics on the 
agenda were: parliaments and 
globalization; the Kyoto Protocol; 
terrorism; the Israeli-Palestinian 
conflict; and reform of the IPU and its 
financial implications. 


In addition to her responsibilities on 
the Executive Committee, Senator 
Fraser actively participated in the 
meetings of the Co-ordinating 
Committee of Women 
Parliamentarians, meetings of 
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Women Parliamentarians, and 
meetings of the Twelve Plus Group. 
Senator Oliver was elected rapporteur 
for the Committee on Political 
Questions, which focussed on the 
theme “Parliaments and 
Globalization”. Pursuant to the terms 
of the Conference, Senator Fraser 
was elected by acclamation as a 
member of the IPU Executive 
Committee. 


Canadian NATO Parliamentary 
Association (CNPA) 


Senator Shirley Maheu was a 
member of the Canadian delegation 
to the joint meeting of the Defence 
and Security, Economics and 
Security and Political Committees of 
the NATO Parliamentary Assembly in 
Brussels, February 17-19. The 
delegation was led by 

Carolyn Parrish, MP, Chair of the 
CNPA and Vice-Chair of the NATO 
Parliamentary Assembly. The CNPA, 
founded in 1955, is affiliated with the 
NATO Parliamentary Assembly, a 
forum of the 19 NATO member and 
partner countries which addresses 
social, cultural, political, economic 
and military matters. 


Commonwealth Parliamentary 
Association (CPA) 


The Canadian Branch of the CPA has 
presented to the House of Commons 
its report on its visit to Edinburgh, 
March 2-9. The delegation was 
headed by Sue Barnes, MP, and 
included Senators Gerald Comeau 
and Elizabeth Hubley, as well as six 
Members of the House of Commons. 
The Canadian parliamentarians’ 
objective was to find out more about 
devolution — the reversal of several 
centuries of increasing centralization 
of government — in the UK. As well, 
they sought to reinvigorate 
parliamentary links and learn froma 
dynamic, new parliament; emphasize 
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relations between Canada and the 
UK and, in particular, Scotland; and 
update the parliamentary dialogue on 
current politico-economic events. 


Canada-France Inter-Parliamentary 
Association 


The members of the Executive 
Committee of the Canadian Group 
met His Excellency Philippe Guelly, 
France’s new Ambassador to 
Canada, at an event organized in his 
honour. 


From April 28-May 6, a Canadian 
Group delegation, led by 

Senator Lise Bacon, travelled to 
France to share with the French the 
end of the presidential election 
campaign; the second round took 
place on May 5. From 

June 9-17, another delegation will 
travel to France for the legislative 
election. 


Canada-Mexico Inter-Parliamentary 
Meeting

headed Canada’s delegation to, and

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Senate Business Highlights 


Parliament has now adjourned for the summer. Tourists in 
the thousands, from Canada and around the world, are 
back on Parliament Hill, taking in the magnificent 
buildings and enjoying the hot, humid Ottawa weather. 


Although the Senate Chamber is silent, offices and 
committee rooms continue to buzz with activity. Senators 
have, for the most part, returned to their home regions to 
continue their public outreach in local communities. Many 
continue to commute to Ottawa, albeit on a less regular 
basis, to work on files that will remain active through the 
break. Committees such as those on Illegal Drugs, Official 
Languages (Joint), and Social Affairs, Science and 
Technology, are among those which will continue to meet 
through the summer, until the Senate reconvenes on 
September 17. 


The ongoing work of Senate committees will be of little 
surprise to Canadians who have appeared before them as 
witnesses or observers during hearings across the 
country. Time and again, the committees have been 
lauded for their willingness to take on controversial and 
complex issues, for the range and depth of their public 
policy studies, and the thoughtfulness and thoroughness 
of their reports. Issues preoccupying committees at this 
time include the government restructuring of the national 
hospital and medical practitioner system, national 
security policy, fish habitat and inter-city buses — all of 
which, either directly or indirectly, affect the daily lives of 
citizens.

Some statistical information on Senate committee work 
between the start of the calendar year and into the 
summer (February 5 - June 26) provides an overview of the 
range and quantity of the work of committees: members 
of the 24 Senate committees, sub- and joint committees 
held 267 meetings, sat for more than 500 hours, heard 
from 723 witnesses and issued 69 reports. 


And their work is by no means slowing down. Several 
committees are expected to present major studies by the 
end of the year and will undoubtedly, over the course of 
the summer, continue to review witness statements, draft 
findings, and plan future meetings and hearings. 


The year to date has been a busy one from the legislative 
perspective as well. Since January, the Senate has 

reviewed 13 “S” bills, i.e., those introduced in the Senate, 
as well as 15 “C” bills, i.e., those introduced in the House 
of Commons.

The recent nuclear arms control 
agreement between the U.S. and 
Russia, and the welcoming of Russia 
into the Western alliance, demonstrate 
that real progress is being made 
toward a more peaceful world.

Specifically, it means developing, on a daily basis, 
the values, ways of thinking and attitudes that are in 
keeping with equality, tolerance, sharing, generosity and 
respect. Building a culture of peace does not, therefore, 
only apply to countries with nuclear weapons, but also to 
our own society. Though ambitious, this is well within the 
reach of every Canadian. 


We are fortunate in that we can freely express our ideas, 
participate in politics, and depend on a respect for 
different cultures and attitudes that enable everyone to find 
their place in our society, whatever their sex, ethnic origin, 
religion or language. 


Whether through registering a community project with 
UNESCO or simply through a daily effort to understand 
and communicate with others and overcome biases, 
“ordinary” Canadians have an opportunity to contribute in a 
real way. No matter where it occurs, each seemingly 
small isolated action is part of a larger collective effort to 
which each person, in every country, contributes. Peace 
in our own communities is an initial and essential link to 
the achievement of world peace. 


By taking the time to discover the organizations and 
associations in their provinces or municipalities that are 
working towards peace, and communicating this to 
Canadians, Senators can make a significant contribution 
to a culture of peace.

Committee Activities 


The Senate’s 21 Standing, Sub- and 
Special Committees continued their 
investigations into a range of issues. 
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Aboriginal Peoples continues its 
work on developing an urban 
Aboriginal youth “Action Plan for 
Change”. Having heard from various 
government departments and national 
Aboriginal organizations regarding 
policy and program issues affecting 
young Aboriginal people in urban 
areas, the Committee will begin to 
hear more specifically from Aboriginal 
service agencies. The Committee will 
travel to selected urban centers 
across Canada in the autumn in 
order to hear from a broad range of 
witnesses, including youth. Given the 
importance of hearing from young 
Aboriginal people, a series of 
roundtables specifically devoted to 
them is planned for urban areas. 
Additional evidence from other 
regional centers, where travel may 
not be possible, will be received by 
videoconference. Given the broad 
scope and intensive nature of the 
study, the Committee expects to 
table a final report by February 2003. 


In addition to the special study, the 
Committee reported Bill C-37, Claim 
Settlements (Alberta and 
Saskatchewan) Implementation Act, 
without amendment. 


Banking, Trade and Commerce 
continued its study of Bill C-23, An 
Act to amend the Competition Act 
and the Competition Tribunal Act. 
The Committee held 12 meetings and 
heard from over 24 associations and/ 
or individuals including David 
Collenette, Minister of Transport, and 
Allan Rock, Minister of Industry. The 
Committee also studied Bill C-47, An 
Act respecting the taxation of spirits, 
wine and tobacco and the treatment 
of ships’ stores. 


As part of its study into the state of 
the domestic and international 
financial system, the Committee 
reviewed the Enron collapse from a 
Canadian perspective. The 
Committee held five meetings and 


heard from over 12 witnesses, 
including Al Rosen from the Ontario 
Teachers Pension Plan Board, 
Barbara Stymiest from the Toronto 
Stock Exchange (TSX) Group, 
Professor Daniel B. Thornton from 
Queen’s University and Thomas 
Caldwell of Caldwell Securities. 
Representatives of the Certified 
General Accountants Association, 
the Canadian Institute of Chartered 
Accountants and the Accounting 
Standards Oversight Council, also 
appeared before the Committee. 


In its February 2002 report entitled 
Canadian Security and Military 
Preparedness, the Standing 
Committee on National Security 
and Defence recommended a study 
ona 
national 
security 
policy. 
During its 
170 hours 
of meetings 
and visits 
with 200 
persons 
from coast 
to coast 
and in 
Washington, 
it became 
increasingly 
evident that executive direction and 
coordination of activities is required 
when dealing with national incidents, 
whether natural, such as ice storms, 
floods or earthquakes; accidental, 
such as toxic derailments, or pre- 
meditated, such as the acts of terror 
on September 11, 2001. The 
Committee discovered that there is 
no national policy guiding agencies 
at all levels of government to 
coordinate their efforts effectively. 


The Senate agreed that the 
Committee should undertake a study 
on a national security policy, and 
report on the issue in October 2003. 
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National Security and Defence committee members at Canada Customs

Work on this new order of reference 
began in May with hearings in 
Ottawa, followed by visits to two local 
military installations, and a fact- 
finding tour to CFB Kingston. In 
addition, the Committee visited the 
land border crossing at Lansdowne, 
Ontario, to examine border issues. 
The Committee has held public 
hearings in Toronto on security at 
Pearson Airport and has visited 
military bases at Borden, Trenton 
and Petawawa in Ontario. 


Veterans Affairs, the Subcommittee 
of National Security and Defence, 
continued its work on the health care 
provided to veterans. The 
subcommittee is focusing on post- 
traumatic stress disorder (PTSD) and

met with officials from the 
Department of National Defence, as 
well as the Office of the 
Ombudsman, to assess how well 
current programs assist veterans 
suffering from PTSD. The 
Subcommittee expects to table its 
report in October. 


Energy, the Environment and 
Natural Resources reported on Bill 
C-33, An Act respecting the water 
resources of Nunavut and the 
Nunavut Surface Rights Tribunal and 
to make consequential amendments 
to other Acts. The Premier of 
Nunavut, Paul Okalik, is among the 
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witnesses who have appeared before 
the Committee. The Committee 
passed the bill with one amendment. 
The Energy Committee completed its 
hearings on Bill C-10, An Act 
respecting the national marine 
conservation areas of Canada. A 
videoconference was held with eight 
north coast British Columbia 
communities which wanted to 
express their concerns with the bill. 
The Committee reported it to the 
Senate without amendment. 


The Committee also tabled a report, 
“The International Aspects of Nuclear 
Safety.” Among its recommendations 
was that Canada promote the 
development and implementation of 
an international nuclear safety 
regime. The report also provides an 
overview of international agencies 
that deal with nuclear issues. 


The Standing Committee on 
Fisheries has begun in earnest its 
study on fish habitat. In modern fish 
management, fish conservation is 
generally understood to apply not 
only to fish, but also their habitat. 
Over the years, human actions have 
resulted in the loss of considerable 
fish habitat, which is vulnerable to a 
variety of threats, including the 
obvious, e.g., the release of 
municipal wastewater high in 
ammonia, to those that become 
apparent only when the fish are gone, 
such as clearing trees and shrubs 
from shorelines and spraying 
dandelions on river-front property. The 
Committee’s study will concentrate 
on various small, community-based 
projects that have been undertaken 
to improve fish habitat. There will be 
a special effort to locate low-cost, 
effective projects. 


On April 30, the Committee hosted 
the Romeo LeBlanc Awards for 
Responsible Fisheries ceremony. 
Each year, the Honourable Romeo 
LeBlanc presents these awards to

four fishers from the different regions 
of Canada who have displayed 
excellence in promoting responsible 
fisheries practices. The Committee 
was especially pleased that Allen 
Gordon of Kuujjuaq, Quebec, was 
one of the winners as Senators had 
visited his project as part of its study 
on northern fisheries. 


The Committee on Human Rights is 
conducting an examination of 
Canada’s adherence to international 
human rights instruments, including 
the processes of entering into such 
agreements, and implementing and 
reporting on them. In mid-March, the 
Committee began a consideration of 
whether Canada should accede to 
the America Convention on Human 
Rights, the principal human rights 
instrument of the Organization of 
American States. The Committee is 
examining the effects of participation 
inthe Convention on Canada and 
Canadians, as well as any broader 
impact accession may have on 
strengthening human rights in the 
Americas. The Committee plans to 
receive evidence from as wide a 
range of groups and individuals as 
possible before reporting to the 
Senate. 


On April 15, the 
Committee held a 
roundtable to celebrate the 
twentieth anniversary of 
the Canadian Charter of 
Rights and Freedoms. A 
distinguished panel of 
experts, including Antonio 
Lamer, the former Chief 
Justice of the Supreme 
Court, retired Senator and 
human rights activist Lois 
Wilson, and academics 
with expertise in the field, 
participated. 


The Special Committee on 
Illegal Drugs has 
concluded its investigation into 
Canada’s policies relating to 
cannabis. In its first phase of study, 
the Committee heard extensive 
testimony from national organizations 
and experts in such areas as 
international law, policing, the 
sociological implications of Canada’s 
drug policies and laws, physiological 
issues related to the consumption of 
cannabis, and other related issues. 
Additionally, representatives from 
several countries, all of whom have 
experiences with different models of 
dealing with illegal drugs, testified 
before the Special Committee. 


In May, the Committee issued a 
Discussion Paper, outlining 
conclusions the Special Committee 
had 


to the issues and the Committee’s 
conclusions; the Paper was 
distributed to major media outlets 
and posted on the Committee’s 
parliamentary web site. Canadians 
were then invited to respond either by 
mail, the Internet or in person at one 
of six Canadian cities visited in May 
and June. Through a combination of 
traditional hearings, town hall 
meetings and fact-finding visits, the 
Special Committee gauged the 
responses of Canadians to the 
issues, in order to guide Committee 
members in drafting the final report. 
The Special Committee is due to 
present its findings to the Senate no 
later than September 13, 2002. 


The Standing Senate Committee on 
Legal and Constitutional Affairs 
presented four reports in Spring 2002. 
Two of the reports dealt mainly with 
administrative amendment bills: Bill 
C-30, An Act to establish a body that 
provides administrative services to 
the Federal Court of Appeal, the 
Federal Court, the Court Martial 
Appeal Court and the Tax Court of 
Canada, to amend the Federal Court 
Act, the Tax Court of Canada Act 
and the Judges Act, and to make 
related and consequential 
amendments to other Acts, and Bill 
C-43, An Act to amend certain acts 
and instruments and to repeal the 
Fisheries Prices Support Act. 


The Committee also

The Joint Committee on Official 
Languages continued its study of 
Part VII of the Official Languages 
Act, more specifically on issues 
relating to immigration and to the 
legal interpretation of that part of the 
Act, and the government's 
responsibilities in implementing it. 
Under Part VII, the federal 
government has a responsibility to 
support and assist the development 
of English and French linguistic 
minority communities, and to 
advance the equality of status and 
use of English and French in 


A Joint Committee on Official Languages hearing 


The committee continued to hold 
hearings on its examination of the 
Main Estimates for 2002-2003 and 
presented a report on the 
Government Contingencies Vote — 
Treasury Board Vote 5. The Vote is 
an amount provided in the 
Government’s Main Estimates each 
year to allow it to meet minor, 
unforeseen expenses. Both the 
Auditor General and the Committee 
have raised questions as to whether 
the government is using this fund for 
its intended purpose and whether 
there is proper accountability to 
Parliament by the government. The 
committee also began hearings on 
the government financing of 
foundations at arm’s length from the 
government. 


Canadian society. The Committee 
also held hearings and presented a 
report on the views of francophone 
and anglophone communities from 
across the country with respect to 
the Action Plan being prepared by 
the Minister responsible for the co- 
ordination of official languages, 
Stéphane Dion. 


On June 11, the Committee on 
Rules, Procedures and the Rights 
of Parliament presented its Twelfth 
report, which dealt with the official 
recognition of a third party. The 
Thirteenth report, on time allotted to 
tributes in the Senate, was presented 
on May 2. 
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The Committee is continuing its 
three-part study on the Restructuring 
of Senate Committees entitled 
Modernizing the Senate From Within: 
Updating the Senate Committee 
Structure. Phase 1 of the review, 
Operational Issues, was presented to 
the Senate in early Spring; Phase 2, 
Issues Raised by Individual 
Senators, was presented to the 
Senate on June 11. These reports 
were, respectively, the Committee’s 
Eleventh and Fourteenth reports. The 
Committee is working on Phase 3 of 
the restructuring study. 


The Social Affairs Committee is 
continuing its health care study. The 
Committee’s sixth volume, to be 
released in October 2002, will 
present recommendations on how to 
move from the principles outlined in 
its fifth volume, released in April 
2002, to aconcrete plan of 

action for restructuring the hospital 
and doctor system. Over 300 
witnesses — academics, health 
providers, policy makers, advocacy 
groups and individual Canadians — 
have contributed to the study thus 
far. Since the release of the fifth 
volume, more than 30 witnesses have 
given expert testimony to the 
Committee. 
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communities. Public hearings 
were held in early spring in 
Vancouver, Calgary and 
Toronto. The final report is 
expected to be presented to the 
Senate in early December. 


The Committee has also begun 
hearings on Bill S-26, An Act 
concerning personal watercraft in 
navigable waters with Senator 
Spivak, the sponsor of the Bill, as the 
first witness. Public hearings are 
expected to continue through the fall.

S-34, An Act respecting royal assent 
to bills passed by the Houses of 
Parliament, which provides the 
government with the alternative of a 
written declaration of Royal Assent.

S-40, An Act 
to amend the Payment Clearing and 
Settlement Act amends that Act to 
protect the netting agreements of 
securities and derivatives clearing 
houses, and to permit such clearing 
houses to realize the collateral of a 
member in the event of its insolvency. 


Government Bills introduced in the 
House of Commons 


C-15A, An Act to amend the Criminal 
Code and to amend other Acts, also 
cited as the Criminal Law 
Amendment Act, 2001, includes 
amendments that add offences and 
other measures that provide 
additional protection to children from 
sexual exploitation involving use of 
the Internet; increases the maximum 
penalty for criminal harassment; 
makes home invasions an 
aggravating circumstance for 
sentencing purposes; creates an 
offence of disarming, or attempting to 
disarm, a peace officer; and codifies 
and clarifies the review process for 
applications to the Minister of Justice 
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with respect to allegations of 
miscarriage of justice. The 
amendments also reform and 
modernize several aspects of 
criminal procedures and amend the 
National Capital Act by increasing 
the maximum fine available, and the 
National Defence Act by providing for 
fingerprinting. 


C-23, An Act to amend the 
Competition Act and the Competition 
Tribunal Act, which includes 
amendments to facilitate cooperation 
with foreign competition authorities 
for the enforcement of civil 
competition and fair trade practices 
laws; to prohibit deceptive prize 
notices; to streamline the 
Competition Tribunal process by 
providing for cost awards, Summary 
dispositions and references; and to 
broaden the scope under which the 
Tribunal may issue temporary orders. 


On June 13, the Governor General 
gave Royal Assent to the following 
bills: 


Government bill introduced in the 
Senate 


S-41, An Act to re-enact legislative 
instruments enacted in only one 
Official language, resolves any 
uncertainty with respect to those 
instruments’ legal validity. Legislative 
instruments that were enacted in one 
official language but published in both 
Official languages are automatically 
and retroactively re-enacted in both 
languages. The Act also confers 
regulation-making powers on the 
Governor in Council to retroactively 
re-enact, in both official languages, 
legislative instruments that were 
enacted in one official language and 
published in that language only, or 
not published at all. 


Government Bills introduced in the 
House of Commons 


C-10, An Act respecting the national 
marine conservation areas of 
Canada.This enactment provides for 
the establishment of national marine 
conservation areas to protect and 
conserve a variety of aquatic 
environments, subject to 
parliamentary approval. The 
enactment confers a range of 
regulatory powers for the protection 
of living and non-living marine 
resources and their management and 
use in a sustainable manner. 


C-27, An Act respecting the long- 
term management of nuclear fuel 
waste, implements a key component 
of the Government of Canada’s 1996 
Policy Framework for Radioactive 
Waste — that the federal 
government, through effective 
oversight, would ensure that the long- 
term management of radioactive 
waste is carried out in a 
comprehensive, integrated and 
economically-sound manner. The 
Act, among other measures, requires 
the major owners of nuclear fuel 
waste to establish a waste 
management organization to carry 
out the managerial, financial and 
operational activities to implement 
the long-term management of nuclear 
fuel waste. 


C-43, An Act to amend certain Acts 
and instruments and to repeal the 
Fisheries Prices Support Act 
amends several Acts and 
instruments, among them the 
Access to Information Act, Atlantic 
Canada Opportunities Agency Act, 
and the Canadian Film Development 
Corporation Act. C-43 also repeals 
the Fisheries Prices Support Act. 


C-47, An Act respecting the taxation 
of spirits, wine and tobacco and the 
treatment of ships’ stores, cited as 
the Excise Act, 2001, introduces a 
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modern framework for the taxation of 
spirits, wine and tobacco. It re- 
enacts existing provisions in the 
Excise Act and the Excise Tax Act 
relating to the excise levies on these 
products, together with technical 
improvements, and incorporates a 
range of new provisions. Among its 
key features are: the continued 
imposition of a production levy on 
spirits, tobacco products and raw leaf 
tobacco; the replacement of the 
existing excise levy on sales of wine 
with a production levy at an 
equivalent rate; and the replacement 
of the excise duty and excise tax on 
tobacco products, other than cigars, 
with a single excise duty. 


C-50, An Act to amend certain Acts 
as a result of the accession of the 
People’s Republic of China to the 
Agreement Establishing the World 
Trade Organization amends the 
Canadian International Trade Tribunal 
Act, the Customs Tariff and the 
Export and Import Permits Act to 
authorize the Governor in Council to 
impose, under certain conditions and 
after an inquiry by the Canadian 
International Trade Tribunal, special 
trade measures (safeguards) to 
protect Canadian industries from 
injury or threat of injury that could be 
caused by imports from the People’s 
Republic of China. These safeguards 
will be available until December 11, 
2013. The enactment also amends 
the Special Import Measures Act to 
allow the Canada Customs and 
Revenue Agency greater flexibility in 
conducting anti-dumping 
investigations related to imported 
Chinese goods when the price or the 
cost of production of those goods in 
China is not determined by market 
economy conditions. 


C-59, An Act for granting to Her 
Majesty certain sums of money for 
the public service of Canada for the 
financial year ending March 31, 2003. 
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Inter-Parliamentary 
Activities 


The Assemblée parlementaire de la 
francophonie (APF) 


The Canadian Branch of the APF has 
taken part in the following meetings 
since April 2002: 


The Cooperation and Development 
Commission met in Monaco, 

April 10-14. Senator Rose-Marie 
Losier-Cool presented her report on 
poverty among women and children. 


The Parliamentary Affairs 
Commission met in Beirut, 

May 13-15, with Commission Chair 
Senator Pierre De Bané presiding. 
The topics discussed included the 
action plan for implementation of the 
Bamako Declaration; preparations for 
the Summit of La Francophonie 
(Beirut 2002); the new information 
and communications technologies; 
the parliamentary network against 
AIDS in Africa; copyright and its 
recent evolution; and the 
phenomenon of voter indifference. 


The Canadian Branch also organized 
a symposium on “The Emerging Role 
for Parliamentarians in Diplomacy,” 
which was held on April 29 on 
Parliament Hill. The work of Branch 
President Bernard Patry, MP, and 
Senators De Bané and Losier-Cool, 
contributed to the event’s success. 
The day’s program consisted of three 
sessions on international relations 
and diplomacy in the context of 
globalization; international relations 
through other means; and the 
arguments for and against a new 
parliamentary diplomacy. The event 
brought together speakers who have 
distinguished themselves 
professionally in a number of different 
areas of the federal administration. 


Canada-China Legislative 
Association (CCLA) 


A delegation of seven 
parliamentarians, including 
Senators Joseph Day and Donald 
Oliver, led by CCLA co-chairs 
Senator Jack Austin and Joe Volpe, 
M.P. , travelled to China for the 5" 
Bilateral Meeting of the CCLA, 

May 18-28. The participants 
discussed Western diversification; 
central-regional relations; China’s 
accession to the World Trade 
Organization; and human rights and 
the rule of law. The delegation was 
struck by the challenges China 
faces in upgrading the economic 
and social conditions of its western 
population. 


Canada-Europe Parliamentary 
Association (CEPA) 


The Economic Affairs and 
Development Committee of the 
Parliamentary Assembly of the 
Council of Europe met in Paris in 
April. Three parliamentarians, 
Senator Brenda Robertson and 
M.P.s Charles Caccia and Betty 
Hinton, attended the Committee 
meeting at the OECD, where the 
main agenda item was 
consideration of a preliminary report 
on the OECD and the world 
economy. 


The delegation, joined by Senator 
Peter Stollery and M.P.s Francine 
Lalonde and Gérard Binet, then 
attended the Second Part of the 
2002 Session of the Parliamentary 
Assembly of the Council of Europe. 
In addition to an urgent debate on 
the situation in the Middle-East, 
parliamentarians discussed, among 
other issues, the situation in 
Chechnya; the recent elections in 
Ukraine; the activities of the 
International Committee of the Red 
Cross; the “new economy” and 
Europe; and the honouring of 


commitments and obligations of 
Russia. The Canadian delegation 
was active in committees and in 
Assembly debates, particularly those 
on forest management in Canada and 
on the preservation and management 
of fish stocks. 


The Canadian and Mexican observer 
delegations took advantage of their 
presence in Strasbourg for an 
exchange of views on the investment 
provisions (Chapter 11) of the North 
American Free Trade Agreement. 


On April 30, Ambassador Daniéle 
Smadja, Head of the Delegation of 
the European Commission in 
Canada, shared with the CEPA her 
views of the Canada-Europe 
relationship. In her candid address, 
the Ambassador underlined that the 
relationship cannot be taken for 
granted and that “there is no place for 
complacency if we want the 
relationship to remain vibrant and 
dynamic.” She also noted that “by 
focusing so much attention on the 
US market, and to a lesser extent on 
Latin America, Canada is missing out 
on some tremendous opportunities.” 


The Canada-France Inter- 
Parliamentary Association 


A five -member delegation of the 
Canadian Group of the Canada- 
France Inter-Parliamentary 
Association was in France, April 29- 
May 6, for the second round of voting 
in the French presidential election. 
The delegation included Senators 
Lise Bacon, President of the 
Canadian Group and Head of the 
delegation; Gérald A. Beaudoin, 
Vice-President of the Canadian 
Group, and Shirley Maheu. Also 
participating were M.P.s Réginald 
Bélair, Deputy Speaker of the House 
of Commons, and Benoit 
Sauvageau. The Canadian 
parliamentarians were there to 
experience, first hand, an 
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important political moment in the life 
of a friendly country, to gain a better 
understanding of the French political 
system, and to learn the major 
issues facing French society, from 
which lessons might perhaps be 
drawn for Canada. 


During the course of their visit, the 
delegation held discussions with a 
wide range of Canadian and French 
Officials, including Canada’s 
Ambassador to France, Raymond 
Chrétien; members of the Canada- 
France Chamber of Commerce; 
French parliamentarians, including 
representatives of President Jacques 
Chirac’s campaign; representatives of 
the Ministry of the Interior; and 
French political commentators. As 
well, the delegation was invited to 
Louviers, in the Eure region of Haute 
Normandie, about an hour and a half 
from Paris, the constituency of 
Francois Loncle, Socialist deputy, 
President of the French Section of 
the Canada-France Inter- 
Parliamentary Association, and Chair 
of the French National Assembly’s 
Foreign Affairs Committee. The 
Canadian parliamentarians also 
travelled to Mans, in the Département 
of La Sarthe, where they met with 
Senator Marcel-Pierre Cléach, 
Deputy President of the Canada- 
France Senatorial Friendship Group. 
Senator Cléach belongs to the 
Republicans’ and Independents’ 
Group in the French Senate, and is 
also councillor at large for La Sarthe. 
He participated in the last three 
annual Canada-France meetings, two 
in Canada and one in France. 


The members of the delegation found 
that being present during the election 
was an exceptional opportunity to 
understand more fully that country’s 
political system and the political, 
economic and social challenges 
confronting it. 


Canada-Japan Inter-Parliamentary 
Group 


During its annual general meeting in 
April 2002, the Group amended its 
rules so as to allow for co-chairs. 
Accordingly, the new co-chairs, 
Senator Marie-P. Poulin and Bryon 
Wilfert, M.P., will lead the 
preparations for the next bilateral 
meeting in Japan in September 2002. 


Canadian NATO Parliamentary 
Association 


Senators Raynell Andreychuk, Jane 
Cordy and Pierre Claude Nolin, and 
seven members of the House of 
Commons, attended the spring 
session of the NATO Parliamentary 
Assembly in Sofia, Bulgaria, at the 
end of May. Led by Carolyn Parrish, 
the President of the Canadian 
Association, the parliamentarians 
met with their counterparts from 19 
NATO member countries, and 17 
partner countries. Agenda items 
included the war against terrorism 
and the lessons of the September 11, 
2001, attacks; NATO and European 
efforts towards improving defence 
capabilities; and the prospects for 
NATO enlargement. 


Canada-New Zealand-Australia 
Friendship Group 


The inaugural meeting of the Group 
was held in April. The executive, 
elected at the meeting, includes: 
Chair, Bob Speller, M.P.; Vice-Chairs, 
Senator Laurier Lapierre and Monte 
Solberg, M.P.; and Secretary- 
Treasurer, Paul Szabo, M.P. 
Members include Senator Lowell 
Murray, and Members of Parliament 
Beth Phinney, Tom Wappel, Ray 
Bonin and Rick Borotski. 


Canada-UK Inter-Parliamentary 
Association 


John Harvard, M.P., Chair of the 
Canada-UK Inter-Parliamentary 
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Association, headed a delegation of 
seven parliamentarians, including 
Senators Lowell Murray and Joan 
Cook, to meetings in London, 
Edinburgh and Cardiff in February. 
The meetings concentrated on the 
recent devolution of executive powers 
and the creation of the Scottish 
Parliament and the National 
Assembly of Wales. International 
terrorism, including Britain’s 
response in the wake of the 
September 11 attacks, was also a 
central theme of the meetings. 


In April, the Association co-hosted a 
reception for William McCarter, 
Chairman of the International Fund for 
Ireland (IF I), and the Fund’s Joint 
Directors General, Alexander Smith 
and Derek Hannon. The IFI has 
worked toward improving the 
economic climate of Northern Ireland 
and promoting the peace process 
since its establishment in1986, 
encouraging dialogue and 
reconciliation between nationalists 
and unionists throughout Ireland. 
Canada is a contributor to the Fund. 


Canada-United States Inter- 
Parliamentary Group 


The 43“ annual meeting of the Group 
took place May 16-20 in Newport, 
R.I. The Canadian delegation was co- 
chaired by Senator Jerahmiel 
Grafstein and Joe Comuzzi, M.P., 
and included Senators Norm Atkins, 
Roch Bolduc, John M. Buchanan and 
Céline Hervieux-Payette, as well as 
16 Members of the House of 
Commons. 


Commonwealth Parliamentary 
Association (CPA) 


Senators Raynell Andreychuk, Joan 
Cook, Jane Cordy, Janis G. Johnson 
and Nick Taylor were elected as 
members of the 2002-2003 Executive 
Committee at the Association’s 
Annual General Meeting held on

Senate Business Highlights 


The last session was particularly busy for the Senate in 
terms of both newinitiatives and the culmination of 
important ongoing work. Over the summer, a number of 
Senate Committees continued their hard work on issues 
of interest and importance to Canadians and reported their 
findings this fall. 


The Special Committee on Illegal Drugs issued its 
thorough, controversial and highly acclaimed report on 
cannabis policy in September. It not only prompted 
extensive public discussion, but provided an important 
impetus for the government to reconsidering cannabis 
legislation and penalties that may well produce proposals 
for legislation in the coming months. 


The new Standing Committee on National Security and 
Defence was also very active, producing several reports 
examining Canadian border and domestic security issues 
in the wake of the deadly terrorist attacks on the United 
States last year. These included a report on airport 
security. It also made major recommendations addressing 
the state and funding of Canada’s armed forces. 


The Standing Committee on Social Affairs, Science and 
Technology completed work on its in-depth study of health 
care in Canada with its sixth volume. This was a 
comprehensive report that included recommendations for 
the financing and the future of our health care system. 
The Senate Committee report set the stage for the 
Romanow Commission Report and a new round of 
negotiations on revamping our health care system. 
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The Standing Committee on Banking, Trade and 
Commerce has just released its report on mergers of 
banks and financial institutions. This report will influence 
the government as it formulates positions on key 
economic policy issues. 


Other events included the prorogation of the First Session 
of the Thirty-Seventh Parliament and the Speech from the 
Throne in the Senate Chamber introducing the Second 
Session. The Senate has engaged in important debates 
and consideration of key public policy issues, from 
climate change, energy policy and the Kyoto Accord to 
the war on terror and international tensions in Afghanistan 
and Iraq, from the status and treatment of endangered 
species to use of, and accountability for, government 
contingency funds. 


There is a great deal more to come as the Senate 
considers both pending government legislation referred to 
it, legislative initiatives identified by Senators and key 
social, economic, security and public policy issues dear 
to the hearts and minds of Canadians. In this issue of the 
Senate Report, we outline many of these topics and other 
significant activities.

In the past year, the Senate has, as it often does, looked 
well beyond specific legislation to subjects of concern to 
Canadians in their everyday life. Perhaps the most notable 
examples are the Committee on National Security and 
Defence studies of Canada’s preparedness and of anti- 
terrorism measures, the Social Affairs Committee study 
on the future of Health Care, and the Special Committee 
on Illegal Drugs look at cannabis policy. The committees 
consulted extensively with citizens about their views and 
made a very real impact on public discussions of the 
issues. 


Visits to communities often include fact-finding visits to 
sites of interest as well as traditional Public Hearings. The 
Special Senate Committee on Illegal Drugs departed from 
the usual format in an innovative and highly effective way 
in a series of evening town hall meetings in various 
communities, with the goal of facilitating more direct 
dialogue with Canadians and bringing them closer to the 
Senate. 


To stimulate informed debate, the Committee on Illegal 
Drugs published a discussion paper that was distributed 
to the community in advance of these meetings. The 
Committee also worked closely with the Federation of 
Canadian Municipalities and local communities to make 
appropriate facilities and information available. Local 
media were informed through news releases and public 
service announcements were made to encourage people 
to participate. Steps were taken to broadcast the Ottawa 
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hearings live over the Internet so Canadians could follow 
the Committee’s progress. 


Local visits were structured to maximize opportunities to 
gather information and opinion. A small panel of experts 
was invited to open the proceedings by giving a brief 
statement, and then members of the public were invited to 
freely speak their minds. Anyone who wished to make a 
contribution had only to register and step up to the 
microphone. 


This take on the 
traditional town hall 
meeting seems to have 
been particularly well 
suited to the Committee’s 
work.

On December 12, 2002, after eight days of lively debate, 
the Senate adopted the following motion with respect to 
the Kyoto Protocol: “Whereas the implementation of the 
Kyoto Protocol in Canada can better be achieved through 
the collaboration of the Provinces, Territories and the 
Federal Government, the Senate urges the Provinces, 
Territories and the Federal Government to increase their 
efforts to secure collaboration and the Senate calls on the 
government to ratify the Kyoto Protocol on Climate 
Change.” 


Committees 
Aboriginal Peoples 


During the First Session of the 37" 
Parliament, the Committee held 34 
meetings, heard 68 witnesses, and 
examined Bill S-24 (the Kanesatake 
Interim Land Base Governance Act), 
and Bill C-37, (the Claim Settlements 
(Alberta and Saskatchewan) 
Implementation Act), both of which 
were reported without amendment. 
In total, the Committee submitted 
seven reports. 


On March 12, 2002, the Committee 
received an Order of Reference to 
examine and report on the 
opportunities to expand economic 
development, including tourism and 
employment, associated with 
national parks in Canada. This was 
delegated to a Subcommittee, which 
heard four witnesses and held three 
meetings. In May 2002, the 
Subcommittee sent a fact-finding 
delegation to the Northwest 
Territories, the Yukon, and Nunavut 
and tabled its final report, entitled 
Northern Parks: A New Way, on 
September 27, 2001. 


On October 29, 2002, the Committee 
received an Order of Reference to 
examine and report upon issues 
affecting urban Aboriginal youth in 
Canada. It heard from a number of 
government departments and national 
Aboriginal political organizations, and 
is continuing this study in the 
Second Session of the 37" 
Parliament, working towards 
producing an “Action Plan for 
Change.” Public hearings will be 
held in Vancouver, Edmonton, and 
Winnipeg, and witnesses from other 
regional centres will be heard by 
videoconference. The Committee 
hopes to table its final report in June 
2003. 


Agriculture and Forestry 


Following the opening of the new 
session, the Standing Committee on 
Agriculture and Forestry embarked 
on a significant new study on the 
impact of climate change on 
Canada’s agriculture and forestry 
sectors and on rural communities. It 
will also examine how both industries 
are adapting to the new challenges 
and what new tools and practices 
must be developed in the future. The 
Committee intends to zero in on 
potential adaptation options, focusing 
on primary production, practices, 
technologies, ecosystems and other 
related areas.

To date, the Committee has heard 
from several federal government 
officials and from researchers from 
the Canadian Climate Change Impact 
and Adaptation Research Network 
(C-CIARN). The work will continue in 
February. 


Banking, Trade and Commerce 


On October 24, 2002, the Honourable 
John Manley, Minister of Finance, 
and the Honourable Maurizio 
Bevilacqua, Secretary of State for 
International Financial Institutions, 
asked the Standing Committee on 
Banking, Trade and Commerce to 
conduct public hearings into the 
broad public interest issues that are 
raised by bank merger proposals, 
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including major considerations that 
should apply in determining the 
public interest. In responding to the 
Ministers’ request, the Banking 
Committee heard from 39 witnesses 
over five days of hearings and 
received six written submissions from 
academics, consumer and business 
groups, and the financial services 
sector. 


In a 32-page unanimous report, 
tabled in the Senate on December 
12, 2002, the Banking Committee 
said that, in principle, bank mergers 
would help strengthen the Canadian 
economy and benefit Canadian 
consumers. Therefore, the 
. Government should 
permit Canadian 
banks with more than 
$5 billion in equity to 
amalgamate, following 
a positive review by 
M the Office of the

Energy, the Environment and 
Natural Resources 


In the Second Session of the 37" 
Parliament, the Standing Senate 
Committee on Energy, the 
Environment and Natural Resources 
has so far studied two bills: Bill C-5, 
An Act respecting the protection of 
wildlife species at risk in Canada and 
Bill C-14, An Act providing for 
controls on the export, import or 
transit across Canada of rough 
diamonds and for a certification 
scheme for the export of rough 
diamonds in order to meet Canada’s 
obligations under the Kimberley 
Process. 


Bill C-5, the Species at Risk Act 
(SARA), was introduced and deemed 
to have passed all stages in the 
House of Commons on 9 October 
2002. This bill is identical to an 
earlier bill with the same title and 
number that had been tabled at the 
beginning of the First Session of the 
37" Parliament in February 2001, but 
that died on the Order Paperwhen 
Parliament was prorogued in 
September 2002. That earlier bill 
was the first piece of federal 
legislation dealing with the listing, 
protection and recovery of 
endangered species and other 
species at risk under federal 
jurisdiction. 


Bill C-5 is described as one part of a 
three-pronged federal strategy to 
protect species at risk, 

the other two components being 
stewardship and incentive programs, 
and the federal/provincial/territorial 
Accord for the Protection of Species 
at Risk. The Committee held 
hearings from October 24 to 
December 2, 2002 and heard 
testimony from a variety of witnesses 
and organizations. It reported the bill 
to the Senate on December 4, 2002 
without amendment, but with 
observations. 


Bill C-14 implements the Kimberley 
Process, which is an internationally 
agreed system of certification for 
rough diamonds that is intended to 
prevent so-called “conflict diamonds” 
— rough diamonds used by rebel 
movements to finance military 
activities, including those against 
legitimate governments — from 
entering lawful markets. This 
certification scheme requires 
participating countries to ensure that 
rough diamonds are imported and 
exported in tamper-resistant 
containers accompanied by a valid 
certificate from the government of the 
exporting country stating that the 
diamonds are not conflict 

diamonds. The Committee heard 
witnesses and reported the bill to the 
Senate without amendment. 


Fisheries and Oceans 


The Committee undertook a study on 
fish habitat, focused primarily on the 
concept of community stewardship, 
which would permit all Canadians to 
contribute in one way or another to 
the protection and improvement of 
fish habitats. This study, interrupted 
when Parliament prorogued in 
September 2002, resumed in 
November 2002. 


Foreign Affairs 


During the First Session of the 37" 
Parliament, the Standing Committee 
on Foreign Affairs heard from 71 
witnesses, held 41 meetings, and 
considered four bills: C-6, An Act to 
amend the International Boundary 
Waters Treaty Act, C-32, An Act to 
implement the Free Trade Agreement 
between the Government of Canada 
and the Government of the Republic 
of Costa Rica; C-35, An Act to 
amend the Foreign Missions and 
International Organizations Act; and 
C-50, An Act to amend certain Acts 
as a result of the accession of the 
People’s Republic of China to the 
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Agreement Establishing the World 
Trade Organization. 


The Committee released 16 reports, 
including its special study on 
emerging political, social, and 
economic and security developments 
in Russia and Ukraine. 

This report was the first in-depth 
study of Russia and Ukraine ever 
carried out by a Canadian 
parliamentary committee and 
contains 20 recommendations to 
foster sound and sustainable 
relations with two countries that 
could become significant partners in 
international affairs. 


The Committee heard a great deal of 
evidence, and met with some of the 
most prominent and senior Russian 
dignitaries, including President 
Vladimir Putin. The final product is a 
gold mine of information for anyone 
interested in the region. 


Human Rights 


During the First Session of the 37" 
Parliament, the Standing Senate 
Committee on Human Rights 
undertook an examination of issues 
relating to human rights in Canada, 
including the machinery of 
government dealing with Canada’s 
international and national human 
rights obligations. This resulted in the 
December 2001 report entitled 
Promises to Keep: Implementing 
Canada’s Human Rights Obligations, 
which contained both immediate 
recommendations and identified 
issues for future study. As a result of 
this work, the Committee began an 
examination of Canada’s adherence 
to international human rights 
instruments. The initial focus of this 
study was the possibility of Canada 
adhering to the American Convention 
on Human Rights. The Committee 
heard evidence from witnesses in 
Ottawa and visited San Jose, Costa 
Rica. This work was interrupted by 
prorogation in mid-September. 


Illegal Drugs 


Following the review of the Controlled 
Drugs and Substances Act by the 
Senate in 1996, Canada’s Upper 
Chamber felt that it was time for a 
comprehensive review of Canada’s 
drug policies, especially those 
related to marijuana and its use. On 
March 13, 2001, the special 
committee was struck to examine 
Canada’s approach to cannabis and 
the effectiveness of this approach. 
The committee was also mandated 
to review the current policies in other 
countries, our international 
obligations, and the consequences of 
any future policy changes. 


From April 2001 until June 2002, the 
Committee held more than 40 public 
hearings in Ottawa as well as in ten 
other communities throughout the 
country, hearing from more than 200 
witnesses from all backgrounds. In 
its research program, the committee 
also produced 23 research papers 
and benefited from summaries of 
work conducted in other countries. 
The culmination of this herculean 
effort was the publication of its final 
report, Cannabis: Our Position for a 
Canadian Public Policy. In it, the 
committee presented 11 
recommendations, including the 


National Finance 


The work of the Senate Committee 
on National Finance is focused on 
examination of the government’s 
Main Estimates and Supplementary 
Estimates. In carrying out 
examination of the Estimates, the 
Committee requests that President of 
the Treasury Board as well as 
officials of the Treasury Board 
Secretariat appear to answer 
questions. Then it presents a report 
to the Senate for each set of 
Estimates it examines. In addition, 
the Committee may examine specific 
issues relating to government 
expenditures. For example, in the 
last session, the Committee 
presented a report on the 
Government Contingencies Vote in 
the Estimates, an amount provided in 
the Government’s Main Estimates 
each year to allow the government to 
meet unforeseen and minor 
expenses. The Committee examined 
whether the government was using 
the contingency fund for its intended 
purpose and whether there is proper 
accountability to Parliament by the 
government. The Committee also 
presented a report on the National 
Capital Commission.

National Security and Defence 


The Committee on National Security 
and National Defence conducted an 
introductory survey of the major 
security and defence issues facing 
Canada. During this study, the 
Committee spent 173.5 hours 
meeting 204 people in hearings and 
fact-finding visits. In addition to 
holding hearings in Ottawa, the 
committee made a fact-finding visit 
to Washington D.C and visited ports 
and airports in Montreal, Vancouver 
and Halifax. It also heard from 
military personnel in regular and 
reserve units of the Canadian Forces 
in Montreal, Esquimalt, Winnipeg, 
Halifax, Dartmouth and Gagetown. In 
Washington, the Committee met 
with congressional and 
Administration leaders responsible 
for defence, security and homeland 
defence. 


In February 2002 the Committee 
submitted its report entitled 
Canadian Security and Military 
Preparedness. One of the 
recommendations of that report was 
the call for an examination of the 
need for a national security policy. 
Subsequently, the Senate asked this 
Committee to undertake this study. 


From April to prorogation in 
September, the Committee spent 
102 hours meeting 191 people in 
hearings and fact-finding visits. In 
addition to hearings in Ottawa, 


the Committee held 
hearings in Toronto on 
airport security and 
made two fact-finding 
visits in Canada. The 
Committee visited 
military installations in 
Ottawa and a land 
border crossing in 
Lansdowne, Ontario, 
as well as military 
bases in Kingston, 
Borden, Trenton and 
Petawawa.

On this order of 
reference, the 
Committee issued a substantive 
report entitled Defence of North 
America: A Canadian Responsibility. 


In the new session of Parliament, the 
Committee’s order of reference on 
the need for a national security 
policy was renewed. One aspect of 
this study dealt with “the capacity of 
the Department of National Defence 
to defend and protect the interests, 
people and territory of Canada and 

its ability to respond to or prevent a 
national emergency or attack.” The 
Committee released, in mid 
November, a report entitled For an 
Extra 130 bucks...Update On 
Canada’s Military Financial Crisis — A 
VIEW FROM THE BOTTOM UP. The 
report reiterated an earlier 
recommendation calling for an 
immediate addition of $4 billion to 
the Department of National Defence 
budget. It also called for the 
withdrawal of all Canadian Forces 
from overseas duty for 24 months in 
order to re-group and re-train. 


In January 2003, the Committee 
released a report entitled The Myth 
of Security at Canada’s Airports. The 
report recommended measures to 
address “the huge security gaps that 
persist behind the scenes in the 
Canadian travel industry” and make 
airline travel significantly safer.

Official languages 


On October 10, 2002, the 
Senate adopted a motion 
proposed by Senator 
Jean-Robert Gauthier to 
create an independent 
Senate committee on 
Official languages. 


The Senate is the Upper 
Chamber of the Canadian 
federation, and has, since 
its creation in 1867, 
represented the interests 
of the regions and 
minorities in Canada. 


Senator Gauthier convinced his 
colleagues that the Senate should 
have its own committee if it really 
wants to fulfill its mandate. 


The mandate of the committee 


To study and report on the operation 
of the Official Languages Act, and of 
the regulations and directives made 
thereunder, within institutions that are 
subject to the Act, as well as upon 
the reports of the Commissioner of 
Official Languages, the President of 
the Treasury Board and the Minister 
of Canadian Heritage. 


The committee held its first meeting 
on December 5, 2002. The witness, 
the Commissioner of Official 
Languages, discussed her annual 
report, tabled in Parliament in 
October 2002.

From November 22 to 30, 2002, a 
delegation from the Association 
including Senator Consiglio Di Nino 
and led by the Chair, Charles Caccia, 
MP, went to the European Parliament 
in Brussels for discussions with 
European counterparts. The topics 
included: 


- the environment and sustainable 
development 

- the European Convention 

- the growth of Europe

- trade and investment relationships 
between Canada and Europe 

- trans-Atlantic relationships

IPU Group delegation at the 
information session with the staff of 
Canada’s Permanent Mission to the 
United Nations, organized by 
Ambassador Heinbecker to discuss 
current major international issues. 


As part of the activities of the 
Parliamentary Assembly of the 
Council of Europe, where Canada 
has observer status, Senator Noel 
Kinsella along with MPs Francine 
Lalonde, Serge Marcil and Aileen 
Carroll visited London and Strasbourg 
from January 23-31, 2003. In London 
the delegation met with 
representatives of the Metropolitan 
Police and the National Criminal 
Intelligence Service to discuss the 
structures in place for combating the 
financing of terrorist groups in the 
United Kingdom. The Economic 
Affairs Committee met the following 
day at the head office of the 
European Bank for Reconstruction 
and Development (EBRD) for 
discussions on Europe’s economic 
prospects, especially in central and 
eastern Europe, and the ERDB’s 
activities. The Committee also

discussed the themes globalization 
and sustainable development, 
reforming the public service in 
Europe, and tax measures for 
encouraging heritage conservation. 


In Strasbourg, the delegation 
attended the first part of the regular 
session of the Parliamentary 
Assembly of the Council of Europe. 
A number of subjects were on the 
agenda, both in committee and in 
plenary session, and the Canadian 
delegates made notable contributions 
in the following areas: (a) the lraq 
issue (Francine Lalonde; (b) the 
conflict in Chechnya (Aileen Carroll); 
(c) the draft of a European protocol 
on terrorism (Senator Kinsella); and 
(d) the European Code of Good 
Practices in Electoral Matters 
(Francine Lalonde). Other topics 
discussed were: social policy 
challenges in “greying” societies, the 
full social integration of persons with 
disabilities, the environment and 
human rights, and globalization and 
sustainable development. The 
delegation also held a working lunch 
with Mexican parliamentarians 
(Mexico also has observer status at 
the Assembly), including the Speaker 
of the Mexican Senate. 


MP Charles Caccia led the 
delegation to the fall session of the 
Parliamentary Assembly of the 
Council of Europe, in Strasbourg, 
from September 23 to 27, 2002. The 
delegation included Senators Lucie 
Pépin and Roch Bolduc and MPs 
Gérard Binet, Francine Lalonde and 
Betty Hinton. 


Members of the delegation 
participated actively in meetings of 
the Assembly’s political groups and 
committees and intervened in several 
key Assembly debates, notably the 
one on the OECD and the world 
economy, and in the urgent debates 
that took place on the risks to the 
integrity of the International Criminal 
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Court and on the threat of military 
action against Iraq. 


Canada-France Inter-Parliamentary 
Association 


Since the legislative elections in 
France in June 2002, the French 
Branch of the France-Canada Inter- 
Parliamentary Association has a new 
chair, Mr. Marc Laffineur, a member 
of the Union pour la majorité 
présidentielle.

The president of the Inter- 
Parliamentary Forum of the Americas 
(FIPA), the Honourable Céline 
Hervieux-Payette, has chaired two 
meetings of the international 
Executive Committee, the first in 
Buenos Aires, in August 2002, and 
the latter in Panama in early 
December. The Executive Committee 
has continued to work on its virtual 
parliament project, which should 
eventually lessen the need for the 
parliamentarians to meet as 
frequently in person. The virtual 
parliament project may set a new 
standard for the international work of 
parliamentarians in the 21% century 
and serve as the model for other 
parliamentary fora to follow. 


FIPA will be holding its next plenary 
meeting in Panama on February 20 
and 21, 2003. Panama has offered 
to host the meeting in 2003 to mark 
its 100" anniversary of independence. 


Inter-Parliamentary Union 


A Special Session of the governing 
Council of the Inter-Parliamentary 
Union (IPU) was held in Geneva from 
September 23 to 27, 2002. Senators 
Joan Fraser, a member of the 
Executive Committee of the IPU, and 
Donald Oliver, a member of the IPU 
Council, were in the Canadian 
delegation, along with three MPs, 
Paddy Torsney, President of the 
Canadian Group and head of the 
delegation, Stéphane Bergeron, and 
Monte Solberg. The Council held a 
general debate on the topic of 
financing for development and made 
important decisions concerning the 
restructuring of the IPU, relations 
between the IPU and the United 
Nations, and the IPU’s budget, which 
had increased by 7%. The Council 
also elected its new president, 
Sergio Paéz from Chile. Senator 
Fraser was particularly effective in 
the Executive Committee where she 
succeeded in limiting the expected 
increases in the Union’s budget, as 
well as in the Gender Partnership 
Group, leading the changes to the 
IPU Statutes with respect to the 
presence of women on national 
delegations to the Union’s various 
institutions and activities. 


On November 19, 2002, Senator Al 
Graham and MPs Paddy Torsney 
and Antoine Dubé, representing the 
Canadian IPU Group, took part in the 
meeting of parliamentarians at the 
United Nations in New York. The 
parliamentarians heard from senior 
staff members of the UN on current 
major international issues, 
particularly Iraq, Kyoto and UN 
reform. On November 20 and 21, the 
Canadian delegation participated in 
the debate in the General Assembly 
on relations between the United 
Nations and regional or other 
organizations. During this mission, 
the IPU was given observer status at 
the UN, along with the right to 
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circulate its documents to the UN, a 
goal of the IPU for many years. In 
addition to the meetings at the UN, 
Senator Graham met with Canada’s 
Permanent Representative to the UN, 
Mr. Paul Heinbecker, for an 
information session; with Canada’s 
Consul General in New York, 
Pamela Wallin; and with another 
Canadian, Louise Fréchette, Deputy 
Secretary-General of the UN. 


Parliamentarians of the Arctic Region 


On August 11-13, 2002, the Fifth 
Conference of Parliamentarians of the 
Arctic Region was held in Tromsg, 
Norway. MP Clifford Lincoln headed 
the Canadian delegation that 
included Senator Frank Mahovlich 
and MPs Peter Adams, Bernard 
Bigras and Judy Wasylycia-Leis.

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Business Highlights 


With the launching of war in Iraq and the outbreak, both 
here and abroad, of cases of Severe Acute Respiratory 
Syndrome, it was the international scene that captured 
most of the attention over the winter. International events 
also influenced the Senate, in particular by affecting the 
meetings planned by the National Security and Defence 
Committee for its visits to Washington in February. 


The recent months saw the first time that the new 
procedure for Royal Assent by written declaration was 
used. On February 13, the Honourable John Major, 
Puisne Justice of the Supreme Court of Canada (SCC), 
acting as the Deputy of the Governor General, gave 
assent by written declaration at his office at the SCC to 
Bill C-4, An Act to amend the Nuclear Safety and Control 
Act. It was only on March 19 , however that Her 
Excellency, the Right Honourable Adrienne Clarkson, 
Governor General of Canada, gave Royal Assent by 
written declaration at her official residence, to Bill C-12, 
An Act to promote physical activity and sport. 


More flexible and faster, the written declaration form will 
probably be used increasingly in the future for Royal 
Assent, becoming the rule while the formal ceremony in 
the Chamber will become the exception. 
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On March 19 at her official residence, Her Excellency, the Right 
Honourable Adrienne Clarkson, Governor General of Canada, 
gave Royal Assent to Bill C-12 by written declaration. 


On another front, the committees have been very active, 
interested as always in all aspects of life in community, 
from marriage to the environment by way of good 
governance, mental health and equal rights. 


A review of trade between Canada andits American and 
Mexican neighbours took the Foreign Affairs Committee to 
Vancouver, Calgary and Winnipeg; many witnesses from 
the public and private sectors were heard, in particular on 
the impact of the free trade agreements of 1988 and 1992. 


Every winter, the Senate welcomes groups of high school 
students from all corners of the country who come to learn 
about parliamentary institutions and practices. Between 
January and April, more than 1,200 young people visited 
the Upper House. A large number of enthusiastic 
senators made a generous contribution to these visits by 
meeting with the students, explaining their role and their 
many functions, and answering their questions, which 
were numerous and to the point.

Continuing Canada’s Leadership 
on Landmines 


In 1996, following years of discussions 
between governments and lobbying by the 
International Campaign to Ban Landmines, Canada 
challenged the world to sign a comprehensive treaty 
banning the weapon. The Ottawa Convention was opened 
for signature on December 3, 1997. To date 143 countries 
have signed the Convention; 131 have passed laws in their 
own countries making it criminal to produce, use or trade 
in the weapon. This marks the first time in the history of 
the world that governments and civil society have come 
together to ban a weapon that has some military use, 
because it impacts on civilians. 


Landmines are among the cruellest of all weapons 
because they don’t recognize the difference between the 
foot of a soldier and the foot of a child. They kill and 
maim long after the soldiers have left the battlegrounds. 
They are not only a weapon of terror, but also an 
impediment to economic and social recovery. They kill 
innocent people, regardless of age, and ruin entire 
societies. Sadly, there are now between 50 and 100 
million landmines lying in wait in some of the most 
disenfranchised countries in the world. 


The presence or threat of landmines prevents refugees 
from returning to their villages. Mines keep farmers from 
planting crops, irrigating fields, and grazing livestock. 
They also prevent engineers from rebuilding roads 
destroyed by hostilities, and hinder international relief and 
peacekeeping efforts. In fact, landmines are the single 
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greatest threat facing Canadian peacekeeping forces. The 
removal of landmines is one of the most pressing 
humanitarian issues of our age. 


In support of Canada’s commitment to the landmine 
issue, the government created the Canadian Landmine 
Fund in 1997, allocating $100 million to advance the 
global implementation of the Ottawa Convention and 
provide direct assistance to mine-affected communities in 
every region of the world over five years. Last November, 
the government announced $72 million in new funding 
which will be disbursed over a five-year period and will 
support global mine action activities, including mine- 
clearing projects, assistance to landmine victims and their 
communities, mine risk education, and the destruction of 
stockpiled mines. The fund will also be used to promote 
universal adherence to the Ottawa Convention and to 
support the development of Canadian-made mine action 
technologies. 


Canadians can be proud of this international leadership 
and the achievements of our government and non- 
government organisations. Yet if we are to achieve the 
global target to eliminate this weapon in our lifetime, we 
must all work together and do what we can to end the 
human and economic suffering caused by this weapon.

Importance of the institution illustrated through 
involvement 


Canadian youth — the next generation of our country’s 
leaders — benefit immensely from senators’ continued 
involvement in educational initiatives like Encounters with 
Canada and Forum for Young Canadians. These 
programs provide an opportunity for senators to help 
youth, from all over Canada, to gain a better 
understanding of not only the key role the Senate has in 
the legislative process, but the day-to-day responsibilities 
of asenator. Students hear first-hand about senators’ 
activities; from preparing speeches for Senate debates, 
reviewing materials and participating in Committee 
meetings, answering correspondence and responding to 
requests for their participation in various events either in 
Ottawa or in their regions. 


During the better part of the school year, close to 130 
students aged 15 to 17 visit the Senate Chamber each 
Monday morning as part of the Encounters with Canada 
program. From various backgrounds and all regions of 
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Canada, the students spend one week in Ottawa learning 
about Canada's institutions. This visit is their first-hand 
introduction to the Senate and its function within 
Parliament. In an 8-week period in early 2003, several 
senators addressed more than 1,040 youth during one- 
hour question and answer sessions in the Chamber. 


Senators also have a long-standing history of involvement 
with the Forum for Young Canadians, a national 
educational program that dates back to 1975. Four week- 
long sessions are held during March and April immersing 
more than 550 students between the ages of 16 and 19 
into the national political arena. Students, whose 
participation has been recommended by their principals, 
spend one full day in the Senate. The day begins with a 
breakfast hosted by the Speaker and then it’s off to the 
Chamber to hear from various Senate representatives. 
Throughout the day, students watch the debates, see 
Committees at work and then put what they’ve witnessed 
to practice in simulated activities.

The unparalleled experience that these high school 
students are afforded during their time at the Senate is 
invaluable; the hands-on learning of the legislative 
process, extraordinary. It is hoped that these events 
might encourage their future career decisions, and for 
those with a particular interest in the parliamentary affairs, 
perhaps spur a desire to pursue a position as a Senate 
page once they reach the university level. Goals begin as 
small seeds, the proper coaching and words of 
encouragement can help them germinate.

This enactment provides for increased transparency and 
objectivity in the selection of suitable individuals to be 
named to high public positions.

This enactment proposes that the 15" 
day of August in each and every year be designated a 
national day. 

Status: In Committee (Legal and Constitutional Affairs)

Kinsella). This enactment aims to assist in the prevention 
of wrongdoing in the Public Service by establishing a 
framework for education on ethical practices in the 
workplace, for dealing with allegations of wrongdoing and 
for protecting whistleblowers.

S-7, An Act to protect heritage lighthouses (Senator 
Michael Forrestall) 

Status: In Committee (Social Affairs, Science and

S-8, An Act to amend the Broadcasting Act (Senator Noel 
Kinsella). This enactment primarily proposes to enable the 
CRTC to make regulations establishing criteria for the 
awarding of costs, and to give the Commission the power 
to award and tax costs between the parties that appear 
before it.

Speaker’s Statement | 


In recent months, there have been few points of order or 
questions of privilege requiring the Speaker to intervene 
and make a ruling or statement. This changed, however, 
on March 26, 2003, when Senator Laurier LaPierre rose to 
request leave to correct an inaccurate interjection 
attributed to him in the Debates of the Senate of the 
previous day. This occurred when Senator Buchanan was 
making a Senator’s Statement at the beginning of the 
sitting. In response, the Senate did not agree to grant 
leave and this decision provoked exchanges among the 
Senators on both the nature of the request and whether it 
was in fact to correct the Hansard record or to change it. 
The issue was particularly sensitive as it related to 
Canada’s international relations and the current war in 
Iraq. 


After listening to the audio tape of events on March 25 to 
verify the record of the exchange, the Speaker made a 
statement to the Senate on March 27. Speaker Hays 
determined that Senator LaPierre was entitled to the 
benefit of doubt and that his request was intended to 
correct the record rather than change it. The Speaker put 
forth the request of the Senator to correct the record once 
again and this time, the Senate agreed and the record 
was corrected accordingly.

Committee Activities | 


Aboriginal Peoples Committee has 


been continuing its 
special study to develop an “Action Plan for Change” for 
issues affecting urban Aboriginal youth. A number of 
meetings were held in Ottawa and the Committee 
heard testimony from Aboriginal service delivery 
agencies from across the country. The Committee also 
held public hearings and hosted youth roundtables in 
Winnipeg, Vancouver and Edmonton from March 17 
through 21. The Committee will complete this study 
over the next few months and anticipates tabling its 
final report in June 2003. 


Agriculture and Forestry 


Committee on 
Agriculture and 
Forestry is now more than five months into its in-depth 
investigation of the impact of climate change on 
agriculture, forestry and rural communities. In its 
quest to examine how today’s farming and forestry 
practices will need to adapt in order to cope with our 
changing environment, the Committee is presently 
studying various proposed scenarios and strategies 
that might assist food production and forest resources 
management industries to adapt to climate change. 


Since beginning public hearings on November 20, 
2002, the Committee has heard testimony from over 
90 witnesses, including Canadian government officials, 
on the current state of our environment and the 
proposed steps to slow climate change. Recently, the 
Committee returned from a week of hearings in 
Western Canada where it listened to witnesses in 
Regina, Edmonton, Lethbridge and Vancouver. 


The Committee has also met with researchers and 
stakeholders to review the regional impact of climate 
change and the local options available for industries to 
adapt to its effects. The members of the Committee 
anticipate making recommendations that will assist 
the agriculture and forestry industries in making 
decisions that will improve their sustainability. 
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In addition to 
the hearings it 
held in Ottawa on the 
present state of the domestic and international financial 
system (and, more specifically, the Canadian dimension 
of the ENRON collapse), the Senate Standing 
Committee on Banking, Trade and Commerce travelled 
to New York and Washington between

March 30 and April 2. During their trip, the members 
met, among others, Mr. Alan Greenspan, the Chairman 
of the Federal Reserve Board, and Senator Paul S. 
Sarbanes and Representative Michael Oxley, the 
authors of the Sarbanes-Oxley Act. They also met with 
the managers of the New York Stock Exchange and the 
Securities Industry Association. 


Since the 
resumption of work 
in February, the 
Standing Committee on Energy, the Environment and 
Natural Resources studied Bill C-4, An Act to amend the 
Nuclear Safety and Control Act, and reported it without 
suggesting any amendments. 


Energy, the environment 
and Natural Resources 


The Committee also examined the implementation of the 
Kyoto Protocol. Since the protocol was put forward in 
1997, the arguments for and against ratifying it have been 
a matter of debate, and the issues have been studied 
and deliberated in many public and private forums. There 
has been a great deal of debate concerning measures 
that would be likely to reduce emissions, but much less 
discussion about procedures to implement such 
measures. The Committee believes that it can make a 
contribution by reviewing in detail the procedures involved 
in the various implementation strategies from the federal 
standpoint. 


In view of the scope of the protocol, the committee 
focused on three areas: 


1. How can people achieve the goal of reducing 
emissions to one tonne? 

2. Alternative sources of energy. 

3. Emissions trading and other “Kyoto mechanisms” 
(joint implementation, specific development 
mechanisms and international emissions trading). 


The Committee began its hearings in February, primarily 
by holding information sessions with officials of the 
Department of the Environment and Natural Resources to 
obtain an overview of the protocol and Canada’s 
obligations under it. 


The Committee also sent a mission to California to 
obtain evidence for its comprehensive study. California 
is alarge and expanding market for energy exports from 
Canada, particularly natural gas and electricity. The 
state is also a leader in terms of innovative approaches 
for reducing greenhouse gas emissions. The 
government, industry and business people also have a 
great deal of experience with emissions trading 
mechanisms.

The committee met representatives of the government, 
business people and academics in California to discuss 
a variety of topics related to its mandate. 


The discussions centred on the regulations that led to 
problems with electricity in California, and how this 
would affect Canada’s interests and actions in this area. 
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In compliance 
with the order of 
reference passed by 
the Senate on Thursday, November 21, 2002, the 
Standing Committee on Foreign Affairs focused its work 
on an examination of the Canada-US trade relationship 
and on the Canada-Mexico trade relationship. In 
particular, the committee considered: a) the 1998 Free 
Trade Agreement; b) the 1992 North American Free 
Trade Agreement; c) secure access for Canadian goods 
and services to the United States and Mexico; and d) the 
development of effective dispute resolution mechanisms, 
with particular emphasis on Canada’s economic relations 
with the countries of the Americas and the World Trade 
Organization’s Doha Round of trade negotiations. 


Foreign Affairs 


In February, the committee held hearings in Vancouver, 
Calgary and Winnipeg, where it heard witnesses from 
the public and private sectors, industry representatives 
(lumber, agriculture, fishing, etc.), academics and 
other experts in Canada-United States-Mexico trade 
relations, including the Minister of International Trade, 
Officials from the Department of Foreign Affairs and 
International Trade, the Hon. Roy MacLaren (former 
Minister of International Trade), the Free Trade Lumber 
Council, the Canadian Chamber of Commerce, the 
Business Council on National Issues, the British 
Columbia Lumber Trade Council, the Canadian 
Cattlemen’s Association, the Canadian Association of 
Petroleum Producers, the Canadian Wheat Board and 
the Canada U.S. Border Trade Alliance. 


The members 
of the Standing 
Committee on Legal 
and Constitutional Affairs have been quite busy since the 
fall of 2002 examining three pieces of proposed 
legislation: Bill S-5, An Act respecting a National 
Acadian Day, Bill C-10, An Act to amend the Criminal 
Code (cruelty to animals and firearms) and the Firearms 
Act, and Bill S-12, An Act to repeal legislation that has 
not been brought into force within ten years of receiving 
royal assent. 


Legal and 
constitutional Affairs 


The study of Bill S-5 regarding a national Acadian day 
was the first item on the Committee's agenda in the 
second session of the 37" Parliament. The first witness 
was Senator Gerald Comeau, the bill’s sponsor, followed 
by Dr. Neil Boucher, a historian from St. Anne University 
in Nova Scotia. When the Committee was referred bill 
C-10 on November 20, 2002, its work on Bill S-5 was 
suspended. The Committee anticipates being able to 
return to the study of Bill S-5 in the near future. 


First among the first tasks when Bill C-10 was referred to 
Committee in November 2002, was to divide this 
proposed bill into two separate bills, namely Bill C-10A 
(Firearms) and Bill C-10 B (Cruelty to Animals.) 


Bill C10A: Among the first witnesses to testify on the 
firearms segment of the bill were the Minister of Justice, 
the Honourable Martin Cauchon, Department of Justice 
officials Richard Mosley, Assistant Deputy Minister 
(Criminal Law Policy), Kathleen Roussel, Counsel, Legal 


Services for the Canadian Firearms Centre and Gary 
Webster, Chief Executive Officer of the Canadian 
Firearms Centre. Other groups who provided testimony 
were the National Firearms Association, the Coalition for 
Gun Control, the Canadian Police Association, the 
Canadian Shooting Sports Association, and the User 
Group on Firearms. The Committee reported the 
firearms portion of Bill C-10 on November 28, 2002 
without amendment. 


Bill C-10B: On November 27, 2002, the Committee 
began hearing witnesses with respect to the cruelty to 
animals provisions. A large number of witnesses were 
heard, including representatives from the Canadian 
Federation of Humane Societies, the Canadian Council 
on Animal Care, the Ontario Federation of Anglers and 
Hunters, Inuit Tapiriit Kanatami, REAL Women of 
Canada and the Canadian Council of Criminal Defence 
Lawyers. Testifying on behalf of the Department of 
Justice were Joanne Klineberg, Counsel, Criminal Law 
Policy, and Richard Mosley. Particularly interesting and 
enlightening testimony came from two experts on pain 
in animals: Dr. Alexander Livingston, a vertebrate 
specialist and dean of the Western College of Veterinary 
Medicine, and Dr. Shelly Adamo, an invertebrate 
specialist and researcher at Dalhousie University. 


The Committees study of the proposed animal cruelty 
amendments continues. Once complete, it hopes to 
resume its study of Bill S-5 and then begin its 
examination of Bill S-12. 
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During 
February and 
March 2003, the 
Committee on National Finance completed its 
examination and presented final reports on the 
government’s Main Estimates for 2002-2003 and the 
Supplementary Estimates "B". These two reports, 
which were presented concurrently, were the culmination 
of alengthy review process and meetings with senior 
government officials including the Minister of Canadian 
Heritage, Treasury Board of Canada Secretariat and the 


National Finance 


Auditor General. In the first three months of 2003, the 
Committee produced a total of three of the six reports 
dealing with the Main Estimates for 2002-2003. 


As the examination of the Main Estimates unfolded, the 
Committee took particular interest in two issues, 
namely the financing of foundations at arms length from 
the government and the Canadian hosting policy on 
major international events. The Committee will be 
studying these issues further and will formulate their 
reports when those examinations are complete. 


Over the past 
few months, the 
Committee 
maintained an active pace as it continued its study of a 
national security policy. During the week of January 27, 
Committee members travelled to western Canada for a 
combination of fact-finding visits and public hearings. 


National Security 
and Defence 


In Regina, the Committee toured the RCMP Training 
Depot and municipal emergency facilities. Hearings 
were also held with first responders and representatives 
of various reserve units throughout the province. The 
Committee also paid a visit to the City of Edmonton’s 
emergency response operations center and later heard 
evidence about how various levels of government 
coordinate their activities during a national emergency or 
disaster. The Committee also visited the Edmonton 
Garrison, Canada’s largest army base and home of the 
Princess Patricia Canadian Light Infantry who served in 
Afghanistan. While in Vancouver, the Committee 
continued to meet with first responders, this time 
focusing on the City of Vancouver’s preparations in case 
of an earthquake. Committee members also met with 
senior Officers from eight Vancouver area army reserve 
units. 


The Committee’s public meetings in Ottawa focused on 
two areas of study: first responders, and briefings 
related to the Committee’s Washington visit. Witnesses 
who appeared before the Committee regarding first 
responders were from Health Canada and the 
municipalities of Ottawa, Gatineau, Saint John, 

St. John’s, London and Hamilton. Several Committee 


members also conducted a fact-finding visit to Windsor 
where they met with local first responders in addition to 
studying border issues. 


In preparation for the Committee’s meetings in 
Washington during the week of March 24, several on-the- 
record briefings were held with senior officials from the 
Canada Customs and Revenue Agency, Citizenship and 
Immigration Canada, the Canadian Coast Guard, the 
Department of the Solicitor General of Canada, the 
Security and Intelligence Coordinator of the Privy Council 
Office, the head of the Communications Security 
Establishment, the head of the Canadian Security and 
Intelligence Service, the Department of National Defence, 
the head of the Borders Task Force at the Privy Council 
Office, and the Department of Foreign Affairs and 
International Trade. 


The timing of the Committee’s pre-scheduled trip to 
Washington coincided with the first week of the war 
against Iraq, a factor that greatly influenced the 
availability some of the legislators, representatives of the 
Administration and a cross section of think tanks that 
the Committee was scheduled to meet with. 
Nevertheless, the Committee succeeded in meeting for 
some 30 hours with a total of 40 persons, including 18 
legislators and senior officials from the Pentagon, the 
White House, the Department of Transport and the 
Transportation Security Agency. Numerous issues were 
discussed including: defence capabilities, Northern 
Command, coastal defence, border security, customs 
enforcement, entry/exit requirements, safe third country 
agreement, intelligence gathering and analysis, and port 
and airport security. 
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Subcommittee on 
Veterans Affairs Subcommittee 
on Veterans Affairs 
has kept a steady pace and continues its study on 
benefits for veterans. The Subcommittee concentrated 
its attention on the specific benefits provided to 
members of Canada's military who are killed or 
severely injured while on duty — benefits payable under 
the provisions of the Service Income Security Service 
Plan (SISIP). The Subcommittee members learned 
that senior officers with a rank of Colonel or higher 
qualify for a payment of up to $250,000 while junior 
ranks do not. 


The Subcommittee received moving testimony about 
this inequitable treatment from Major (retd) Bruce 
Henwood, who lost both legs while serving in Bosnia. 
Testimony that the provision for this type of insurance 
is usually available for a small sum was received from 
representatives from both the public and private sector. 


Shortly before senior officials from the department of 
National Defence were scheduled to appear, the 
Minister announced changes to the military plan so 
that new all members of the Canadian Forces, 
regardless of their rank, are eligible for coverage. A 
week later, on February 19, the Minister appeared 
before the Subcommittee to provide further details. The 
issue of the plan’s retroactivity to allow for individuals 
like Major Henwood to receive payment has yet to be 
resolved. The Committee released its report on this 
study entitled Fixing the Canadian Forces’ Method of 
Dealing with Death or Dismemberment on April 16. The 
report is available on-line at 
www.senate-senat.ca/vets-comb.asp. 


The Subcommittee returned to its study on post- 
traumatic stress disorder (PTSD). Witnesses from the 
Department of National Defence and Veterans Affairs 
Canada, told Subcommittee members about a new 
program where people with first-hand experience with 
PTSD are able to reach out to those suffering this 
malady. The Subcommittee also traveled to Ste-Anne- 
de-Bellevue, Quebec, on April 3 to Ste Anne’s Hospital 
there they visited the mental health unit and PTSD 
centre. 


Rules, Procedures and The 

the Rights of Parliament Government's 
Ethics Package was 
the Committee’s main focus in February and March of 
this year. Committee members heard from witnesses 
representing the Government, the Parliamentary 
Spouses Association, Democracy Watch, provincial 
Ethics Commissioners, the federal Ethics Counsellor as 
well as former parliamentarians. 


The Committee also presented a report recommending 
that the Senate adopt a new rule that would allow for a 
process where once a committee tables a report, it 
could be referred to the Government for a comprehensive 
response within 150 days. Debate on this 
recommendation is ongoing. 


Social Affairs, Science 


and technology Committee 
continues its multi- 


phase study on health and health care. This past 
February, members began an in-depth study into the 
complex subject of mental health and mental illness in 
Canada. Three meetings were convened involving 
government officials, researchers, physicians and 
individuals who were personally touched by the issue of 
mental illness. 


This comprehensive study is a result of the 
Committee’s roundtable discussion on the same 
subject that was held in June of 2001. It was 
demonstrated that a person’s mental health is an 
integral part of their health and wellness, and is as 
important as physical health is to their daily living. 
According to data provided to the Committee, the 
economic burden of mental health problems and 
illnesses was estimated at $14.4 billion in 1998. Armed 
with this important information, the Committee sought 
and received permission from the Senate to initiate this 
study. 


During the last few months, the Committee also 
initiated an examination of Bill S-13, An Act to amend 
the Statistics Act. The Committee anticipates that its 
review of the legislation will be completed shortly. 
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Canada-China Legislative Association 


Transport and 


Communications Committee 
finished its 


examination of Bill S-8 on February 1, a Private 
Senator Public Bill that would grant the CRTC the 
power to award costs to interveners appearing before it 
on cases under the Broadcasting Act. Following 
extensive hearings that dated back to October 2002, 
the Committee reported the bill to the Senate on 
March 20, without amendments but with observations. 
Consideration of Bill S-8 originally began in the 
firstsession of the 37" Session of Parliament. 


The 11 Annual Meeting of the Asia-Pacific Parliamentary 
Forum was held in Kuala Lumpur, Malaysia from 

January 13 to 15. The Honourable Jack Austin, Senator, 
and Joe Volpe, MP, Co-Chairs of the Canada-China 
Legislative Association were in attendance. The 
delegation was led by Byron Wilfert, MP, Co-Chair of the 
Canada-Japan Inter-Parliamentary Group. 


On March 20, the Committee was authorized to 
undertake a major examination of Canada's media 
industries, emerging trends and developments in these 
industries; the media’s role, rights, and responsibilities 
in Canadian society; and current and appropriate future 
policies relating thereto.

InterparliamentaryActivities 


Canada-Europe Parliamentary Association 


Senator Noel Kinsella was part of the delegation of the 
Canada-Europe Parliamentary Association to London at 
the end of January to attend a meeting of the Committee 
on Economic and Development Issues of the Council of 
Europe Parliamentary Assembly at the headquarters 
European Bank for Reconstruction and Development. The 
delegation was led by Aileen Carroll, MP, Vice-Chair of the 
Association and Parliamentary Secretary to the Minister 
of Foreign Affairs. Senator Kinsella distinguished himself 
with an intervention on the committee’s report on The 
Reform of the Public Service in Europe. He then went to 
Strasbourg for the first part of the Council of Europe 
Parliamentary Assembly session. The session provided 
an opportunity for lively debate over the Iraq issue, plans 
for a referendum in Chechnya, globalization and 
sustainable development and a code of conduct for 
elections. Senator Kinsella took part in the debate on the 
European Convention for the Repression of Terrorism.

APF in Ottawa from March 25 to 28. 

Among the many topics on the agenda, Senator 
Rose-Marie Losier-Cool submitted her report on 
sustainable development, which is the theme of the next 
Francophonie Summit to be held in Ouagadougou 
(Burkina Faso) in 2004. 


Ten new recipients of the Ordre de la Pléiade were 
decorated on March 27. The Pléiade award, which is 
international in scope, recognizes the merits of people 
who have served the ideals of the APF with distinction. 
Senator Jean-Robert Gauthier, Honorary President of the 
APF, made Dr. Bernard Patry, the President of the 
Canadian Section of the APF, a Commandeur of the 
Order. He also made Senator Pierre Claude Nolin a 
Chevalier. 


On February 13, there was a Parliamentary Round Table 
on Canada-Europe relations, with many members of the 
European diplomatic corps and members of the 
Association in attendance, including numerous senators. 
The Round Table, which was co-chaired by Mr. Charles 
Caccia, Chair of the Association, and his Excellency 

Mr. Leonidas Chrysanthopoulos, the Greek Ambassador, 
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as Greece is chairing the European 
Union until July 2003, discussed two 
main subjects: 1) Canadian- 
European relations in the wake of the 
Canada-Europe Summit of 
December 2002; and 2) the proposed 
European Convention.

Inter-Parliamentary Union 


Senator Joan Fraser attended the 
meeting of the Inter-Parliamentary 
Union Executive Committee held in 
Geneva on February 19 and 20. A 
number of items were on the agenda, 
including the Iraq issue, the reform of 
the IPU, relations with the UN and 
other international organizations such 
as the World Trade Organization 
(WTO) and UNESCO, and the 
admission of Saudi Arabia to the 
Union.

Awards 


Senator Pierre Claude Nolin was 
awarded the Order of La Pléaide by 
the Canadian branch ofthe 
Assemblée parlementaire de la 
Francophonie (APF) at a ceremony 
held in Ottawa on March 27. Senator 
Nolin, who practiced law prior to his 
appointment in June of 1993, was 
presented with the Order s Chevalier 
medal for his professional 
contributions to numerous Senate 
Committees as well as his volunteer 
efforts with several foundations in 
Montreal. 


The Chevalier medal is the first of five 
levels within La Pléaide, the Order of 
the international French-speaking 
community and cultural dialogue that 
recognizes individuals who have 
served APF ideals with distinction. 
Created in 1967, APF is 
headquartered in Paris, France. 


Passings 


The Honourable Richard J. Doyle, 
who represented the division of North 
York, Ontario, in the Senate from 
1985 to 1998, died in Toronto on 
April 9, 2003. The funeral was held 
on April 16. 
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The adjournment of the Senate on June 19 put an end toa 
very busy spring for the Upper House and its Committees. 
Between the beginning of April and the summer 
adjournment, several Senate Committees presented or 
tabled numerous reports. 


From the health of the Canadian and international financial 
systems, through Canada-US and Canada-Mexico trade 
relations, to proposed solutions for the dwindling fish 
stocks in the North Atlantic, the range of subjects studied 
by Senate committees is vast and varied. Since 
Canadians do not follow the activity of the Senate ona 
daily basis, they do not always catch the echoes of its 
productive discussions and prudent recommendations. 


One recent report was an exception to this rule, attracting 
a striking amount of attention in the media and a great 
many letters to the editor from readers with opinions on 
the subject. The bill dealing with cruelty to animals, which 
the Senate and the House of Commons continue to send 
back and forth to each other, seems to have hit a nerve. 


Some people have wrongly accused Senators of blocking 
long-needed changes in outdated legislation that no longer 
reflects current values. On the contrary: there is obviously 
quite a broad consensus in both houses on the need for a 
law against cruelty to animals. The amendments 
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suggested by the Committee on Legal and Constitutional 
Affairs, and endorsed by the whole Senate, are designed 
to protect traditional Aboriginal hunting and fishing 
practices and reasonable and generally accepted 
livestock raising and management practices. 


In the debates around passage of this bill, the Senate has 
unequivocally demonstrated what it does best: focussing 
its full attention on the careful consideration of issues, 
enabling improvements to proposed legislation for greater 
benefit of all Canadians. The complete account of the 
Committee’s proceedings can be found at www.parl.gc.ca 
under “Committee Business.”

is indifferent to it. 


More often than 
not, however, 
those who 
criticize or want 
to reform the 
Senate have never 
set foot inside the 
Chamber, read its 
reports, or 
familiarized 
themselves with 
its work. 


In fact, few Canadians know very much about the Senate 
and until now they did not really have a convenient means 
to learn about it as an integral part of our national 
Parliament. 


This is what personally motivated me, along with a group 
of renowned Canadian academics from across the country 
and two experienced colleagues from the Senate, to 
undertake a study on the history, role and functions of the 
Senate in our parliamentary system. 


All of us wanted to present a perspective on the true 
nature of the Senate and to fill the clear need for objective 
and publicly accessible information about it. 
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The Parliament of Canada is the only bicameral legislature 
in this country. Within our constitutional framework, each 
House has a specific role in examining bills, reviewing the 
budget and studying policies of public interest. 


As the role of Parliament grew and became more 
complex, so too did the relationship between 
M the House of Commons and the Senate, the 
‘| | chamber of sober second thought. 

| Fundamentally, however, the appointed 

| Senate has always played an important role 
: as a complementary counterbalance to the 
| elected House of Commons. 


| Historically, the Senate was also intended to 
| ensure regional balance and the protection of 
| minority interests. The responsibility for 
defending minority rights has taken on greater 
meaning since the incorporation into our 
Constitution of the Canadian Charter of Rights 
and Freedoms in 1982. The Senate has 
assumed a responsibility in guaranteeing 
these rights and freedoms and 
counterbalancing the influence of majorities. 


Through a collection of essays, this book defines the 
institutional principles that underpin the Senate and its 
particular role as the complementary chamber to the 
House of Commons. We have also addressed the 
question of reform. Several proposals are put forward to 
improve the Senate, to make it better and more credible to 
the public, without requiring a constitutional amendment. 


The end result is an understanding and appreciation of the 
real Senate.

The Senate provides some check on the power of Cabinet 
and its Commons’ majority without challenging or 
offending today’s democratic culture. Contrary to the 
working assumption of many of our critics, journalistic and 
otherwise, repeated studies have shown that the Senate’s 
work is cost effective. Its abolition would only increase the 
already excessive control of our governmental institutions 
by the Cabinet and bureaucracy. 


“Triple-E” advocates, who believe that elected senators 
from their regions would be impervious to the call of party 
loyalty and could be counted on to support the perceived 
regional perspective instead, are not thinking realistically. 
It would be quite risky to proceed to an elected Senate 
without, at the same time, negotiating at least its powers 
in relation to those of the Commons, and its regional 
distribution of seats. 


Tightening our attendance rules, creating an ethics 
committee and other such improvements will not assuage 
those who hold a principled objection to the Senate as 
presently constituted. For them, the Senate’s definitive, 
existential flaw, that it is a non-elected legislative 
chamber, nullifies its virtues. 


In my opinion, none of the alternatives proposed by the 
opponents to the system of prime-ministerial 
appointments would be an improvement. In fact, the 
patronage prerogative lets the Prime Minister compensate 
somewhat for imbalances of gender and race in the 
elected House. 


| believe the Senate should consider making a number of 
areas of national importance its areas of continuing study. 
The institutional memory and continuity of the Senate 
would be used to good advantage in this way. The federal 
public service, the armed forces and RCMP, the legal and 
judicial system, public broadcasting, and the National 
Capital Region need more serious and continuous 
attention than they are now getting.

Legislative Activities 


Proposed legislation in a wide variety of areas is 
examined by the Parliament of Canada, in the form of 
bills. These can be introduced either in the Senate or in 
the House of Commons, and are divided into two main 
groups: 


| Public Bills 


Minister (in “nent case their number is preceded by the 
letter C). 


An ordinary Senator can also initiate consideration of a 
public bill by introducing it in the Senate (as can a private 
Member in the House of Commons). 


Private bills convey special rights or powers on a 
particular individual or a specific group.

Passed at third 
reading on June 19, 2003. Royal 
Assent was given the same day.

Aboriginal Peoples Committee 


recently conducted a 
study of Bill C-6, the proposed Specific Claims 
Resolution Act. The Act seeks to establish the Canadian 
Centre for the Independent Resolution of First Nations 
Specific Claims to provide the filing, negotiations and 
resolution of specific claims and make related 
amendments to other Acts. Members reported the bill to 
the Senate with six amendments as well as observations 
after hearing from the Minister of Indian Affairs and 
Northern Development, the Assembly of First Nations, 
First Nations Communities and other interested groups. 
The Committee hopes that their observations 


concerning particular issues will be considered by the 
Minister when he conducts his review of mandate of the 
Centre and of the legislation, which is required in three 
to five years of its coming into force. 


The Committee has now returned to its special study of 
issues affecting urban Aboriginal youth. Primarily, the 
Committee is examining the issues of access, provision 
and delivery of services; policy and jurisdictional issues; 
employment and education; access to economic 
opportunities and youth participation and empowerment. 
The Committee hopes to complete the study shortly 
after Senate resumes sitting in September. 


From 
November 2002 
to June 2003, the 
Committee examined the effects of climate change on 
Canada’s agricultural, forestry sectors and rural 
communities. This study resulted from the Committee’s 
previous study, Canadian Farmers at Risk. 


Agriculture and Forestry 


Since climate change is affecting agriculture and forestry 
operations from coast to coast, the Committee actively 
sought the views of farmer organizations, rural 
associations, ecotourism groups and environmental and 
conservation organizations from all regions of Canada. 


The Committee also identified the leading researchers in 
the field of climate change and adaptation and heard from 
witnesses at the forefront of the subject from universities, 
research centres, and governments across Canada as 


Recently, the Committee travelled to the Maritimes to 
hear the concerns of Atlantic Canada’s farmers. The 
farmers repeatedly expressed their apprehension about 
changes in climate yet remained unsure as to how they 
could cope with, or adapt to, apparently new climate 
scenarios. 


The Committee’s interim report, Climate Change: We Are 
At Risk, was released on June 18 and the Committee is 
now inviting stakeholders to propose relevant and realistic 
suggestions that could help Canadians in rural areas and 
also, where applicable, in urban areas to adapt to climate 
change. 


The Committee anticipates releasing its final report in 
October 2003. 
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A year-long 
study of the 
present state of the 
domestic and international financial system came to a 
close with the June 19 tabling of the Committee’s twelfth 
report, Navigating Through “The Perfect Storm:” 
Safeguards To Restore Investor Confidence. Specifically, 
the Committee focussed on the Canadian dimension of 
the ENRON collapse. 


Banking, Trade and 
Commerce 


Hoping to help restore investor confidence in a stock 
market shaken by several years of corporate scandals 


across North America, the Committee members were 
unanimous in their recommendations for legislative 
changes that would affect federally incorporated 
corporations and their directors, executives and 
accountants. 


The Committee also began their examination of the 
administration and operation of the Bankruptcy and 
Insolvency Act and the Companies’ Creditors 
Arrangement Act. Thus far, seven meetings have been 
held and more than 34 witnesses have appeared before 
the Committee. Members will resume this study in 
September. 
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Since the 
beginning of April, 
the Committee has 


Energy, the Environment 
and Natural Resources 


studied three bills. 


Regarding Bill C-2, An Act to establish a process for 
assessing the environmental and socio-economic 
effects of certain activities in Yukon, the Committee 
heard testimony from the Minister of Indian Affairs and 
Northern Development, officials from his department and 
representatives from seven other organizations. The 
Committee reported the bill without amendment. 


Regarding Bill S-10, An Act concerning personal 
watercraft in navigable waters, sponsored by the 
Honourable Mira Spivak, the Committee heard over a 
dozen organizations and individuals in hearings that 
began in the spring and went until June. 


Thirdly, the Committee studied Bill C-9, An Act to 
amend the Canadian Environmental Assessment Act, 
and reported it to the Senate without amendment. 


Respecting its order of reference to consider “emerging 
issues related to its mandate,” the Committee chose to 
focus on the implementation of the Kyoto Protocol. The 
Committee heard from the Honourable Herb Dhaliwal, 
Minister of Natural Resources, officials from his 
department and officials from the Climate Change 
Secretariat. Members also heard from the Honourable 
David Anderson, Minister of the Environment, and 
Officials from his department. The Committee is 
currently gathering evidence from various stakeholders 
(industry, environmental groups, etc.) to prepare a report 
on how Canadians can reach the goal of reducing their 
greenhouse gas emissions to one tonne, as proposed in 
the Climate Change Plan for Canada. 


Since April, 
the Committee 
has continued its 
long-term examination of Canada’s trade relationships 
with both the United States and Mexico. Over the last 
few months, 29 meetings have been held and close to 
100 individuals have been heard including Mr. Luis 
Ernesto Derbez Bautista, the Mexican Secretary of 
Foreign Relations. Prior to heading to Washington on a 
fact-finding mission, the Committee met with United 
States Ambassador, Paul Cellucci, on April 28, for an 
informal exchange of views on trade issues, as well as 
the potential impact of new security measures on cross- 
border trade. 


Foreign Affairs 


While in Washington, the Committee attended a series 
of scheduled meetings on trade issues with U.S. 
Senator Craig Thomas, Chair of the Subcommittee on 
International Trade; U.S. Senator Susan Collins, Chair of 
the Senate Committee on Governmental Affairs; the 
Northern Border Caucus and senior administration 
Officials. 


Following its extensive examination of Canada’s trade 
relations, the Committee tabled its report entitled: 
Uncertain Access: The Consequences of U.S. Security 
and Trade Actions for Canadian Trade Policy (Volume 1) 
on June 13. The report contains 15 recommendations 
such as the need for a secure and trade-efficient border 
and the establishment of a NAFTA secretariat, which 
would explore new ways of ending trade disputes and 
improve the effectiveness of existing dispute 
mechanisms. The Committee also recommended that 
the Government improve the official Canadian presence 
in the United States, establish a Parliamentary Office in 
Washington, continue to seek out a comprehensive free 
trade agreement with Europe and make free trade with 
key Asian countries a priority. 


Fisheries and Oceans Cammittes 


presented its 3" 
report on March 27, 2003, and recommends the 
immediate implementation of a multi-faceted plan to 
rebuild the Northern and Gulf cod stocks, which are at 
historically low levels. The report also recommends that a 
task force be set up to identify the reasons for the stock 
collapse and present solutions for stock recovery and 
conservation. 


a 


On June 16, 2003, the Committee tabled its 5" report, 
an interim report on straddling fish stocks in the 
Northwest Atlantic, the result of six months’ work on the 
stock collapse in this region. The Committee 
recommended, among other things, that Canada have 
more say in the Northwest Atlantic Fisheries 
Organization and that our country move to ratify the 
1982 United Nations Convention on the Law of the Sea. 
When the Committee resumes its work in the fall, it will 
be examining the issues related to fish habitat, and the 
fisheries of Nunavut and Nunavik. 
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Committee 
continued its 
examination of the Organization of American States 
(OAS)American Convention on Human Rights. The 
Committee studied the Convention’s provisions and 
focussed on incompatibilities between the Convention 
and current Canadian law. 


The Committee’s thorough research and investigation, 
which originally began in November 2002, culminated in 
May with the release of its fourth report, Enhancing 
Canada’s Role in the OAS: Canadian Adherence to the 
American Convention on Human Rights. 


Despite having heard legitimate concerns about the 
compatibility of Canadian law with some of the 
Convention’s provisions, the Committee did not find any 
insurmountable obstacles to ratification. Instead, the 
Committee focused on the benefits of ratification, such 
as an increase in the protection of human rights for 
Canadians, and recommended that Canada ratify the 
Convention before its 30" anniversary in 2008. 


In June, members started their examination of legal 
issues affecting on-reserve matrimonial real property on 
the breakdown of a marriage or a common-law 
relationship. Background information on the current 
situation of matrimonial property was provided by 
Minister of Indian and Northern Affairs during his 
appearance before the Committee prior to the summer 
adjournment. 


Over the course of this study, the Committee will be 
examining: 


* the interplay between provincial and federal laws in 
addressing the division of matrimonial property and, 
in particular, the enforcement of court decisions; 


+ the practice of land allotment on-reserve, with respect 
to custom land allotment, and 


¢ in the case of marriage or common-law relationships, 
the status of spouses and how real property is 


divided on the breakdown of the relationship. 


Members will resume hearings in September. 


Internal Economy, Budgets The 


and Administration Committee's 
mandate is to 


consider all financial or administrative matters relating to 
the internal management of the Senate. 


Since April 1°, the Committee met on six occasions. 
Among the numerous issues addressed during these 
meetings were new measures aimed at making the work 
of the Upper Chamber and its committees more 
accessible to the hearing-impaired. 


In the spirit of making the Senate more accessible, the 
Committee has, for the first time, opened the Salon de 
la Francophonie to visitors this summer. 
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Legal and 
Constitutional Affairs 


Committee 
conducted an 
exhaustive series of hearings on Bill C-10B, An Act to 
amend the Criminal Code (cruelty to animals) before 
proposing five amendments. The Senate adopted the 
Committee’s report on May 29 and returned the bill to 
the House of Commons. The House returned a message 
to the Senate on June 6, accepting only some of the 
Senate’s amendments. 


The matter was put back into the Committee’s hands 
when the Senate referred the House’s message 
regarding the bill’s amendments for further study. The 
Committee recommended that some amendments be 
insisted upon and the Senate concurred. As the House 
had already adjourned, this controversial legislation 
must await the return of Parliament in the fall. 


The Committee also reviewed Bill C-24, An Act to 
amend the Canada Elections Act and the Income Tax 
Act (political financing) and Bill C-39, An Act to amend 
the Members of Parliament Retiring Allowances Act and 
the Parliament of Canada Act.) Both bills were reported 
to the Senate without amendment. 


The Committee also undertook the study of two Private 
Senator Public Bills. Bill S-5, An Act respecting a 
National Acadian Day, sponsored by the Hon. Gerald 
Comeau was reported with amendments. 


In addition, the Committee began studying Bill S-12, An 
Act to repeal legislation that has not been brought into 
force within 10 years of receiving royal assent (Statutes 
Repeal Act), sponsored by the Hon. Tommy Banks. 


Examination of this bill will resume in September. 
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National Finance 


Committee 
continued its 
examination of the Government's Main Estimates for 
2003-2004 and presented an interim report to the 
Senate on May 27. As part of the review, members 
heard from the President of the Treasury Board, the 
Honourable Lucienne Robillard, who appeared before 
the Committee earlier in May. The Committee also 
examined Bill C-28, the Budget Implementation Act, 
2003, which received Royal Assent on June 19. 


On June 13, 2003, the Committee received an Order of 
Reference to examine Bill C-25, the Public Service 
Labour Relations Act. This Act seeks to modernize 
employment and labour relations in the public service, 
to amend the Financial Administration Act, the 
Canadian Centre for the Management Development Act 
and to make consequential amendments to other Acts. 


Since April 
2003, the 
Committee made 
its ongoing evaluation of Canada’s ability to defend its 
territorial waters and its capability to police the 
continental coastline a priority. 


National Security 
and Defence 


These hearings update an earlier Committee report, 
Defence of North America: A Canadian Responsibility 
(September 2002), which found Canadian coastal 
defence efforts to be largely ad hoc and fragmented. 


The Committee heard testimony from government 
witnesses including officials from the Navy, the Canadian 
Coast Guard, the Royal Canadian Mounted Police, 
Transport Canada, Canada Customs and Revenue 
Agency and Citizenship and Immigration Canada. 


In order to gather as much information as possible, the 
Committee also heard from a number of academics as 
well as retired public servants whose former activities 
involved coastal matters. The Committee expects to 
finalize its report in the near future. 


This coming fall, the Committee will return to its study 
on first responders. As part of its long-term evaluation of 
Canada’s ability to contribute to security and defence in 
North America, the Committee has already held several 
hearings concerning the federal government's support of 
the men and women across the country who respond 
first to emergencies or disasters. 


The past 
three months 
have been a busy 
and active time for the Subcommittee. One of the 
Subcommittee’s recommendations from its recent 
report, Fixing the Canadian Forces’ Method of Dealing 
with Death or Dismemberment, released this past April 
has now been taken up by the Minister of National 
Defence. The Honourable John McCallum recently 
announced his intention to introduce the legislation for 
retroactive payments to members of the Canadian 
Forces (CF) below the rank of Colonel, who were 
severely injured or killed on duty, and have not received 
certain benefits. 


Subcommittee on 
Veterans Affairs 


The Subcommittee’s report dealt with inequalities in the 
insurance program for members of the CF and, since its 
release, many policy changes have been made to the 
insurance program. 


In early April, the Subcommittee was asked to examine 
the bill C-227, An Act Respecting a National Day of 
Remembrance of the Battle of Vimy Ridge. The 
Subcommittee listened to four witnesses and reported 
the bill without amendment, although it did recommend 
that the Department of Canadian Heritage develop 
criteria for the flying of flags at half-staff, and also for the 
addition and deletion of occasions for the flying of flags 
at half-staff on the Peace Tower. The bill was passed in 
time for the first observance of the National Day of 
Remembrance on April 9, 2003. 


The Subcommittee also concluded its study of services 
for veterans suffering from post-traumatic stress disorder 
(PTSD) and its report, Occupational Stress Injuries: The 
Need for Understanding, was tabled in the Senate on 
June 19. The Subcommittee undertook fact-finding visits 
and heard from numerous witnesses including the 
Minister of Veteran Affairs. 


Chief among their recommendations was that an 
aggressive outreach program informing veterans that 
service-related psychological injuries are as pensionable 
as physical injuries be put in place. 


In addition, the Subcommittee undertook a study of Bill 
C-411, An Act to establish Merchant Navy Veterans 
Day. Bill C-411 was given Royal Assent on June 19 and 
the first ever Merchant Navy Veterans Day will be 
observed on September 3, 2003. 
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Rules, Procedures and Examination 


the Rights of Parliament ofthe 
Government's 


Ethics Package continued this spring and an interim 
report advocating an independent Senate Ethics Officer 
was tabled April 10. The report provided general 
recommendations for the drafters of related legislation 
and key elements from the report were included in the 
resulting proposed legislation Bill C-34. 


During the course of the study, the Committee heard 
from academics, current provincial Ethics 
Commissioners, former Parliamentarians and 
colleagues from the House of Lords. 


Since tabling the interim report, the Committee has been 
examining a draft of rules of conduct for Senators and 
further academic witnesses on this subject have been 
heard. In addition, the Lord Privy Seal and Leader of the 
Government in the House of Lords, Lord Williams of 
Mostyn, appeared before the Committee on June 9, 
along with officials from the House of Lords and his 
ministerial office, to discuss the implementation of their 
code of conduct. The Committee also studied Bill C-15, 
An Act to amend the Lobbyists Registration Act, which 
was given Royal Assent on June 11. 


Social Affairs, Science The 


and Technology Committee's 
study of mental 


health problems and mental illnesses in Canada 
continues. In the spring of 2003, the Committee heard 
from four individuals who were personally touched by 
difficulties associated with mental disorders. The 
Committee then proceeded with several roundtable 
discussions covering: 


- Prevalence and Costs; 

- Mental Health in the Workplace; 

+ Stigma, Discrimination, Myths and Public Awareness; 
- Childhood and Adolescent Disorders; 

- Adult Disorders; 

- Seniors Disorders; 

- De-Institutionalization and Rehabilitation; 

- Delivery of Mental Health Services; and 

- Research and Information Dissemination. 


According to the Committee’s work plan, these 
roundtable discussions are part of a two-phase study. 
Following the completion of its initial roundtables, the 
Committee will prepare an interim report. Based on the 
opinions received from its preliminary findings, it will then 
proceed with further consultations and prepare a final 
report. 


The Committee also concluded its examination of 

Bill S-13, An Act to amend the Statistics Act, which 
would permit the release of past census information to 
individuals. 


On June 19, the Committee received an Order of 
Reference to undertake a study on the infrastructure and 
governance of the public health system in Canada, as 
well as on Canada’s ability to respond to public health 
emergencies arising from outbreaks of infectious 
disease. 


On April 29, 
2003, the 
Committee began a 
major review of Canada’s news media. Members are 
currently examining the appropriate role of public policy 
in order to help ensure that Canadian news media 
remains healthy, independent and diverse given the 
changes in the media in recent years: notably due to

globalization, technological change, convergence, and 
concentration of ownership. 


The Committee has already heard from some thirty 
witnesses including academics, lawyers, former 
newspaper publishers and broadcasting executives, as 
well as producers. Hearings are expected to continue 
throughout the year and to involve travel within Canada. 
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Interparliamentary 


Activities 


Assemblée parlementaire de la 
Francophonie (APF) 


The APF Parliamentary Affairs 
Committee met in Sofia, Bulgaria, from 
May 17 to 21, 2003, under the 
chairmanship of the Honourable Pierre 
De Bané. The meeting focussed on 
the protection of minorities and on 
sustainable development, the topic for 
the next Francophone Summit. 


The Canadian Branch of the APF held 
its annual meeting on May 6, 2003, 
and elected its steering committee. 
The nine elected members will serve a 
two-year term. Three senators will sit 
on the steering committee: the 
Honourable Pierre De Bané (Vice- 
President), the Honourable Gerald 
Comeau and the Honourable Rose- 
Marie Losier-Cool. 


The APF was founded in 1967. Its 
objectives, among others, are to 
represent the interests and aspirations 
of French-speaking peoples before the 
governing bodies of international 
French-language organizations, to 
promote co-operation and strengthen 
solidarity within the international 
French-speaking community, while 
respecting the right to development, 
and to contribute to the spread of the 
French language. 


Canada-China Legislative 
Association 


The Canada-China Legislative 
Association held its Annual General 
Meeting on April 2, in Ottawa. The 
meeting was presided by Senator Jack 
Austin, Co-Chair. Senators John 
Buchanan, Joseph A. Day and 
Vivienne Poy were elected as Vice- 
Chairs. 


Due to the SARS situation, a number 
of the Association’s activities and 
visits from Chinese parliamentarians 
and officials were postponed. 
Nevertheless, members of the 
Association are anticipating hosting 
their Chinese counterparts in Canada 
this coming fall. 


Established in the fall of 1998, the 
Canadian Group of the Canada-China 
Legislative Association exchanges 
information and promotes better 
understanding between Canadian 
parliamentarians and representatives 
of the National Peoples’ Congress of 
the Peoples’ Republic of China on 
general issues of governance, specific 
issues of common interest and 
accomplishments, as well as 
differences and challenges of their 
respective systems and cultures. 


The Association also provides a forum 
for the proposal of initiatives that are 
likely to lead to a better mutual 
understanding of bilateral and 
multilateral problems and to develop 
co-operation between the two 
countries. 


Canada-Europe Parliamentary 
Association 


On March 18, 2003, the Association 
held a dinner meeting with the 
Honourable Roy MacLaren, former 
Minister of International Trade and 
former Canadian High Commissioner 
to the United Kingdom. Mr. MacLaren 
engaged his audience in a discussion 
of the history of Canadian-European 
relations and expressed his regret that 
Europe still refuses to enter into a free 
trade agreement with Canada. 


From March 31 to April 4, Senators 
John Lynch-Staunton and Peter 
Stollery participated in the Second 
Part of the Ordinary Session of the 
Parliamentary Assembly of the Council 
of Europe, held in Strasbourg. 
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The Honourable Charles Caccia, MP. 
and Chair of the Association, headed 
the delegation, which included MPs 
Yvon Charbonneau and Paul Forseth. 
Among the topics discussed in 
Strasbourg were: (a) Europe and the 
crisis in Iraq; (b) the human rights 
situation in Chechnya; (c) the new 
European agricultural policy and 
agriculture in an enlarged Europe; (d) 
the common European policy on 
immigration and asylum; (e) the 
human rights of prisoners held in 
Afghanistan and Guantanamo Bay; 
and (f) human rights in Belarus. 
Parliamentarians from Canada and 
Mexico (regular observers at these 
meetings) also held a meeting to 
discuss NAFTA’s Chapter 11, in 
particular the dispute settlement 
mechanisms. 

Founded in 1980, this Association 
aims to provide a structured forum for 
the exchange of information and ideas 
between Canadian parliamentarians 
and parliamentarians from the 
European Parliament, the 
Parliamentary Assembly of the Council 
of Europe, the Western European 
Union Assembly and individual 
parliaments of all countries of Western 
Europe. 


Canada-France Inter-Parliamentary 
Association 


On April 29, 2003, the Executive 
Committee of the Canadian Branch of 
the Canada-France Inter-Parliamentary 
Association held a lunch meeting with 
Mr. Alain Lambert, the French Minister 
Delegate for the Budget and Budget 
Reform. The Minister was 
accompanied by Deputy Jean-Claude 
Lenoir. Mr. Lambert, a former Senator, 
is also Chair of the Association 
nationale France—Canada. He was 
visiting Canada to learn how the 
Canadian government was able to 
control its budget expenses and to 
learn about Canadian public service 
reform. 


On May 22, during the visit of the 
French Prime Minister, Mr. Jean-Pierre 
Raffarin, to Canada, the Association 
took part in a roundtable discussion on 
the theme of Canada-France relations: 
a pillar of transatlantic relations. 
Chaired by Senator Lise Bacon, Chair 
of the Association’s Canadian Branch, 
and Mr. Marc Laffineur, Chair of the 
French Branch, the roundtable was 
attended by 12 French 
parliamentarians, several Canadian 
parliamentarians and a number of 
experts. Senator Raymond Setlakwe 
made a noteworthy contribution to the 
discussion on trade relations between 
Canada and Europe.

Parliamentary Group held its Annual 
General Meeting in Ottawa on May 7. 
Senator Donald H. Oliver was elected 
Vice-Chair and Senator Joseph A. Day 
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was appointed to the Executive 
Committee. 


Established on March 18, 1981, the 
Canadian Section of the Canada-Japan 
Inter-Parliamentary Group promotes 
exchanges between Japanese and 
Canadian parliamentarians, proposes 
initiatives that are likely to lead to a 
better mutual understanding of bilateral 
and multilateral matters and works to 
develop co-operation between the two 
countries. 


Bilateral meetings are held annually 
with Canada and Japan alternating as 
hosts. In addition to developing 
relationships 
abroad, the 
Canadian 
Section 
maintains a 
special 
relationship 
with the 
Embassy of 
Japan in 
Canada and 
also with the 
business 
community. 


Canada-United States 
Inter-Parliamentary Group 


The 44" Annual Meeting of the 
Canada-United States Inter- 
Parliamentary Group was held with 
members of the US Senate and the 
House of Representatives from May 15 
to 19. Senator Jerry Grafstein and Joe 
Comuzzi, MP, led the 24-member 
Canadian delegation in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake, Ontario, which included 
Senators Roch Bolduc, John 
Buchanan, George Furey and Frank 
Mahovlich. US Senator Mike Crapo 
and Representative Amo Houghton co- 
chaired the US delegation. 
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The meeting’s agenda included trade 
and economic issues such as 
agriculture, energy and World Trade 
Organization (WTO) issues. The Inter- 
Parliamentary Group also dealt with 
international issues pertaining to Iraq, 
North Korea, terrorism, North 
American defence and the future of the 
transatlantic relationship. Transborder 
issues such as border security, 
facilitation and Canadian drug policies 
were also discussed. 


Founded in 1959, the aim of the Group 
is to exchange information and 
promote better understanding between 
Canadian and US parliamentarians on 
common problems and concerns, as 
well as differences, in the relations 
between the two countries. 


Inter-Parliamentary Union (IPU) 


Senators Joan Fraser and Donald H. 
Oliver participated in the 108" Inter- 
Parliamentary Conference in Santiago, 
Chile, from April 6 to 16. 


Senator Fraser contributed to the work 
of the Executive Committee, on which 
she sits. Its discussions, which 
focused on IPU reform, led to the 
approval of various statutory 
amendments. The Committee also 
debated at length the request for 
affiliation from the Shura Council of 
Saudi Arabia and the topic of co- 
operation with the United Nations 
system. 


Senator Fraser participated in the 
meetings of the Co-ordinating 
Committee of Women 
Parliamentarians, of which she is a 
member. As Rapporteur of the IPU 
Gender Partnership Group, she gave 
an account of the Group's work in 
Santiago. The participants were deeply 
interested in her comments and 
unanimously approved the Group’s 
proposed new areas of activity. 


Senator Oliver is the First Vice- 
President of the Canadian IPU group, 
a member of the IPU Inter- 
Parliamentary Council and a member 
of the Twelve Plus Group (one of six 
geopolitical groups representing 
Europe, Canada, Australia and New 
Zealand). 


As a Council member, he participated 
in the general debate days and in the 
work of the Second Committee on 
democratic institutions and human 
development, even helping to draft the 
final resolution. 


Senator Oliver agreed to work on 
finding sources of private funding for 
various IPU programs. He was elected 
Rapporteur of the Standing Committee 
on Sustainable Development, Finance 
and Trade, which will meet during the 
109" IPU Assembly in Geneva, from 
September 29 to October 3, 2003. 


Founded in 1889, today’s Union is 
composed of national groups from 
parliaments of more than 130 member 
countries. The Union aims to foster 
exchange among parliamentarians, to 
unite them in order to secure and 
maintain the full participation of their 
respective states in the establishment 
and development of representative 
institutions and to promote peace and 
international co-operation by 
supporting the objectives of the United 
Nations.

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The Parliament of Canada examines proposed legislation in a wide variety of areas in the form of 
bills. Bills can be introduced either in the Senate (in which case their number is preceded by the letter 
S) or in the House of Commons (in which case their number is preceded by the letter C) by either 

the Government (i.e. a cabinet minister) or by private members (i.e. either a Senator or a Member 

of Parliament). There are two types of bills: 


1. Public bills, which deal with public policy; and 
2. Private bills, which convey special rights or powers on a particular individual 
Or a specific group.

Tax Conventions 
Implementation Act, 2002 

The main purpose of this Act is to 
implement tax treaties that have been 
concluded with Kuwait, Mongolia, 
the United Arab Emirates, Moldova, 
Norway, Belgium and Italy. This 
enactment also amends the enacted 
text of three tax treaties with Vietnam, 
Portugal and Senegal. 


S-13 

An Act to amend 

the Statistics Act 

This Act allows genealogical and 
historical researchers access to census 
records taken between 1910 and 2003 
under certain conditions for a 20-year 
period, beginning 92 years after the 
census took place.

C-2 

Yukon Environmental and 
Socio-economic Assessment Act 
This Act establishes a Yukon 
Environmental and Socio-economic 
Assessment Board with assessment 
staff in six or more designated offices in 
communities throughout Yukon. 


C-3 

An Act to amend the Canada 
Pension Plan and the Canada 
Pension Plan Investment Board Act 
This Act permits all amounts held to the 
credit of the Canada Pension Plan Account 
to be transferred to the Canada Pension 
Plan Investment Board; establishes a 
means by which the Investment Board 
may be required to transfer funds to 

the government, to the credit of the 
Canada Pension Plan Account; transfers 
to the Investment Board the right, title 

or interest in each security held by the 
Minister of Finance, and establishes the 
conditions in which the securities may 

be redeemed or replaced; provides that 
the foreign property limit in the Income 
Tax Act applies to the Investment Board 
and its subsidiaries on a consolidated 
basis and provides that the Investment 
Board will be considered to hold the 
property of its subsidiaries for the purpose 
of applying the foreign property limit; 


and makes housekeeping amendments 
to the Investment Board s reporting 
requirements. 


C-4 

An Act to amend the Nuclear Safety 
and Control Act 

This Act varies the classes of persons that 
the Canadian Nuclear Safety Commission 
may order to take measures to reduce the 
level of contamination of a place. 


C-5 

Species at Risk Act 

The Act prevents Canadian indigenous 
species, subspecies and distinct 
populations of wildlife from becoming 
extirpated or extinct, provides for the 
recovery of endangered or threatened 
species, and encourages the management 
of other species to prevent them from 
becoming at risk. 


C-6 

Specific Claims Resolution Act 

This Act establishes the Canadian Centre 
for the Independent Resolution of First 
Nations Specific Claims, including the 
Commission Division to help first nations 
and the Crown resolve specific claims, 
and the Tribunal Division to decide certain 
issues arising from those claims if they 
cannot be otherwise resolved. 
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C-8 

Pest Control Products Act 

This Act provides a pest control product 
registration regime that gives the Minister 
of Health the necessary powers to ensure 
that pest control products are registered 
only if their risks and value are determined 
by the Minister to be acceptable. 


C-9 

An Act to amend the Canadian 
Environmental Assessment Act 
This Act establishes a federal 
environmental assessment coordinator 
for projects that undergo screening or 
comprehensive study-level assessment. 

It modifies the comprehensive study 
process to prevent a second environmental 
assessment of a project by review panel, 
while extending the participant funding 
program to comprehensive studies. The 
Act expands existing regulation-making 
authority for projects on federal lands, 
provides a new use for class screening 
reports as a replacement for project- 
specific assessments and makes follow-up 
programs mandatory for projects after a 
comprehensive study or review panel. 


To provide Canadians with access to 
information about the environmental 
assessment of specific projects, this Act 
creates the Canadian Environmental 
Assessment Registry. It requires that the 
Canadian Environmental Assessment 
Agency establish and lead a quality 
assurance program, promote and monitor 
compliance and assist relevant parties in 
building consensus and resolving disputes. 


C-10 

An Act to amend the Criminal Code 
(cruelty to animals and firearms) 
and the Firearms Act 

This Act was divided into C-10A and 
C-10B on November 28, 2002. 


C-10A 

An Act to amend the Criminal Code 
(firearms) and the Firearms Act 
This Act amends the Criminal Code and 
the Firearms Act in order to simplify 
compliance with the firearms program, to 
modernize administrative procedures and 
to meet Canada s emerging international 
obligations. 
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C-10B 

An Act to amend the Criminal Code 
(cruelty to animals) 

This Act amends the Criminal Code by 
consolidating animal cruelty offences and 
increasing the maximum penalties. 


C-11 

An Act to amend the Copyright Act 
This Act amends the definition of 
“retransmitter.” 


C-12 

Physical Activity and Sport Act 
This Act sets out the Government of 
Canada s policies regarding physical 
activity and sport, and establishes the 
Sport Dispute Resolution Centre of 
Canada. 


C-13 

Assisted Human Reproduction Act 
This Act prohibits assisted reproduction 
procedures that are considered to be 
ethically unacceptable, such as human 
cloning. The creation and use of embryos 
for research purposes is also addressed. 
The Act creates the Assisted Human 
Reproduction Agency of Canada, which 
will be responsible for the issuance and 
review of licences, the collection and 
analysis of health reporting information, 
inspections and the enforcement of the 
enactment. 


C-14 

Export and Import of Rough 
Diamonds Act 

This Act permits exports of rough 
diamonds to be made only to countries 
participating in the Kimberley Process, an 
international certification scheme that aims 
to break the link between armed conflict 
and the trade in rough diamonds. 


C-15 

An Act to amend the Lobbyists 
Registration Act 

This Act amends the definition of 
“lobbying.” It requires that all lobbyists 
file a return every six months and imposes 
most of the registration obligations 

that apply to in-house lobbyists for 
organizations on in-house lobbyists for 
corporations. 


C-17 

Public Safety Act, 2002 

This Act amends certain Acts of Canada, 
and enacts the Biological and Toxin 
Weapons Convention Implementation Act, 
in order to enhance public safety. 


C-21

C-23 

Sex Offender Information 
Registration Act 

This Act helps police services investigate 
crimes of a sexual nature by requiring the 
registration of certain information relating 
to sex offenders. 


C-24 

An Act to amend the Canada 
Elections Act and the Income Tax 
Act (political financing) 

This Act amends the Canada Elections 
Act to extend disclosure requirements 

to electoral district associations and to 
leadership contestants and nomination 
contestants of registered parties. It also 
amends the Income Tax Act to increase by 
$200 each of the brackets for which a tax 
credit for political contributions is eligible 
and to allow electoral district associations 
to issue tax receipts. 


C-25 

Public Service Labour Relations Act 
This Act provides for a new Public Service 
Employment Act (PSEA); a new Public 
Service Labour Relations Act (PSLRA); 
and amends the Canadian Centre for 
Management Development Act (CCMDA) 
and the human resources provisions of the 
Financial Administration Act (FAA).

Members of the Canadian 
Forces and the RCMP serving as part of a 
special duty operation, or their survivors, 
will be provided, in the event of the 
member s disability or death, with the 
same pension coverage as that currently 
provided in respect of service in a “special 
duty area.”

An Act to amend the Criminal Code 
and other Acts 

This Act creates a Criminal Code offence 
of setting a deadly trap in a place used for 
a criminal purpose; permits reasonable 
force to prevent criminal activity onboard 
an aircraft in flight that could endanger 
the aircraft or any person or property 

on board; and creates an exemption 

to the offence of intercepting private 
communications in order to protect 
computer systems. 


C-34 

An Act to amend the Parliament of 
Canada Act (Ethics Commissioner 
and Senate Ethics Officer) and 
other Acts in consequence 

This Act provides for the appointment of a 
Senate Ethics Officer to perform the duties 
and functions assigned by the Senate 
regarding the conduct of its members. It 
also provides for the appointment of an 
Ethics Commissioner to perform the duties 
and functions assigned by the House of 
Commons regarding the conduct of its 
members and to administer any ethical 
principles, rules or obligations established 
by the Prime Minister for public office 
holders. 


C-35 

An Act to amend the National 
Defence Act (remuneration of 
military judges) 

This Act allows for the regulations made 
by the Treasury Board prescribing the 
rates and conditions of military judges 
pay to have retroactive effect. 
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C-36 

Library and Archives of Canada Act 
This Act creates the Library and Archives 
of Canada as the successor to the National 
Library and the National Archives of 
Canada, and provides for the appointment 
of its head, the Librarian and Archivist of 
Canada. 


C-37 

An Act to amend the Canadian 
Forces Superannuation Act and to 
make consequential amendments 
to other Acts 

This Act makes changes to the pension 
benefit scheme provided under the 
Canadian Forces Superannuation Act. 


C-39 

An Act to amend the Members of 
Parliament Retiring Allowances Act 
and the Parliament of Canada Act 
This Act sets out the cost of elective 
service for members of the House of 
Commons and Senators who make an 
election after January 1, 2001 in respect of 
past service. This enactment also amends 
the Parliament of Canada Act to provide 
salaries to Chairs and Vice-Chairs of 
Special Committees.

Committees have three basic functions: (1) detailed study of proposed legislation; (2) investigation 
of policy matters; and (3) examination of government spending proposals. Senate committees are 
groups of five to 15 senators who call and listen to expert witnesses and Canadians affected by 

a proposed bill. A committee completes its study of a bill with a clause-by-clause analysis, before 
producing a report for the full Senate to consider. 


Below are highlights of Senate committee activities, 
including reports released and bills studied, between 
the June 19 adjournment of the Senate and the 
November 12 prorogation of Parliament (i.e. the 

end of the parliamentary session at which time all 


committee work is halted). 


Aboriginal Peoples 
Examines legislation and matters 
relating to the Aboriginal Peoples 
of Canada. 


Reports released: Urban Aboriginal 
Youth—An Action Plan for Change, 
released on October 20, examines 
issues affecting urban Aboriginal youth. 
Highlights include the need for urban 
transition services to help youth adjust 
to city life; measures to address the high 
dropout rates; and community-based 
youth programs that promote sound 
parenting skills and long-term, strategic 
approaches for labour-market readiness. 


Bills studied: C-6 (Specific Claims 
Resolution Act)

Agriculture and Forestry 
Examines legislation and matters relating to agriculture and forestry generally, 
and the Canadian Wheat Board. 


Reports released: Climate Change: We Are At Risk, tabled on November 6, distils 
more than 70 hours of testimony from 109 witnesses in four provinces into seven 
recommendations. They include making water research a national priority; substantially 
increasing the funding of and coordinating studies into climate change impacts and 
adaptation efforts; designing a realistic safety net to incorporate risks associated with 
climate change; and conducting regular systematic reviews of existing and new federal 
government programs and policies. 


Activities: The Committee addressed the closure of the U.S. border to Canadian cattle, 
following the single case of Bovine Spongiform Encephalopathy (BSE) discovered in 
Alberta in May 2003. The Committee heard from officials from Agriculture and Agri- 
Food Canada and the Canadian Food Inspection Agency. 


SS 
Banking, Trade and Commerce 

Examines legislation and matters relating to finance and business, including: (1) banking, insurance, trust and loan companies, 
credit societies, “Caisses populaires” and small loan companies; (2) customs and excise; (3) taxation legislation; (4) patents and 
royalties; (5) corporate affairs; and (6) bankruptcy. 


Reports released: Debtors and creditors sharing the burden: 
A Review of the Bankruptcy and Insolvency Act (BIA) and the 
Companies Creditors Arrangement Act (CCAA), released in 
November, aims to determine whether the two Acts, as they 

are currently written, are meeting the needs of the full range of 
stakeholders: debtors, creditors, judges, lawyers, trustees and 
other insolvency practitioners, the Office of the Superintendent of 
all Canadians through the impact 


Bankruptcy and—importantly 
of insolvency laws on our economy. 


The report highlights the testimony presented to the Committee 
by witnesses, as well as 19 recommendations for changes to the 
statutes and conclusions reached. 


The Committee heard from a wide range of groups and 
individuals: academics, a variety of practitioners, credit 
counsellors, labour unions, business groups and others. They 
shared their insights into this complex area: what is working, 
what is not, and how they think the BIA and the CCAA should be 
changed. 


Energy, the Environment 


and Natural Resources 
Examines legislation and matters 
relating to energy, the environment 
and natural resources generally, 
including: (1) mines and natural 
resources, other than fisheries and 
forestry; (2) pipelines, transmission 
lines and energy transportation; 

(3) environmental affairs; and (4) other 
energy-related matters. 


Bills studied: C-42 (Antarctic 
Environmental Protection Act) and S-10 
(Personal Watercraft Act) 


Fisheries and Oceans 
Examines legislation and matters 
relating to fisheries generally. 


Reports released: In November, the 
Committee released its interim report, 
Fish Habitat, the title of which refers to 
the natural environments on which fish 
depend. The final report s objectives 

will be to provide an overview of the 
jurisdictional framework for managing 
fish habitat in Canada; outline the types of 
government programs under way across 
the country; assess the effectiveness of 
federal programs, particularly those that 
involve partnerships and joint stewardship 
with industry, non-governmental 
organizations, Aboriginal peoples, local 
communities, and the public; report on any 
new or innovative strategies in support 

of stewardship; and report on the work 
that volunteer citizens and public groups 
undertake in protecting, restoring and 
developing fish habitat. 


The interim report concludes that “the 
Department [of Fisheries and Oceans] 
does not have adequate resources to meet 
current challenges in fish habitat, let alone 
future ones.” 


Activities: From September to 
November, the Committee invited select 
witnesses from Nunavut, Nunavik 
(Quebec s arctic region, bordered by 
Hudson Bay to the west, Hudson Strait to 
the north, and Ungava Bay and Labrador 
to the east) and Ottawa to participate 

in a special study on quota allocations 
and benefits to Northern fishers. The 
Committee also solicited written 
comments from Northern fishers and 
fishing organizations on this subject. 
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Foreign Affairs 

Examines legislation and matters 
relating to foreign and Commonwealth 
relations, including: (1) treaties and 
international agreements; (2) external 
trade; (3) foreign aid; (4) defence; and 
(5) territorial and offshore matters. 


Reports released: Released on 
November 6, The Rising Dollar: 
Explanation and Economic Impacts 
(Volume 2) studies how fluctuations in the 
exchange rate between the Canadian and 
American dollars affect bilateral Canada- 
U.S. trade and the Canadian economy. 


Human Rights 
Examines matters related to human 
rights generally. 


Reports released: In November, the 
Committee released its interim report, A 
Hard Bed to Lie In: Matrimonial Real 
Property on Reserve. 


The Committee concluded that “Aboriginal 
women living on reserves do not have 

the same rights as other women in Canada, 
Aboriginal and non-Aboriginal, living 

off reserve. They face unfair and 
unconstitutional discrimination in the 
exercise of a right which has profound 
effects on every day life; the right to a 

fair share of the matrimonial property 

on the break-up of their marriage or 
common law relationship ... Consequently, 
the Committee recommends that the 
federal government adopt as soon as 
possible adequate measures to end the 
discrimination endured by First Nations 
women on reserve with respect to the 
division of matrimonial property and 
ensure that they enjoy the same rights as 
other women in Canada.” 


The Committee also released Report 
on the Fact-Finding Visit to Geneva, 
Switzerland and Strasbourg, France, 
October 10 to 17, 2003. 


The report outlines the results of a visit 

to the Office of the United Nations High 
Commissioner for Human Rights in Geneva 
to inquire into Canada s compliance with the 
United Nations International Covenant on 
Civil and Political Rights and the International 
Covenant on Economic, Social and Cultural 
Rights; and to the European Court of Human 
Rights in Strasbourg to inquire into areas of 
application of the European Social Charter as 
a model in Canada. 


Internal Economy, 
Budgets and 
Administration 

The Committee considers all financial 
or administrative matters relating 

to the internal management of the 
Senate. 


The Committee met six times between 
June 19 and November 12. On November 6, 
the Committee met with CPAC s Board 
of Directors to discuss the renewal of the 
Senate s broadcasting agreement. 


Legal and 


Constitutional Affairs 
Examines legislation and matters 
relating to legal and constitutional 
matters generally, including: 

(1) federal-provincial relations; 

(2) administration of justice, law 
reform and all related matters; and 
(3) the judiciary. 


Activities: The Committee reviewed the 
Regulations pursuant to Section 118 of the 
Firearms Act. 


It made two recommendations to the 
Solicitor General of Canada: (1) a 
report should be made public on the 
consultations that are currently being 
held by the Canadian Firearms Centre 
with individuals and groups from across 
the country, seeking their feedback on 
the said Regulations and on the delivery 
of the firearms program in general; and 
(2) all fees should be reviewed to ensure 
that they are affordable for individuals 
and businesses and that the firearms 
community is not required to cover a 
disproportionate level of the costs of the 
firearms program. 


Bills studied: C-45 (An Act to amend 
the Criminal Code (criminal liability of 
organizations )) 


National Finance 
Examines government spending and 
the report of the Auditor General. 


Activities: The Committee examined and 
reported on Supplementary Estimates (A), 
2003-2004, outlining the major changes 

in the federal government s financing 
requirements in the fiscal year that ends on 
March 31, 2004. 


Bills studied: C-25 (Public Service 
Labour Relations Act) 
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National Security 


and Defence 

Examines matters relating to national 
defence and security generally. 

The Subcommittee on Veterans 
Affairs examines matters pertaining 
specifically to Canadian veterans. 


Reports released: Released on October 
29, The Longest Under-Defended Borders 
in the World concludes that gaps in 
surveillance, intelligence and interdiction 
capacity on our coasts are—to some 
extent—manifestations of an unfocused, 
ad hoc federal approach to anticipating 
and responding to man-made and natural 
disasters. 


One of the major recommendations is that 
the Coast Guard be revamped so that it 
has the mandate and capability to properly 
patrol, search and seize, and that all other 
mandates take a secondary role when the 
Canadian Navy directs it to get involved in 
constabulary activities. 


Activities: On November 4, the 
Subcommittee on Veterans Affairs 
released a study on (1) the services and 
benefits provided to veterans of war and 
peacekeeping missions in recognition 
of their services to Canada; (2) the 
commemorative activities undertaken 
by the Department of Veterans Affairs; 
and (3) the need for an updated Veterans 
Charter to outline the right to preventative 
care, family support, treatment and re- 
establishment benefits. 


Among the recommendations are that 
Veterans Affairs Canada (VAC) and its 
partners increase their efforts to find 
funds and develop programs which will 
provide to as many young Canadians as 
possible the opportunity to visit overseas 
battlefields; and that VAC continue to 
give a high priority to the restoration of 
the Canadian National Vimy Memorial 
and other First World War memorials in 
Europe. 


The Committee received a National 
Champion of Mental Health award on 
October 7 (see Recognition and Honours 
on page 18). On hand to receive the award 
were (back row, L to R) Senators Joan 
Cook, Yves Morin, Jane Cordy, Catherine

Reports released: Released in October, Study of the Action Plan For Official 
Languages and the Annual Reports of the Office of the Commissioner of Official 
Languages, Treasury Board and the Department of Canadian Heritage. 


The five-part report (1) sets out the main objectives of the Action Plan and identifies 
major official languages expenditures; (2) shows that the government has to increase 
cooperation with a number of key players in order to foster the full development of 
official language communities; (3) discusses the issues of accountability, monitoring 
and evaluation in the context of programs aimed at official language communities; 
(4) underscores the need to consult communities on a recurring basis in order to more 
clearly define and better meet their needs; and (5) urges institutions responsible for 
official languages to take a proactive approach in order to foster the advancement of 
linguistic duality in Canada. 


Activities: In November, the Committee received a response from the Government 

to its report released on May 28, 2003, Environmental Scan: Access to Justice in Both 
Official Languages. The Government has reviewed the recommendations and is working 
on implementing them.

Reports released: Released on November 5, Reforming Health Protection and 
Promotion in Canada: Time To Act outlines the role of the federal government 

in responding to health emergencies such as SARS, West Nile Virus and Bovine 
Spongiform Encephalopathy (BSE). 


The 12-point plan includes the creation of a new arms-length Health Protection and 
Promotion Agency. Other recommendations include the development of guidelines for 
health professionals for the coming respiratory virus season, improved infectious disease 
surveillance, a national immunization program and better human resources management 
in the health protection and promotion field.

On November 20, Senator Landon Pearson

General (Ret.) Roméo Dallaire, Advisor to 
the Minister of International Cooperation 
on War-Affected Children, and Olympic 
rowing silver medallist Silken Laumann. 


Laumann literally brought the audience to 
its feet, leading the assembly in a series 

of stretches and cheers, to underline the 
importance of physical activity in the lives 
of children and youth. She also announced 
the establishment of a foundation to 
combat childhood physical inactivity. 


Dallaire stressed the need for adults 

to listen to children. While serving as 
commander of UN peacekeeping forces 
in Rwanda in 1993, he explained, he 
noticed Rwandan children playing soccer 
in their hilltop villages with homemade 
balls of tied-up banana leaves. During 

a trip to Canada, he decided to bring 

real soccer balls back to Rwanda for the 
kids. Surprised by their rather indifferent 
reaction, Dallaire learned that what 
frustrated the kids most was not the 

lack of real soccer balls, but the need 

to fetch balls rolling downhill from the 
hilltop playing fields. This, said Dallaire, 
taught him that adult assumptions about 
children s needs aren t always right. 


National Child Day commemorates the 
unanimous adoption of the Convention 
on the Rights of the Child by the United 
Nations General Assembly on November 
20, 1989. Canada ratified the Convention 
in December 1991.

On November 4, an annual ceremony of remembrance was held in the Senate Chamber 
to launch Veterans Week in Canada.

War, making her remarks in English, French and Korean. Kim, who was born in Korea 
and came to Canada as a child, is also one of 15 university students currently serving in 
the Senate Page Program.

Artillery who died in a train wreck in Canoe River, B.C. on November 21, 1950 while 
en route to training and eventual embarkation for Korea were also on-hand to receive 
Memorial Crosses.

Heart Institute Names Building After 
Senator Wilbert Keon 


On September 15, the University of Ottawa Heart Institute 
honoured its founder, Senator Wilbert Keon (PC—Ottawa, 
Ontario), by naming its building in his honour. 


A global leader in the fight against heart disease, the Heart 
Institute is Canada s only complete cardiac centre, encompassing 
prevention, diagnosis, treatment, rehabilitation, research and 
education. Senator Keon, a cardiac surgeon, continues to play 

an active role at the Institute as its President and CEO, and as 
Professor and Chairman of Cardiac Surgery. During the last 
parliamentary session, his senatorial duties included work on the 
Standing Committee on Social Affairs, Science and Technology, 
whose mandate includes health issues.

Terry M. Mercer (Lib—Nova Scotia) was appointed to 
the Senate on November 7. Mr. Mercer has been National 
Director of the Liberal Party of Canada since 1995. 
Previously, he held a wide variety of positions with various 
charitable institutions. He remains active in the Association 
of Fundraising Professionals (AFP) and is Chair-elect of the 
AFP Foundation for Philanthropy in Canada.

on September 9. Elected to the House of Commons as the 
MP for Ottawa Centre in 1988, Mr. Harb served on several 
committees, including Multiculturalism and Citizenship, 
House Affairs, Public Accounts, and the Members Services 
Board.
